- Ashes Fall 350 Miles Away. 

The terrific force of the eruption at 8t. 
Vincent may be illustrated by one incidént. 
Ashes in great quantity fell on the deck of 
the British steamship Coya, Captain Eten, 
when it was 850 miles away from the island. 


Story of an Eye Witness. | 

Following is the story of the personal ex- 
perience of a correspondent: 

*“ Cable communication between the islands 
south of St. Lucia is interrupted and the 
crater of Morne Soufriere, Island of St. Vin- 
cent, is in eruption. This could be seen from 
St. Lucia, twenty-one miles away, and in 
fact the flames were visible for forty miles. 


‘Wear to go over and report. It left here at 
6 o’clock on the evening of the 8th, just after 
the Roddam had returned from BSt. Pierre, 
Martinique. j 

“Terrible flames were visible during the 
entire journey. At midnight it was seen that 
a volcano was in eruption apparently about 
four miles away. 

“The Wear ran into heavy showers of 
gray ashes and the people on board were a)- 
most suffocated. 


| Steamer Driven Away. 

“The atmosphere was so dense that we 
could see nothing. The steamer put about 
and steamed to the south for two hours be- 
fore it was clear of the showers of ashes. 
At 3 o’cloek in the morning the steamer put 
back towards the island and encountered 
more ashes, and was again compelled to put 
off. It arrived at Kingstown, the capital of 
St. Vincent, at about 5 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. 3 

“It was seen then that the volcano wag in 
constant eruption, and there was a tremen- 


} dous roar. Forked lightning played inces- 


santly over the disturbed section. The 
flashes averaged from sixty to 100 a minute. 

* Kingstown, which is twelve miles from the 
volcano, was covered with three inches of 
ashes and showers of stones on Taursday. 
The bed of the old volcano was then a lake 
three miles across. 

“The eruption was first observed on Mon- 
day. Huge volumes of water shot up, and 
the people in that district fled. There has 
been a continuous roar ever since. 


Northern Half Destroyed. 

“The northern district from Chateau Belair 
to Georgetown has been completely destroy- 
ed. It is impossible to proceed beyond that 
point on account of the rivers of lava, 

“A huge hill was observed where previous- 
ly there had beena valley. The whole of that 
part of the island is smoking. Sixty per- 
sons are reported to have been killed by 
lightning while getting away. 

Ashes Three Feet Deep. 

“On Tuesday and Wednesday the island 
was showered with ashes. Near Belair the 
ashes were three feet deep. On Thursday 
there was a continuous shower of hot sand 
and water. Evérything on the island was 
ruined by the ashes. 

“Many persons were brought in boats 
from Kingstown. Some of the refugees who 
arrived on the coast were dying of thirst. 
Some of these people had been thirty-six 
hours without a drop of water. All the cattle 
were dead because of the lack of water. 
There is little food in the coast villages. 


| “On account of the scarcity of water and 


transport it is impossible at present to go 
into the interior and investigate the extent 
of the disaster. It is impossible to say just 
how many people have perished, but the 
number will probably run into the hun- 
dreds. 

“we left Kingstown at 8 o'clock in the 
morning with orders to tow a relief boat 
from Belair to Owia Carib. A quarter point 
off Barroulie we received a message from 
shore by boats that the passage was im- 
passable. Nevertheless we proceeded on our 
voyage. 

Rivers of Molten Lava. | 

“ When opposite Belair there was a grand 
view of the west side of the crater. Rivers of 
Java were coming down the mountain sides 
in every direction and flowing into the sea. 
The huge crater was covered with smoke and 
there was an incessant eruption. Great 
quantities of ashes were bldwn in the air 
and: were falling toward the sea, thus ob- 
scuring everything. A new lane was ob-

BALTIMORE MAN BUYS GREAT 
COLLECTION OF ITALIAN ART. 


Million Dollars’ Worth of Paintings, 
Bronzes, and Other Pieces to Be Car- 


on Special Ship. 


Baltimore, Md., May 10.—[Special.]—Henry 
Walters, the art collector af this city, whose 
galleries already contain many of the rarest 
paintings, bronzes, and ceramics in this 
country, has just completed the purchase of 
900 paintings and other art works in Rome 
at an aggregate cost of $1,000,000. A steamer 
has been specially chartered to bring tye 
collection to Baltimore. ' 

The collection is especially valuable in 
early Italian paintings. It has been gath- 
ered, piece by piece, for many years by the 
Rev. Marcello Massarenti, a priest who had 
an apartment in the Vatican. 

They include many Italtan paintings of the 
early fifteenth century, representing the 
dawn of the renaissance in art. 

Later Italian masters are also conspicuous 
in the purchase, though their precise value 
and extent are not yet known to Mr. Walters’ 
friends in Baltimore. 

There is portrait of Raphael by himself, a 
work by Titian, and a portrait of Bernini by 
himself. There are large numbers of curios, 
bric-A-brac, and larger objects of art, in- 
cluding two marble sarcophagi of ancient 
Rome. 


PLUNDER WORTH $2,000 
TAKEN BY “’PHONE BURGLAR” 


Apartment of Joseph F. Meyer in Ken- 
wood Robbed in Broad Daylight 
Silver and Jewelry Stolen. 


The largest burglary reported to the Hyde 
Park police in the last year was committed 
in the apartments of Joseph F. Meyer, 232 
‘East Forty-seventh street, yesterday after- 
noon. The loss is estimated at over $2,000. 

The theft occurred in the day time, and is 
ascribed to the “telephone burglar.”’ SBil- 
verware, composing the main part of the 
plunder and jewelry, was missing from the 
flat when J. W. Smith, the janitor, crawled 
in through a rear window after finding 
himself unable to open the rear door for the 
servant girl, who was shut out from the 
apartments for nearly an hour.

THREE RAGES TO SURVIVE. 


CHINESE, JEWS, AND SAXONS TO 
| OUTLIVE ALLOTHERS. 


Prediction Made by Dr. Paul Carus Be- 

fore International Folk Lore Asso- 

_ elation — Plodding and Patience, 

Tenacious Business Methods, and 

Conquering Spirit Respectively the 

Saving Characteristics — Legends 
and Superstitions Discussed. 


The Chinese, the Jews, and the Saxons 
are the three races destined to outlive all 
the others on the earth, according to scholars 
in the International Folk Lore association. 
The prediction was made at the annual 
meeting of the association held yesterday 
at the University of Chicago. 

Mongols and the Jews have resisted 

efforts of other peoples to override them,’ 
declared Dr. Paul Carus, President of the 
association, “The Mongols through their 
plodding patience; the Jews through their 
quiet and tenacious busitiess méthods; and 
the Saxons by reason of their warlike and 
conquering spirit are, I believe, destined 
to outlive the other races whose character- 
istics do not give them such power.” 

“The Chinese are better able to conquer 
the world by migration than any other peo- 

ple,”’ said Professor Frederick Starr. “ They 
are physically adequate in ways that other 
peoples are not. Their power is recognized 
and feared. It would be well not to rouse 
the Mongols from their long sleep.’’ 

Ancient Origin of Legends. 

Old legends in folk lore, carried down from 
almost forgotten centuries, were quoted to 
show the derivation of habits and supersti- 
tions now prevalent. Not even the nursery 
jingle was spared in the research of the 
anthropologist. The mother who touches the 
features of her baby to the accompaniment 
of the well known “ eye winker, chin chop- 
per’’ jingle is employing a survival of the 
Nootka Indians of the north, who pushed up 
the eyebrows of their infants to make them 
highly arched, according to the students of 
folk lore. 

In a paper by Dr. H. C. B. Alexander the 
superstitions attending infants were cata- 
logued. 

“In Spain the first kiss of an unbaptized 
child is regarded as a toothache panacea,” 
he read. “In France a fleur de lis is sup- 
posed to be marked on the body of the 
seventh son, and he has power of healing 
with his breath. In Ireland a lock of hair 
from the head of a posthumous child is said 
to ward off illness. Mexicans stroke the 
head of an infant three times to secure 
health, blonde babies preferred. In certain 
parts of England a child is not allowed to 
eat fish or flesh of any mute animal before 
it is able to talk for fear it will be dumb all 
its life.” 

Chinese Follow Ancestors’ Steps. 

“The devotion of the Chinaman to his an- 
cestors keeps him from advancing in step 
with other races,” said Dr. Carus. “ The 
Mongol considers it an impertinence to try 


The Chinese farmer follows a book of agri- 
culture that is nearly 1,000 years old, and 
his textbook on warfare is also nearly a cen- 
tury behind the times. The Chinese would 
readily forgive the Emperor for ruining the 
nation if they thought he did it to protect the 
Empress Dowager. 

*“ The twenty-four Chinese fillals of litera- 
ture, most of them nearly 2,000 years old, 
form the basis on which the Chinaman tries 
to form his character. In one of these le- 
gends Wu Meng, knowing that mosquitoes 
bothered his parents, lay in the open air 
each night unclothed that the mosquitoes 
might satisfy themselves upon his person 
and leave his parents alone. The mythical 
Wang Siang, who was unable to catch carp 
for his mother in winter because the river 
was frozen, lay on the ice until his warm 


ble. Ts’ai Shun is held up for a model to the 
young, because he comforted his timid 
mother after she died. During her lifetime 
she feared thunder storms, and after her 
death he would sit on her grave during 
thunder showers, saying: ‘ Be not afraid, 
mother; I am here.’”’

DONE BY PRESIDENT’S ORDERS. 


Suit Against Packers Result of Work 
Done in Last Month Under In- 
structi ons from Roosevelt. 


The suit to restrain the packers from main- 
taining a beef trust was instituted under the 
direction of Attorney General Knox, acting 
under instructions from President Roose- 
velt. 

The first consideration of the general 
charges that there was in existence a com- 
bination in restraint of trade and commerce 
in beef and similar products was given by 
President Roosevelt's Cabinet a month ago. 

At that time enough evidence was laid 
fore the President's official family to war- 
rant instructions to proceed further with the 
investigation. Attorney General Knox was 
directed to set on foot an inquiry with full 
authority to bring such proceedings as he 
deemed necessary after the investigation. 

To that end Gpecial Assistant Attorney 
General Day was sent to New York, Philadel- 
phia, and other cities with instructions to ex- 
amine into the evidence collected against the 
packers alleged to be in the illegal combina- 
tion. Attorney Day spent ten days In the 
collection of the evidence. In New York he 
was assisted by United States Attorney Bur- 
nett, while United States Attorney Bethea 
collected considerable evidence tn Chicago 
and the West. 

Another conference in Washington fol- 


lowed, attended by the members of the Cabi-. 


net and the chief attorneys of the Depart- 
ment of Justice. United States Attorney 
Bethea was summoned to Washington and 
spent two days in consultation with the At- 
torney Geenral. 

The bill was completed a week ago last 
Triday, and taken to Washington by Attor- 
ney Day. United States Attorney Bethea 
went to Buffalo on the same day to examine 
into some new evidence discovered in that 
city. Both Attorneys Day and Bethea 
spent Monday and Tuesday in conference 
with Attorney General Knox and BSolicitor 
General Richards. Some amendments were 
rade to the bill, and United States Attorney 
Bethea returned to Chicago. . 

A considerable portion of the evidence on 
which the government will seek to maintain 
its bill was collected in New York and com- 
prises the correspondence alleged to have 

between some of the defendants to 
the suit and their agents and customers 
tending to show the existence of such a 
combination held to be contrary to the 
provisions of the Sherman law. 

Damaging documents, such as the secret 
cypher codes sald to have been used by the 
packers in carrying out the illegal com- 
binations, were secured and the testimony 
of a number of former employes of the de- 
fendant packers was obtained. The testi- 
mony of former employes is said to tell of 
secret meetings between the agents and 
representatives of the packers to fix sched- 
ules of prices, apportion territory and carry 


‘out the so-called black-listing agreements. 


Much of the evidence collected by the 
Inter State Commerce Commission showing 
the secret rebate agreements between the 
railroads and the packers was also secured.

strong trade winds, which blow toward the 
southwest. The explanation of this phe- 
nomenon was then, as it is now, that the 
force of the explosion from the volcano 
hurled the smoke and litter miles into the 
air until they were way above the trade 
winds, and there met the reverse air cur- 


rents going in the opposite direction. 


MANY ANXIOUS FOR FRIENDS. 


New-Yorkers with Business Represent- 
' atives and Relatives in Marti- 
nique Seek for News. 


New York, May 10.—W. P. Lough, a mem- 
ber of the New York Produce Exchange 
and of the firm of E. F. Darrell & Co., about 
whom great anxiety was felt and who was 
supposed to be on the stéamship Roddam, 
has been heard from. His firm received the 
followirig messages from him this afternoon 
dated Dominica: 

‘“‘Fire has consumed everything on the 
Roraima. Think it advisable to duplicate 
orders.”’ 

Mr. Darrell said he could not understand 
how Mr. Lough reached Dominica, since he 
was on the Roddam, which had put into 8t. 
Lucia. He did not regard it as unlikely 
that .this message was sént by boat to 
Dominica, and from there forwarded to this 
city. 

Another firm which was greatly concerned 
about the real condition of things in St. 
Pierre was the American Trading company. 
Henry C. D. Medeuil, who manages the 
French West Indies business of this concern, 
has a sister and a brother in the city, and 
he made vigorous efforts to get news from 
them and from the business houses of St. 
Pierre in whose welfare he was especially 
interested. 


Deaths Announced from Paris. 

It being impossible to obtain any informa- 
tion from St. Pierre of Fort de Franse, 
cablegrams were sent to France. In re- 
sponse to an inquiry cabled to Bordeaux, 
this message was received today: 

“Buccessive cables announce that several 
families that took refuge at Morne Rouge 
are safe. They announce, also, the deaths 
of the Caminades and Louis Hayot.”’ 

The Caminade brothers were members of 
one of the oldest and most important fam- 
ilies in Martinique. Their names were Gas- 
ton and Raphael. They owned a large 
store in St. Pierre, a bakery, several dis- 
tilleries and sugar plantations. 

The firm of Midd'eton & Co., this 
city, also was much interested in the fate 
of these two brothers and a message was 
sent to Paris today inquiring about them to 
which came the brief reply: “‘All glead.” 


Others’ Relatives Seek News. 

Charles Testart of 81*New street, this city, 
is a son of the United States Vice Consul at 
St. Pierre, Amedee Testart. Young Mr. 
Testart also has a sister in that city, Mme. 
de Messini. He said today, however, that 
from reports which had reached the city 
he feared that the members of his family 
had been killed. 

A report reached this city today purport- 
ing to have come by cable from Port de 
France, to the effect that General Manager 
Jelladert of the French cable company at 
St. Pierre had been burned to death. 

At the offices of Foulke & Co., the owners 
of the barkentine L. W. Norton, which is 
supposed to have gone down in the harbor 
of St. Pierre, it was said today that not a 
word of the ship had been heard. Mr. Foulke 
said he was sure his Captain would report to 
him at any cost if the vessel was stil! safe, 
but he feared the worst. The ship was 
chartered by \the American Trading com- 
pany and had a cargo of about $30,000 value.

Four Hundred and Fifty Survivors 
from the Destroyed Town Reach 
Fort de France—All Efforts to Ap- 
proach Blocked by Terrible Storm 
of Fire and Ashes from Mont Pelee’s 
Crater—Stories of Disaster Told by 
the Rescued. 


PARIS, May 11, 3 a. m.—The Minister of 
Marine, M. Delannesan, has received the 
following from Fort de France, Martinique, 
under date of May 10, 4 p. m.: 

“ Arrived at Fort de France with provi- 
sions, passing close to St. Pierre. Fire con- 
tinues; volcano still emitting ashes with less: 
density. SUCHET.” 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICA) TRIBUNE.) 

FORT DE FRANCE, Martinique Island, 
May 10, 9 a.m.—The eruption of Mont 
Pelee at St. Pierre continues, and the city is 
still buried under the terrible rain of lava, 
ashes; and boiling mud. 

So intense is the heat that as yet no one can 
approach within four or five miles of the 
site of the destroyed city, either from land 
or sea. 


Covered with Pall of Smoke. 


hangs like a pall over the ground where once 
the City of St. Pierre stood up to Thursday 
morning. 

At 9 o’clock last night, when the last ship 
arriving at Fort de France passed St. Pierre, 
the eruption of Mont Pelee had not abated 
its intensity, but there have been no more 
earthquake shocks and it is believed that 
the worst is over. 


Four Hundred and Fifty Refugees. 

Four hundred and fifty persons who man- 
aged to escape from St. Pierre arrived here 
this morning on the French cable repair 
steamer Pouyer Querbier, which returned 
immediately to the scene of the disaster to 
search for further survivors. 

The fact that 450 persons survived where 
escape for any seemed almost impossible 
leads to the hope that others might have. 
been able to save themselves. 


How the Governor Escaped. 

Governor Moutet and his family, Senator 
Knight, and Father King of the Catholic 
Church escaped to Morne Rouge, a beauti- 
ful resort southwest of St. Pierre, where 
there are many summer homes, the resi- 
dences of the wealthier white families of the 
city. Morne Rouge, it appears, was un- 
harmed by the rain of fire from Mont Pelee, 
and this fact may have resulted in the safety 
of many. 


Beginning of the Disaster. 

The volcano of Mont Pelee, near St. Pierre 
showed since May 3 alarming symptoms, 
vomiting ashes and mud. There was, how- 
ever, little excitement, and few fami}ies 
left the place. On Thursday, May 8, at 
about 8 o'clock In the morning, a terrible 
voleanic eruption occurred, the effect of 
which was felt all over the island. 

At Fort de France stones fell weighing 
from seven to ten and even up to fifteen 
grammes. Thick clouds of ashes obscured 
the sun and filled the atmosphere. Panic 
seized the population. The sea receded a 
distance of 50 feet, and rushed back with 
great force, afterwards resuming its nor- 
mal level. 


| Suchet Sails for Relief. 

The French cruiser Suchet left here, fol- 
lowed soon by all available steamerts, towing 
lighters and carrying rescuers and provis- 
ions. . Their return ‘was awaited with great 
anxiety. An hour after they left a steamer 
arrived and announced that St. Pierre was 


overwhelmed, that the town was in flames, 


A great cloud of smoke, ashes, and dust

The ships in the harbor were on fire and the 
sea greatly disturbed. ¥#, 


The Suchet returned here at 6 o'clock in 


the evening, bringing thirty persons who 


were frightfully burned. Nine of these suc- 
cumbed while they were being taken to the 
hospital here. Night came on and the search- 
lights of the Suchet lighted up the wharves 
where the work of debarkation Was being 
carried on, 


Roads Choked with Dead Bodies. 

It is estimated that 30,000 persons per- 
ished at St. Pierre. All the roads leading 
out of the city are choked with dead bodies, 
according to the reports reaching here. 

A second relief expedition was sent out 
and brought back some of the inhabitants 
of Corbet. They were crazed by terror and 
dying from hunger. 

The expeditions succeeded in reaching St. 
Pierre, which is reported to be entirely 
destroyed. Dead bodies found were entirely 
nude. The houses seem to have disappeared 
as though they had been swallowed up ina 
great pit. Immense iron columns were found 
twisted and bent over in the direction of the 
sea. 


Details via St. Lucia, 

CASTRIES, St. Lucia, B. W. I.. May 10. 
—Mont Pelee, a volcanic mountain some 
ten miles north of St. Pierre, the commer- 
cial capital of Martinique, is the moun- 
tain which made a faint show of eruption 
fifty years ago. On May 3 last it began 
to throw out dense clouds of smoke. At 
midgnight the same day flames accom- 
panied with rumbling noises, lighted the 
sky over an immense area, causing wide- 
spread terror. 

On May 4 hot ashes covered the whole 
city quarter of St. Pierre an inch thick 
and made Mont Pelee invisible. At noon 
May 5, a stream of burning lava rushed 
4,400 feet down the mountain side, follow- 
ing, the dry bed of a torrent and reach- 
ing the sea, five miles from the mountain, 
in three minutes. 

Rush of the Fiery Flood. 

In its rush the fiery flood swept from its 
path plantations, buildings, factories, cattle, 
and human beings over a breadth of about 
half a mile. . 

At the rear of the mouth of the Riviere 
Blanche stood the large Guerin sugar fac- 
tory, one of the finest in the island. It is 
now completely entombed in lava. The tall 
chimney alone is visibie. One hundred and 
sixty persons are estimated to have perished 
there, including the owner’s son. 


Causes Sea to Recede. 

As the lava rushed into the sea the latter 
receded 300 feet all along the west coast. 
Returning with greater strength, a big 
wave covered the whole sea front at St. 
Pierre, but doing little daamge ashore or 
afloat. 

Terrible detonations, heard hundreds of 
miles northward, followed at short, ir- 
regular intervals and continued at night. 
In the intense darkness the electric light 
failed, but the town was lit up by lurid 
flashes of flame from the mountain. . The 
terror-stricken inhabitants rushed for the 
hills in their night clothes, screaming, shout- 
ing, and wailing, mad with terror. 

The Plissono family escaped to St.. Tura 
in a small steamer. Thirty-five persons, 
mostly women and children, arrived here in 
the forenoon of the 6th ahd furnished the 
The men remained at Mar- 
tinique. 

The same afternoon, later, telegraphic 
communication was interrupted with both 
the Islands of Martinique and St. Vincent. 


Story of Final Disaster. 

During the afternoon of the 8th the British 
steamer Roddam, which had left St. Lucila 
at midnight on the 7th for Martinique, 
crawled slowly into the Castries harbor, un- 


recognizable, gray with ashes, its rigging | 


dismantled, and sheets and awnings hanging 
about, torn and charred. 

Captain Whatter reported that having just 
east anchor off St. Pierte at 8a. m., in fine 
weather, succeeding an awful thunder-storm 
during the night, he was talking to the ship's 
agent, Joseph Plissono, who was in a boat 
alongside, when he saw a tremendous cloud 


as well as the settlements along the shore. 


| of smoke and glowing cinders rushing with 


terrific rapidity over the towm and port, 


_for two hours. Fire and ashes fell all over 


completely, in an instant, enveloping the 
former in a sheet of flame and raining fire 
on beard. 


Death Comes to Sailors. 

The agent had just time to climb on board 
when his boat disappeared. Several of the 
crew of the Roddam were quickly scorched 
to death. By superhuman efforts, having 
steam up, the cable was slipped and the 
steamer backed away from the shore, and 
nine hours later managed to reach Castries. 
Ten of the Roddam’s men were lying dead, 
contorted and. burned out of human sem- 
blance, among the black cinders which cov- 
ered the ship’s deck to a depth of six inches. 
Two more of the crew have since died. Two 
of the survivors of the crew were loud in 
their praise of the heroic conduct of the 
Captain in steering their vessel out of the 
harbor with his own hands, which were bad- 
ly burned by the rain of fire which kept fall- 
ing on the ship for miles after it got under 
way. Beyond burns all over his body, the. 
Captain is safe. as is also the ship’s agent, 
though he Is badly scorched. 


Steamer Esk Finds No One. 

The British Roval Mail steamer Esk, which 
passed Martinique at-10 o'clock last night, 
reports standing off shore five miles, sound- 
ing its whistle and sending up rockets. 
It received no answer. The whole sea 
front was blazing for miles. The Esk sent 
a boat ashore, but it could not land on ac- 
count of the terrific heat. which was accom- 
panied by ioud explosions. Not a living soul 
appeared “ashore after the boat had waited

Steamer for Help. 
e 


In the afternoon a French coasting steam- 
er arrived here from Fort de France, seek- 
ing assistance, as all the country was burnt 
up, the stock was dying, all the plantations 
were charred. the country people were flock- 
ing into the towns, and a famine was feared. 
‘The steamer was loaded with food of all 
sorts and was gent beck to Martinique at 
7p. m. The Captain of this vessel reported 
that some thirty persons left St. Pierre by 
the 6 o’clock boat on Thursday morning for 
Fort de France, and, consequently. were 
saved. 


Roads Blocked by Fire. 

All attempts to get to St. Pierre are barred 
by fire. The closest observation possible 
stiowed houses still blazing and _ streets 
strewn with charred bodies. It is certain 
that the whole town and neighboring coun- 
try for miles are utterly destroved, and it Is 
feared here that few, if any, of the inhabi- 
tants, escaped. 

Dominica and St. Lucia have active geys- 
ers, but they show no departure from normal 
conditions. - Food stuffs of all kinds are urg- 
ently wanted. 


Plans for Clearing St. Pierre. 

The work of clearing away the débris in 
the City of St. Pierre will be commenced 
as soon as it is possible to enter the smoking 
ruins. Until some semblance of order has 
been restored, and the ruins have been par- 
tially cleared away, it has been agreed by 
the municipal and other authorities here to 
burn all corpses found. in the streets. 

The authorities of Fort de France are 
sending ,all procurable necessaries for the 
sufferers, with medical aid for the injured, 
the food supplies of St. Pierre being all de- 
stroyed. The cruiser Suchet is revictualling 
Martinique from Guadeloupe. 


Crops Out of the Way. 

It is apparent that the eruption of the 
volcano on. Mont Pelee will not do much 
damage to the summer crop, which Is chiefly 
confined to the southern part of the island, 
and the gathering of which is now two- 
thirds over. However, the wiping out of the 
moneyed population of the island, centered 
at St. Pierre, is bound f prodiice the most 
serious commercial effect. 


Seen from Deck of Roraima. 
POINTE-A-PITRE, Guadeloupe, May 10.— 
The first mate of the Roraima thus describes 
the disaster at St. Pierre: 
‘* Between 6:30 and 7 o'clock in the morning 
on Thursday, without warning, there came 
_g@ sort of whirlwind of steam, boiling mud, 


and the roadstead: There were some eight- 
een. vessel# anchored in the harbor, includ- 
nig the ‘Roraima, the French sailing ship 
Tamaya, four larger sailing ships, and oth- 
ers. All five vessels immediately canted over 
and began to burn. Thé Tamaya was a bark 
from Nantes, Captain Maurice, and was on 
its way to Pointe-a-Pitre. All the boats ex- 
cept the Roraima sank instantly and at the 
same moment. 


Streets Paved with Corpses. 
“ Every house ashore was utterly destroyed 
and apparently buried under the ashes and 
burning lava. An office? who was sem ashore 
penetrated but a short distance into the city. 
He found only a few walls standing and the 
streets literally paved with corpses.” 

The cruiser Suchet was here yesterday, buy- 
ing provisions for the survivors in the out- 
lying districts. It sailed for Fort-de-France 
last night with a large quantity of stores, 
which were immediately put under military 
guard. Negroes are flocking in vast numbers 
into Fort de France from the surrounding 
country, demanding food. 


Eruption Continues All Night. 

A telegram from Fort‘de France says that 

hot mud and cinders have been falling all 
night throughout the island, and still con- 
tinue doing great damage, and that when the 
final reports are reecived it will be found 
that many people have been killed or injured 
in other parts of Martinique. - 
The Quebec line steamship Korona arrived 
at the Island of Dominica yesterday, bring- 
ing a number of survivors from its sister 
ship, the Roraima. The Captain of the 
Korona says that the eruption at St. Pierre 
was apparently from a new crater, and that 
accompanying the eruption there seemed to 
be a tidal wave which overwhelmed the 
shipping. 


Voleano Threatens Guadeloupe. 
The mountains of Guadeloupe are shrouded 
in thick clouds and frequent heavy storms 
continue. The people are on edge with 
anxiety, fearing that La Soufriere may be- 
come active. A light earthquake shock ora 
slight increase in the usual smoking of La 
Soufriere would precipitate a panic here. 
It is believed, however, that there is no local 
danger. 


LETTER ‘TELLS OF ERUPTIONS. 


Sister of Consul’s Wife Describes Scenes 
When Volcano Became Active 
on April 23. 


Boston, Mass., May 10.—[Special.]—Thom- 
as T. Prentis, United States Consu! at St. 
Pierre, with his fdmily, lived at Melrose 
for six years. Their friends and relatives 
are distressed by the probable fate of Mr. 
Prentis, his wife, and two daughters, Misses 
Loulse Lydia and Christine Hazel. Two 
adult sons, James A. and Thomas, were not 
with their parents. 

Miss Alice M. Frye, a sister of Mrs. Pren- 
tis, is now in Melrose.’ She intended to go 
to St. Pierre a month ago, but deferred her 
visit. Yesterday she received this letter from 
the Consul’s wife: 

‘* My Dear Sister: This morning the whole 
population of the city is on the alert and 
every eye is directed toward Mount Pelee, an 
extinct volcano. Everybody is afraid that 
the volcano has taken it into its heart to 
bursa forth and destroy the whole island. 


Lava Flowing Down Mountain. 

‘For several days the mountain has been 
bursting forth and immense quantities of 
lava are flowing down the sides of the moun- 
tain. ‘Ali the Inhabitants are going up to 
see it. There is not a horse to be had on 
the island; those belonging to the natives 
are kept in readiness to leave at a@ mo- 
ment’s notice. | 

“ Last Wednesday, which was April 23, J 
was in my room with little Christine and 
we heard three distinct shocks. 

“The first report was quite loud, but the 
second and third weré so great that dishes 
were thrown from the shelves and the house 
was completely rocked. We can see Mont 
Pelee from the rear windows of our house, 
and although it is fully four miles away 
we can bear the roar and see the fire and 
lava issuing from it with terrific force. 


City Covered with Ashes. 

“ The city is covered with ashes and clouds 
of smoke have been over our heads for the 
last. five days. The smell if sulphur is so 
strong that horses.on. the streets stop, snort, 
and some of them are obliged to give up, drop 
in their harness, and die from the suffocation. 
Many of the people are obliged to wear wet 
handkerchiefs over their faces to protect 
them from the strong fumes of sulphur. My 
husband assures me that there is no imme- 
diate danger, and when there is the least 
particle of danger we will leave the place. 

“ There is an American schooner, the R. J. 
Morse, in the harbor, and will remain here for 
at least two weeks. If the volcano becomes

FRANCE SENDS AID FODAY

PARIS, May 10.—The proportions of the 
Martinique disaster were not realized in 
Paris until today, when flags on all public 
buildings were hoisted at half-mast. Presi/ 
dent Loubet, who presided at a Cabinet 
council at the Elysée Palace this afternoon, 
was greatly affected by the news. 

The Minister of Finance is authorized to 
open unlimited credit to meet all eventual- 
ities. Instructions in the same sense have 
been transmitted to Port de France, and aw 
employé of the ministry will sail on a gov- 
ernment steamer tomorrow from Brest with 
$100,000 for Martinique. 

. There is no public excitement in the streets, 
and as one walks along the boulevards it is 
difficult, owing to the apathy and absence 
of curiosity in the people's faces, to realize 
that it was the metropolis of a French colony 
that had been wiped out of existence, 

A meeting of the American Chamber of. 
Commerce has been called to pass suitable’ 
resolutions and organizé for extending 
pecuniary aid. | 

Governor Moutet Saved. 

- The Colonial office announced that M. 
Moutet, the Governor of “Martinique. is 
among the saved. M. Decrais, Minister for 
the QGolonies, authorizes the expression of 
his opinion that the annihilation of St. Pierre 
means the industrial and commercial ruin 
of Martinique as a French colony. The 
newspapers again express dissatisfaction 
that the Colonial office is again dependent 
upon English cable lines for their news. 


Word from Senator Enight. 

Mme. Knight, wife of the Senator from 
Martinique, has received a cablegram from 
her husband via Paramaribo, Dutch Guiana, 
which states that he is safe. M. Knight 
adds that Morne Rouge, southwest of St, 
Pierre, was not touch#d by the eruption of 
Mont Pelee. For this reason there are hopes 
that many lives have been saved. The 
French life insurance companies-are nervous 
over possible liabilities due to the eruption, 

Bishop of Martinique Shocked. 

Mgr. Cormont, the Bishop of Martinique, 
who.is now in Paris, had an interview with 
M. Decrais, Minister for the Colonies, this 
afternoon on the question of organizing re- 
lief funds for the survivors of the volcanic 
eruption at St. Pierre. 

Mgr. Cormont says he is shocked over the 
news of the destruction of St. Pierre. He 
says Mont Pelee was looked upon by the peo- 
ple as a picnic and p easure point, He is 
anxious to start for Martinique at once, but 
M. Decraise, the Minister for the Colonies, 
has advised him to postpone his departure in 
ofder that he may be of assistance In rals- 
ing subscriptions for the vast amounts of 
money which will be necessary to relieve the 
distressed people of the island. 


Another Message from the Suchet. 

M. De Lanessan, the Minister of Marine, 
has received the following undated dispatch 
via Pointe-A-Pitre from the commander of 
» the French warship Suchet: 

“ Regard xg the events of yesterday, at ~ 
o’clock in the morning the volcano threw 
bp a mass of smoke and earth. A whirl- 
wind of fire immediately followed. Instant- 
ly the whole town was in flames. The ships 
in the roadstead were dismasted and 
burned. The shower of rock lasted fifteen 
minutes. I arrived at St. Pierre at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon and saved a few persons 
from the ships. I saw no living creature in 
the town, which It is impossible to penetrate. 
There were numerous corpses near the 
quay." : 

Newspapers Express Horror.

The bill 
authorized the President of the United States 
to cause to be purchased such provisions, 
clothing, medicines, and other necessaries as 
he shall deem advisabie and tender the same 
in the name of the government of the United 
States to the government of France for the 
relief of citizens who have suffered by the 
jate earthquake in the islands of the French 
Weat Indies, 

The bill appropriates $100,000 for the pur- 
pose and authorises the Secretary of War 
to use the necessary steamships belonging 
to the United States to carry its purpose into 
effect. 
 ‘$airbanks’ Plea for Sufferers. 

In the course of a brief statement in sup- 
port of the measure Mr. Fairbanks said: 

“We were shocked by the intelligence 
which comes to us of the great destruction 
ot life and property tn the Island of Mar- 
tinique and of the probable loss to both life 
and'property in adjacent islands, 

“In alt history there seems to have been 
. but one disaster of similar character which 
was. equal to it. It would seem from the 
reperts which have come to us that it is 
exceeded only. by tho destruction of Pom- 
peli? It Is, indeed, to be hoped that later 
and more authentic reports may not justify 
the present estimate of the tremendous loss 
ef human life. 

“That there is immediate necessity that 
aid should be extended to the survivors 
there can be no doubt, 


.. Wants America to Lead. 

“ Let the United States lead in the act of 
earing for the stricken. She and her people 
nevér have failed yet to be moved by the cry 
of distress which has come up from other 
lands. Let us extend our sympathy for our 
unfertunete fellowmen and send with it 
from:our abundant stores the means neces- 
sary to succor those upon whom has fallen 
a sudden and overwhelming calamity. 

“I believe in tendering our sympathy and 


assistance we shall but interpret the wishes . 


and purposes of the humane, generous Amer- 
dean: peeple.”’

House Delays the Bill.

Seismic Record of Island. 
ue's Yoleanic and earthquake rec- .

hours,’ but he does not state the loss of 
life, if there waa any. In 1767, however, an 
earthquake is briefly recorded that resulted 
in the loss of 16,000 human lives. In 1772 
there was another earthquake that destroyed

Writes Account of Eruption. 

Lafeadio Hearn in his Martinique sketches 
gives the most graphic description of the 
eruption and panic in 1851, He writes; 

"The explosion was almost concomitant 
with the last of a series of earthquake 
shocks, beginning in the middle of May and 
ending early in August, all, however, being 
much more severe in Guadeloupe thap in. 
Martinique. In the Village of Au Precheur 
people had been complaining ofan oppressive 
stench of sulphur, when, on Aug. 4, much 
trepidation. was caused by a long and ap- 
palling noise from the mountain. A panic 
seized the negroes, St. Pierre wag filled with 
alarm: in two days all the roofs, trees, and 
pavements in the town were covered with 
white ashes. The entire neighboring coun- 
try was whitened. The mountain was send- 
ing up columns of smokeand vapor. The riv- 
ers from the mountain ran black to the sea. 
New fissures in the mountain were formed. 
New hot springs gushed out from its sides, 
But there was no change fn the mountain's 
configuration, and no further damage was 
done. In order to allay the general alarm, 
a Creole priest climbed to the summit of 
the volcano and there planted the great 
cross which gives the height its name. 

“In 1890 this cross still remained, though 
tied up to keep it from going to pieces. 


Several Dead Craters. 

Mont Pelee, whose height has been va- 
riously put at from 4,400 to 5,200 feet, has 
had several dead craters. One of these is 
thus described: ‘“‘ The water was perfectly 
elear. At the bottom there was a shallow 
layer of mud ofa yellowish color. This mud 
rested on a mass of pumice stone, mixed in 
places with ferruginous sand, The mud it- 
self was a detritus of pumice stone. The 
average depth of the water was about four 
feet. It was comparatively warm, and had 
a fresh, dewy taste.’’ 

Mont Pelee, which is cultivated in spots 
up to a height of 2,500 fect, is usually cov- 
ered to a large extent with dense forests con- 
taining a wonderful variety of woods, oaks, 
cedars, mahogany, silk-cotton, ironwood, 
and palms. The view from the peak is thus 
described by an enthusiast: ‘ Valleys and 
hills, peaks and ravines, succee@ing each 
other swiftly, as surge succeeds surge in a 
storm—a weirdly tossed world, but as beau- 
tiful as weird; all green the foreground, 
shadowing off to billowy distances of purest 
blue. The sealine remainge invisible; you 
know where it is only by the sone of pale 
light ringing the double sphericity of sky 
and ocean, And in this double blue void the 
island seems to hang suspended.”’ 


Martinique a Picturesque Island. 

. Martinique is a picturesque island, with 
an area of 381 square miles. It is mountain- 
ous and volcanic in every portion, having, 
all told, large and small, 400 mountains. 
Columbus made its discovery on his last 
voyage in 1502, but if he gave it a new name 
it has been lost. That given it by the native 
Caribs still sticks. The island is renowned 
as being the birthplace of the. Empress 
Josephine, and also of the notorious Mme. 
de Maintenon. There is.a-fine statue of 
Josephine at Fort de France. 

The picturesque town of St. Pierre, now 
so devastated. has thus been described by a 
traveler: ‘“‘ Situated on a broad bay, some 
three miles long, the waters of its harbor are 
so deep that vessels at anchor have to run 
out all their chain. Its houses of stone and 
and brick were formerly covered with tiles, 
mellow-red in tone, but since the hurricane 
of 1891 the roofs have been hideous in tin 
and galvanized iron. The sidewalks are 
mere cat-paths, separated by deep gutters, 
through which every morning swift streams 
course from the hills and lose themselves in 
the bay. These living waters seem to cleanse 
the city and carry away the garbage.” 

A distinct change in the character of the 
population of the inland, but especially in the 
cities, has taken place in the last twenty 
years. The white people either have died 
out or moved away, and the proportion of 
blacks has become more and more pre- 
ponderant. This change has been attributed 
in part to the disasters by wind or earth- 
quake that have visited the island, especially 
to the hurricane of 1891, which wrought such: 
great havoc. 


Earthquakes on St. incent. 


While the volcanic eruption of 1812 was 
the most disastrous event in the history of 
the Island of St. Vincent, unless the further 
details of the present outbreak of Morne 
A Garon show still more disastrous re. 
sults, there are traditions of eruptions and 
earthquakes back in 1718 and 178 that 
must have been more or less seriotis. M. 
Moreau de Jonnes, the French traveler, is 
quoted in Dr. Hartwig’s history of earth- 
quakes and volcanoes as saying: 

“On March 6 and 7, 1718, the shock of 
a terrific earthquake was felt in St. Vin- 
cent. Clouds of ashes were driven into the 
alr with violent detonations from a moun- 
tain situated at the eastern end of the is- 
land. When the eruption ceased, it was 
found that the whole mountain had disap- 
peared iike the baseless fabric of a dream.” 

If this is wholly true, then the eruption 
could not have been from the craters of the 
Morne & Garon, which is active today. 

St. Vincent is the smallest of the West 
Indian range of volcanic islands, being sevy- 
enteen miles long and ten wide. It has 
many volcanic hills, but Morne & Garon is 


the only tall cone, being over 5,000 feet 


high. The great Soufriere, the crater of 


tion of 1812, flanks the main peak to the 


northwest.

WATER CURE COMMON IN ISLES. 


Former Soldier from the Philippines 
Says Many Natives Were Subject- 
ed to the Torture. 


Washington, D. C., May 10.—Private Will- 
jam J. Gibbs of the Ninth Infantry, in his 
testimony before the Senate Committee on 
the Philippines, today was asked by Sen- 
ator Patterson: | 

* Was it understood that the administra- 
tion of the water cure was usual or com- 
mon?’ 

“It was.” 

“Who usually administered the cure?’ 

“Generally the interpreters or scouts.” 

** What kind of water was generally used?” 

“Usually dirty water was preferred to 
clean water. The men would go out from 
the shore and get a mixture of salt water 
and sand and administer it.’ 

* Why was this done?’ 

“In order to make the punishment more 
severe.”’ 

Mr. Gibbs said he regarded the Philippine 
women as virtuous. ‘“ From my observa- 
tion and experience,’ he said, “ the women 
of the Philippine Islands in the small towns 
are purer than in towns of the same popu- 
lation in the United States.” 

Replying to Senator Beveridge, Mr. Gibbs 


said the victims of the water cure whom {| 


he had seen after its administration gen- 
erally looked as though sick at the stomach. 
but -he had known of but one death. 
Senator Beveridge asked: “How were 
peaceable natives engaged in their usual 
avocations treated?’’ 

“They were treated well by some of the 
officers, while the treatment by others was 
just the opposite.”’ 

‘* What were the general orders on this 
point?” 

“To treat the natives with kindness.” 

George G. Boardman, formerly of 
Twentieth Infantry, regulars, the next wit- 
ness, said he had seen only one administra- 
tion of the water cure and in that instance 
the victim had told nothing himself, but had 
given the name of another man who had 
told where there were seventeen guns hid- 
den. He related the particulars of the mur- 
der of a nativé boy by the natives, who ac- 
cused him of having deserted their cause 
and of joining the Americans. —

MAID AND MISTRESS FORS. 


Says if Employer and Employe Can 
Become Friends the Question Will 
Be Solved—Lecture te South Side 
Women, Who Organise the House- 


Elected President-—Lectures to Girls 
Planned, 


“ Servant girls look upon their employers 
as their natural enemies,”’ said Dr. Mary A. 
Seymour, Vice President and one of the 
promoters of the Chicago Housewives’ as- 
socation. ‘‘ You may be ever so good a 
friend of a girl, but from the moment she 
is engaged to work for you as a servant 
that friendship ceases on her part at least. 
I don't know why it is, but itis so. I have 
been wrestling with the servant girl prob- 
lem on my own account for thirty-five 
peers and I ought to know something about 

he matter. ¢ 

“As soon as the servant girl learns to 
look upon her mistress as her best friend 
the servant problem will be solved. This 
cannot be, however, until the mistress does 
become the servant's friend in fact. Our 
association will instruct the mistress how 
to be the friend of her servant and will 
teach the servant how to reciprocate that 
friendship.” . 

Mistake of Wilmette Women. 

Dr. Seymour, however, does not believe 
that friendship should be displayed in 
high-class musicals, or readings from 
Shakspeare, on the order of those adopted 
by the Wilmette women. She thinks the 
efforts made by the Wilmette women were 


| ridiculous. 


“The Wilmette women tried to enter- 
tain their servants in a way the latter 
could not understand, It was all ridiculous 
and might spoil the girls,” said Dr. Sey- 
mMmour. 

“The servant problem is a serious one 
and should be dealt with carefully and 
resumed Dr. - Seymour. 
“Do you know that families are abandon- 
ing beautiful homes and seeking flats so 
that they can dispense with servants? 
They don’t do it té be economical, either, 
but to be independent.” The woman has 
forestallied the servant, r. eymour says, 
by having her home constructed so that 
she may do without a servant if necessary. 
While Dr. Seymour beNeves in treating 
a servant girl well, she does not believe 
in being on too friendly terms with her, 
or allow her too many privileges. Her 
servants are allowed in the parlor occas- 
sionally as.a privilege, but when they 
begin to believe they have a right there 
they are relegated to the kitchen. 


Unruly Servant the Cause. 


The plan which is now on foot to solve 
the servant problem is immediately due to 
the conduct of a servant whom Mrs, Augusta 
Levi, 8758 Indiana avenue, secured at an 
employment agency. The girl refused to 
clear off the dinner table in the evening and 
there was trouble. The girl left, after de- 
manding and collecting a week's wages, and 
Mrs. Levi went with her troubles to her 
friend, Dr. Seymour. Troubles with their 
servants had often been a topic of con- 
versation between these two women before, 
and on this occasion they decided to do some- 
thing. 

They commenced a study of means to 
grapple with the problem. Every time they 
met, and that was frequently, they com- 
pared ideas, and last Thursday, after Dr. 
Seymour had adjourned the meeting of the 
Promotion of Health club, of which she is 
President, she asked a number of the mem- 
bers to stay and hear what Mrs. Levi had 
to say to them. The latter told of her plans 
for a housewives’ club, and the idea met 
with immediate favor. All the women pres- 
ent promised to join. Mrs, Levi was elected 
President and Dr. Seymour Vice President. 
The other officers elected were: Second Vice 
President, Mrs. M, C. Hunter; secretary, Mrs. 
M. F. Wherry; treasurer, Mrs. Charles Kel- 
ley. The officers will meet on Tuesday and 
formulate a constitution. Plans wili then 


soon. 
Lectures and a Girls’ Home.. 

Besides lectures for servants and for mis- 
tresses on their respective duties, the as- 
sociation contemplates a home for servant 
girls who are out of employment and med- 
ical care for those who are ill. 

The lectures to the servants will be on 
their work, in the culinary art, the laun- 
dry, or the hygienic care of the rooms, 
while those to housewives will be on lines 
of domestic economy. If the membership 
warrants subordinate clubs will be organ- 
ized in the various sections of the city and 
the work extended in that way. A system 
of recommendations will be established 
wherein a servant who has the recom- 
mendation of a member of the organization 
will be able to secure work from some of 
the other members. None of the promoters 
would admit, however, that servants who 
have fallen from grace with one mistress 
would be boycotted by other members of

LIBERAL WINS IN BY-ELECTION. 


Conservative Seat, Supposedly Safe, Is 
Lost After Campaign Fought with 
Wheat Tax for Issue.

LONDON, May 10.—A by-election for Par- 
liament is being fought today, mainly on the 
question of the wheat tax. The seat was 
considered safe for the government, as at 
the last election the Conservative headed the 
poll by 849. A great surprise has conse 
quently been caused by the announcement 
that figures tonight show that Toulmin, the 
Liberal candidate, received 4,218 votes, and 
Lawson, the Conservative, only 3,799. This 
is the severest blow sustained by the gov- 
ernment since the general election and will 
encourage the Liberals in their agitation 
against the wheat tax.

BROADER PARTY. 


Last Support Is Taken from 
Burke; Old Leaders Asked 
to Come Back. 


MAP OUT A NEW POLICY. 


Harrison, Carey, Quinn, and Oth- 
ers Meet and Agree on a 
Peace Program. 


Robert Emmet Burke wil! not have a hand 
in naming the Democratic county ticket. 
This was practically decided last night when 
Mayor Harrison, County Chairman Carey, 
and eight members of the County committee 
held a four-hour conference in the City Hall 
and mapped out plans to wipe out what is 
left of the Burke “ machine.”’ 

Burke was not at the conference. He was 


* mot invited. City Sealer James Quinn was 


there, and this fact gave color to the asser- 
tion that the Mayor will take up Quinn as 
against Burke. 

Instead of “‘ Bob” Burke, the most promi- 
nent Democrats of the city and county will 
be asked to run the affairs of the local De- 
mocracy. Such men as Lambert Tiree, 
James H. Eckels, Franklin MacVeagh, ex- 
Judge Thomas Moran, Theodore Oehne, and 
others are to. be asked to take an active 
hand in the coming campaign and to lend 
their advice as to the drafting of a county 
ticket. 

Steps. toward this end will be taken, Tues-. 
day when the Executive committee of the 
County committee will meet and send invi- 
tations to leading Democrats to meet in con- 
¥erence. They will then be asked to f 
and act as least as an advisory committee 
the present County committee. 


All Factions as One. 

All factions, if possible, are to be brought 
together. “Gold” Democrats of former 
years will be asked to assume active con- 
trol. John P. Hopkins, Roger C. Sullivan, 
and others, who rank as practical political 
workers, are to be asked to come back and 
join hands in a common fight. As one of the 
conferees said when the meeting broke up at 
midnight: 

“We are gding to stamp out the ‘ one- 
man’ idea. We are going to crush out the 
idea of ‘Bob’ Burke running eve 
and dictating every nomination. We in- 
tend to get the big Democrats of Chicago 
and Cook County ‘to,.take an active hand; 
to go to the primaries; to become dele- 
gates to conventions; to say what men would 
make the best candidates for the ticket. 
We intend that each member .of the party 
shall have a show and that no alliances of 
jobholders shall run affairs for their own 


pockets.”’

> and Chairman Carey those present included

, Burke Not Invited. 


“ Burke was not invited,”’ said Chairman 
Carey when the conference broke up. “ We 
believe that the strong men of the party 
should draft the ticket. We want the big 
Democrats of the city to take an active part 
in this work—to come out at the primaries 
and go to conventions as delegates. We 
want their advice. We want all to have a 
part in directing the party’s affairs.’’ 

It was contended that the Mayor’s posi- 
tion as between Burke and Quinn was not 
discussed at the conference.. The point un- 
der consideration was the question of get- 
ting the prominent men of the party into ac- 
tive harness and finally ousting the ward 
workers whom Burke has used as his tools. 


Care in Drafting the Ticket. 


Especial attention will be paid on Tuesday 
to the drafting of the judicial ticket. It was 
decided that the Democratic members of the 
bench and possibly Mayor Harrison may be 
designated a committee to suggest judicial 
nominées. The vote of the Bar association, 
too, will be given attention. 

Members of the County board are to be 
chosen with just as much care. The nom- 
inee for Treasurer, # is planned, will be a 
prominent business-man of comfortable cir- 
cumstances who will run on an avowed plat- 
form that he will turn all interest into the 
public treasury and be content with the an- 
nual salary of $4,000 prescribed by law.

gressman McAndrews, and James J. Gray 
also are talked of. 

Labor organizations complained during the 
day that the Republicans had failed to give 
them representation on the county ticket. 
The Democrats say that Lorimer took this 
step in the effort to force an independent 
labor ticket. . The Democrats may meet this 
move by ing labor men on the county 
slate and for the State Legislature. 

Developments during the day point toa 
warm fight in the Democratic State con- 
vention. .A number of leaders held informal 
conferences and ended in contending that the 
Democrats have a good chance to carry the 
State, county, and the Legislature.’ 

‘‘ We will win,’ asserted State Chairman 
Hopkins. ‘“‘ The Republicans seem to be do- 
ing all they can to aid us.” 


Platform Witheut “Isms.” 

There will be no “ isms”’ in the Democratic 
platform this year, so the leaders declare. 
It will be a straightforward business declara- 
tion, with possibly one clause for municipal 
ownership legislation.

George Edmund Foss was renominated in 
the same way. Inthe Fourth District, which 
is Democratic by more than 10,000 onthe 
1900 vote, no candidate was found, and ad- 
journment’ was taken until Aug. 2. John ?. 
Bermele was the only man mentioned for 
the nomination. 


Pease Makes Big Demands. 


The chief friction of the day developed 
in the Thirty-first Senatorial district just 
as the convention, held at Lincoln Turner 
Hall, was drawing to a close. This is 
Senator Fred A. Busse’s district and, as a 
result of his nomination for the State 
Treasureship, he will be removed from the 
General Assembly. Representative Carl 
Mueller was nominated to succeed Busse 
and Joseph Medill -Patterson was unani- 
mously chosen as a candidate for the 
Lower House. 

Then the trouble came as a result of 
the attempt of ex-Sheriff James Pease 
to secure, note only the Senator, but also 
one of the Representatives for the Twenty- 
fifth Ward. The original plan had been 
that the Twenty-fifth Ward should have 
the Senatorship through the nomination 
of Mueller. The two nominees for the 
Lower House were to go to the Twenty- 
first and Twenty-third Wards. At the last 
moment Pease demanded that Representa- 
tive Henry C. Beitler should not be renom- 
inated for the House, but that Lewis 
Rinaker of the Twenty-fifth Ward should 
displace him. Busse promptly refused to 
agree to any such plan. 

Pease insisted in his demands, believing 
he had forty-two votes against the thirty- 
two that Beitler could muster. Busse de- 
clared flatly that Beitler, whose former 
record has been strongly indorsed by the 
Legislative Voters’ league, had earned re- 
nomination. This argument found favor 
with at least six of the delegates whom 
Pease had counted on as having in his 
pocket. When the vote was taken Beitler 
was declared the nominee by a vote of 38

HICAGO AS STARCH FOCUS 


MOVEMENT TO BRING ALL THE 
FACTORIES HERE. 


Center of Corn Producing Area Nat- 
ural Point for Manufacturing Its 
Products—Pian of Transferring the 
Works from Oswego Believed to Be 
but Beginning—Policy of Combine 
to Consolidate Business and Close 
Out at Places Where Cost Is Large. 


The center of the corn growing district 
is the natural point for manufacturing 
starch and, with this idea in view, a 
movement has been started to transfer the 
starch factories of the country to Chicago. 
The proposed removal of the Kingsford 
Starch Company's plant from Oswego, N. 
Y., to Chicago, is the first step. 

It is declared on good authority that a 
large factory, capable of caring for all the 
starch business of the United States, will 
be built in Chicago during the coming 


summer. Thé reason for the change lies in 


the location of this city among the great 
corn producing States. All other factors 
in the cost of manufacture are said to be 
as satisfactory in Chicago as anywhere 
else, and the reduced freights on corn will 
we a than pay for the expense of the new 


Policy of Consolidation. 

The Corn Products company, as successor 
of the Glucose trust, has had a policy of 
consolidating the separate mills into large 
factories ever since its formation. In re- 
gard to starch mnaufactureit has been found 
that the local reasons which led to the 
establishmént of the various companies in 
different cities of the East have long ago 
ceased to exist. The plant of the Kingsford 
company is perhaps the most conspicuous. 
It has been one of the greatest of its kind 
in the United States, but New York long ago 
ceased to be a great corn-raising State. 
Corn shipped from Chicago had to pay the 
combined cost of lake and rail haul in addi- 
tion to the elevator charges at Buffalo. 

With the fatcory located in Chicago, the 
corn from all of the Western States is avail- 
able with a single haul. The company will

Every effort hat been 
made by the officials of that city to keep 
it, as it is the principal industry of the 
town, as well as being the largest mill de- 
voted entirely to the manufacture of starch 
in the world. 

Conrad H. Matthiessen, president of the 
Corn Products company, said last evening 
that the time for outlining the plans of the 
company had not yet come. The belief pre- 
vails in the East, however, that the change 
has already been settled upon and is to be 
made during the next year.: 


Will Bring North Shore Gravel. 


Chicago capitalists are to develop north 
shore gravel beds by shipping the gravel in 
by water. Recently L. 0. Ferson, bought 
a 240-acre tract south of Waukegan, of M.

PLANS REFORMS 
FOR THE COUNTY 
G. Tells What 
He Will Do if Elected 
Board President. 


CITIZENS FOR HIS AIDES.. 


Republican Candidate Thinks 
Normal Business Methods 
Should Prevail. 


Henry G. Foreman, the Republican nomi- 
nee for President of the Cook County board, 
plans, if elected,-to ask the Commissioners 
to inaugurate a system of advisory 
for the supervision of the county institu- 
tions. 

“My idea,”’ said Mr. Foreman yesterday, 
* is that the business of the county should be 
carried on just as any private or corporate 
business in Chicago is done. 

“To inauguraté such a system and to 

popular interest in our institutions 
purpose, if elected, to ask the Commission- 
ers to give me authority to create boards 
of from ten to twelve members each, which 
shall make it their business to act in an 
advisory relation’ to the various County 
board committees. I would ask that one 
such board be appointed to supervise the

| affairs of each of our institutions. — 


Wants Public Spirited Advisers. 
“The members of such boards should be 
selected from public spirited and wealthy 
citizens who t ivé achieved success in busi- 
ness and can be persuaded to give up the time 


| necessary for county service. 


“By public spirited and wealthy citizens I 
do not mean simply men living on the Lake 
Shore drive or along the south boulevards, 
but representative men in all parts of the 
city—men of hard practical sense, whose 


business basis would be of the greatest 
value. 
“I purpose that these members of the 


boards serve without compensation; that 
they give up their time for the honor of being 
of use—practical use—to the unfortunates of 
Cook County. - 

“Now,” continued Mr. Foreman, “I did 
not want the nomination for the Presidency 
of. the County board. I have business inter- 
ests that need my attention and I did not see 
how I could take on added duties. In fact, I 
refused repeatedly to have my name go before 
the convention. I stood out up to the last 
moment in a committee-room before the 
county convention assembled and would not 
have ylelded to the prominent citizens and 
party leaders who were importuning me had 
it not been that they insisted that it was my 
duty to accede. 

All Must Do Their Duty. 

“Tf I am elected I am going to see that 

other men do their duty; too. These boards 


will be large enough, so that no one mem- 


ber will have too much to do; and when I 
ask them to do their duty, as I am trying to 
do mine, they will have to serve. They'll 
have to, that’s all 

‘I am altogether tired with these reform- 
ers, who before election criticise and hammer 
away at so-called abuses, real or imaginary, 
in the county service; and who, after election, 
subside. They only tear down; they don't 
build up. What we want and must have in 
the Cook County service is men who will 
build up, men of constructive ideas. We 
want criticism and suggestions, but we 
want them to come from competent men, 
whose desire is to help better conditions. 


Economy in All Branches. 

“Tt think the county should be run as 
economically as any large business house. 
All purchases should be made with as much 
care as to quality or price as is used by 
the most favored merchant, whose good 
standing, large business, and ready pay- 
ments give him many favors, including cash 
discounts. Why should our poor and un- 
fortunate be denied wholesome food and com- 
fortable surroundings when money properly 
expended can supply them? 

“TI think there ought to be no larger 
force employed in and about the County 
Building, offices, or institutions than there 
is work for. Every man employed by the 
county should do a full day’s work; and, if I 
am elected, you can rest assured he will. 
He will not be paid any greater compensa- 
tion than Is paid for like work by any well 
regulated business establishment. In each 
branch of the work we must have perfect 
results and then the united results of all 
will be perfect, just as in our great Chi- 
cago stores, the work in each branch being 
carefully done, the general result is satis- 
factory.” 

Mr. Foreman also is in favor of a strict 
enforcement of the civil service regulations. 

“There should be no temporizing in con- 
nection with the civil service,” he said. 
“ Employés of the county Institutions should 
be dealt with according to the letter of the 
law and on a basis of merit wholly. Politics 
should be eliminated from the county's pay 


rolls.”’ 
Friends Pay a Tribute. 

Mr. Foreman’s friends say they are well 
pleased with his nomination. 

“I know enough about Mr. Foreman,” said 
one of them, “to know that he wil! put in 
ten. or twelve hours a day and Sundays 
working for the county, if he is elected 
‘President of the board. He appreciates that 
the honor and responsibility of such a posi- 
tion are second only to those that go with 
the office of Maycr of Chicago. In fact, the 
President of the County board virtually is 
‘Mayor of the county.’ No better choice 
could have been made. A man of Mr. Fore- 
man’s standing will insure a successfu! ad- 
ministration of the affairs of thecounty. He 
won't make an individual canvass or scram- 
ble for election, but, if chosen, he will give 
A No. 1 service.”’ 

Mr. Foreman was born in Chicago on Aug. 
22, 1857, and has lived here all his life. He 
is in the real estate business. He formerly 
was a member of the firm of Henry G. Fore- 
man Bros., bankers, but retired about ten 
years ago, when the business was changed 
to the Foreman Bros.’ Banking company.

ENJOINED PHILADELPHIAN Is TO 
PLAY WITH TIGERS. 


Probably Will Cover First Base at the 
Michigan City if the Legal Status of 
the Case Can Be Arranged—Repre- 
sentative of the Club Starts for the 
Quaker City to Close the Deal—The 
Transaction Is for a Cash Consid- 
eration. 


Detroit, Mich. May 10.—Napoleon La- 
joie, the enjoined Philadelphia second base- 
man, has agreed to play in Detroit, and 
Mr. McNamara of the Detroit American 
league team, wii) leave tonight for Phila- 
delphia to close the deal with the Phila- 
delphia owners. It is to be a cash trans- 
action between the two clubs, in which 
the transfer of other players than Lajole 
will not figure. Lajoie is.to play first base 
for Detroit. 

Mr. McNamara admitted that he would 
probably go to Philadelphia tonight, but 
denied that the deal was ready to be 
closed. He said that while there had been 
negotiations looking to Lajoie’s transfer to 
Detroit, it would be necesary to go thor- 
-Oughly over the legal status of the matter 
before anything definite could’ be done. It 
was for this purpose that he was going 
to Philadelphia. 

Mr. McNamara left for Philadelphia this 
evening to confer with President Shibe of 
the Philadelphia club on the proposed trans- 
fer. Just before he took the train he said: 


“ Lajoie will be a member of the Tigers 


before the series with Cleveland is over. Of 
that I am satisfied. The exact status of the 
deal is as follows: 

“ Lajole is perfectly willing to come here, 
provided he can be assured that he wil! not 
get in any trouble with the Pennsylvania 
courts by so doing. The object of my going 
to Philadelphia is to satisfy him that he will 
be safe. I will get all the papers in the 
case from his attorney, Mr. Turner, as soon 
as I. reach Philadelphia, and go over them 
carefully, and will then make the final ar- 
rangements to get Lajoie’s name to a De- 
troit contract. 

“As for satisfying him that he will be safe 
from court proceedings, we are so sure that 
he can safely be played outside of Pennsyl- 
vania that if necessary we will give him a 
bond to indemnify him in case of any pro- 
ceedings brought against him. I do not 
think it will take more than a few hours 
after I reach Philadelphia before the deal 
will be entirely settled, and Lajole will 
probably bein a Tiger uniform in the opening 
game at Cleveland. I expect to have the 
pleasure of his company as far as Cleveland 
on my way home.” .

| DURING WEEEK’S PLAY. 

Selee’s Men Now Meet Eastern Teams 
Which New York Holds Safe .on 
Record to Date, $a Second Place 
Seems Assured Uniess “Dope” Goes 
Wrong — Comiskey’s Stars Have 
Troublesome Series "to Face with 
Detroit and St. Louis Aggregations. 


‘Chicago's baseball! fans, whether they owe 
allegiance to the American or National 
league, have enjoyed a satisfactory week 
with beth local teams playing winning games 
and forging to the front in their respective 


‘classes. The Colts, because of striking an 


easy thing in New York, pushed themselves 
into second place, which is in reality about 
all there is to compete for in the old league 
so long as Pittsburg retains its champion 
team intact. The, White Stockings struck 
Cléveland in a rather demoralized condition 
because of the desertion of some of Manager 
Armour’s star players, and managed to re- 
cover from the losing streak which overtook 
them in St. Louis. 

Judging by the season's records so far, the 
Colts have the better chance of retaining 


‘their position during the coming week. The 


New York team, which .proved so poor a 
competitor for Selee’s men, came out of the 
East with a clear lead over its rivals in that 
section of the.country. Indeed, Horace Fo- 
gel, the acting manager, was quite swelled 
up with the belief that he had put together a 
real baseball] team after he had met Boston, 
Brooklyn, and Philadelphia and beaten 
them. It is these three Eastern clubs which 
the Colts have to play during the next fort- 
night, and unless they have changed their 
pace none of them ought to prove 4 serious 
stumbling block. 

The White Stockings, on the other hand, 
will be up against Detroit and St. Louls, 
which have so far proved their most stubborn 
enemies. Comiskey'’s team returns home on 
Wednesday for a series of four games against 
the St. Louis Browns, and those four dates 
will conflict directly with the Nationa! 
league. These will be the last conflicts of the 
year, however, with the exception of July 4. 


‘ 
Manager Selee is confronted with a prob- 
lem not easy to solve in the necessity of 
reducing his squad of players to the pre- 
scribed sixteen previous ‘to June l. As at 
present constituted the team is develbping 
strength with every game, and it is largely 
a question of obtaining the best possible 
batting combination, as the players now 
under contract are long on flelding. The 
choice of a left fielder between Miller and 
Arthur Williams is not an easy one to make. 
Both are youngsters lacking the experience 
which means consistent work when the real 
test comes and each has good points in his 
favor. Congalton seems to have won him- 
self a permanent place in right fleld by his 
constant improvement in batting, and Slagle 
has only his legs to fear as a handicap in 
his race for the center garden. It may be 
found necessary to carry a utility player on 
that account. | 
On the infield it is not at all certain that 
any improvement could be e with the 
material available. The contemplated trial 
of Schaefer at second and Lowe at short 
might strengthen the club in batting, al- 
though Tinker has the notable faculty of 
hitting the ball best in a pinch when"a hit 
meane a run or more. He has improved 
steadily in flelding his position, too. His 
weakness at first was apparently in not 
playing deep enough. He is a third base- 
man by training and played short at about 
the same distance from the plate. This 
handicapped him on covering ground and 
was unnecessary with his strong throwing 
wing. Since he has commenced playing 
farther back under Selee’s advice, he has 
been cutting off more hits and has found 
no difficulty in getting his man at first base. 
Schaefer cannot expect to cover second base 
at Lowe's gait and it is uncertain if he can 
beat Tinker with the stick. 


Comiskey has.no such problem to solve in 
dealing with the White Stockings. He has no 
surplus material, carrying only one utility 
player since the opening of the season, and 
that player came in pretty handy when Mer- 
tes was injured early in the week in Cleve- 
land. “ Sandow’s”’ injury did mot, however, 
weaken the club, as he had not struck his gait 
either in flelding or batting, in spite of the ex- 
tra-fortnight given him by Comiskey to get 
into condtion at Hot Springs. Mertes ap- 
peared slow compared with Jones and Green 
in the outfield, and McFarland will have no 
difficulty in equaling his gait pending “‘ San- 
dow’s recovery. 

The problem which confronts Comiskey Is 
to keep his team of veterans up to fighting 
trim all the time, as there were unmistaka- 
ble signs of overconfidence early in the sea- 
son. They appeared to hold their opponents 
too easily after they found no takers for 
their $2,500 wager that they would win the 
pennant a third time. Their awakening 
came in St. Louis, where the loss of three 


- straight games to the Browns showed them 


they had no walkover in the American league 
this year. 

The pitching staff is likely to cause the 
White Stocking owner more worry than any 
other department, according to present ap- 
pearances. Griffith is really the only cer- 
tainty on the staff. The others have ele- 
ments of uncertainty about them. Calla- 
han, who has been counted on to rank close 
to Griffith, has been hit hard in the last two 
games he pitched, and this, coupled with 
his assault of a Weddell House bellboy in 
Cleveland, indicates that he has not lived 
up ‘fully to his early season promises. Pat- 
terson gives no promise of getting into his 
best form until wel! into the season, although 
he is as yet comparatively a youngster. This 
peculiarity of Patterson is unusual and 
leads to the opinion that he needs a little 
urging to get himself into condition. It was 
remarked while the White Stockings were 
in St. Louis enjoying the first real warm 
weather they had encountered, Patterson 
did not take advantage,of the opportunities 
he had to get out and warm up in the sun 
as eagerly as did the rest of the players. He 
pitched only one inning, and that was about 
all the exercise he had while thé team was 
there. Garvin and Piatt have justified all 
the good things predicted of them by Mana- 
ger Griffith so far, but they have yet to dem- 
onstrate that they can be relied on to go the 
nine innings every time they are called upon. 

The episode whereby Callahan was intro- 


' duced to the police court in Cleveland has 


not made Comiskey any easier in his mind, 
and the recollection of Garvin's readiness 
to get into trouble when his temper gets 
the upper hand is another source of worri- 
ment. It looks as if Griffith had the hardest 
task ever set for him to keep all the players 
under his charge in line all season. South 
Side fans always have the knowledge, how- 
ever, that before things get any distance 
to the bad, Comiskey himself c@&n take the 
reins into his own hands and straighten 
things out in short order. 

The loss off three of its best players does 
not seem to Nave seriously affvcted the 
Philadelphia athletics, who have forged into 
the lead by their batting more than any- 


thing else. The National league continues | 


to profit by the decision of the Pennsylvania 
courts, but oddly enough Colonel Rogers’ 
team is not directly benefited as yet. There 
is small chance of his inducing Lajoie, Bern- 
hard, or Fraser to play for the Phillies, so 
long as they draw salaries from the Ameri- 
can league for doing nothing. But Brook- 
lyn has regained Sheckard, New York has 
‘‘ Dummy" Taylor, Brooklyn bids fair to 
get some of Cleveland's crack youngsters, 
and there are rumors of Bradley &nd Me- 
Carthy returning to Chicago by the end of 
the season at least—all these as a result of 
the court’s recognition of the legality of an 
inequitable contract. Although it is a hard 
blow for a team in Cleveland's place in the 
race to lose any players, good or. bad, it is 
difficult to fee! any sympathy for a manager 
who takes chances with contract jumpers 
and loses them in the end. So long as this 
practice is continued players will keep on 
jumping, and only the magriate who declines 
to deal with them at all will know whether 
he has a team or not when he wakes up in 
the morning.

AT CHAMPAIGN GAMES. 


Hyde Park, Englewood, Seuth Ditvi- 
sion, North Division, and English 
High Will Be Represented in An- 
nual Contest Under Auspices of Uni- 
versity of IMineis —Lecal Teams 
Cenceded an Excellent Chance to 
Carry Away the Banner. 


The annual State High School track meet, 
held under the auspices of the University of 
Illinois, will take place next Saturday at 
Champaign. Loca! interest in the event is at 
fever heat ahd a large delegation from Chi- 
cago schools Is expected to attend. 

The Champaign meet is the major event 
of the year for high school athletes and to 
win the championship of Illinois is the am- 
bition of every school, big or little, througt 
out the State. Forty or fifty schools usually 
send representatives to the contest and as 
the entry Met has been increasing year by 
year, the meet this year undoubtedly will De 
the best in the history of the organization. 
The University of Illinois will be the host 
of all the young athletes on Saturday and 
the whole town will- be turned over to the 


school boys. 

Great preparations have: been made for 
the entertainment of this week's visitors and 
besides the big track meet, a baseba!l! game 
has been arranged between the [Illini and 
Chicago. This game will be exceedingly in- 
teresting, as it will be the deciding one of 
the series between the two colleges. 


Five Local Schools Enter. 


The local schools will be well represented 
at the meet both by athletes and by rooters. 
Hyde Park, South Division,. Englewood, 
North Division, and English High will send 
their best men to try for State honors. East 
and West Aurora, Pontiac, Galesburg, Mo- 
line, Biggsville, Jacksonville, Springfield, 
Peoria, Rockford, and Charlestown are al- 
ways well represented, to say nothing of 
many of the smaller schoals whose teams 
consist of qne or two athietes, 

The Chicago schools are always looked 
upon to carry away the honofs, but several 
times the banner has been won by small 
down-State schools. Biggsville, having 
scarcely 100 students, carried away the cov- 
eted bunting two years in succession through 
the efforts of Bell and Dougherty. Bell is 
now a member of the Illinois track team, 
and he is one of the examples of the State 
University’s reward for promoting the an- 
nual meet. Pontiac will have a strong team 
at the meet this year, and will make a great 
effort to win. 

Of the local] schcols Hyde Park, Englewood, 
and South Division are looked upon as the 
most likely winners, with the choice in the 
order named. But the State meet is usually 
an uncertain one, and many mén who were 
previously unbeaten and thought to be sure 
winners have gone to the Champaign contest 
to be beaten by some unheard-of country en- 
try.

In this race Geers put his as- 
sistant, Ben White, up behind Dormeath, 
while he took The Jeweler. Dormeath won 
the first heatAn 2:14% and then dropped out 
of the battle. It was The Jeweler that drove 
him out in this time, and in the second heat 
Geers sent that horse after Zephyr and made 
her come back to the wire in 2:12 to beat him. 
Nothing like these two heats was ever done 
before by trotters at this season of the year, 
and a friend who saw the race tells me that 
even now he is not dead certain Geers could 
not have nipped Zephyr with The Jeweler 
nad he been disposed to show up his horse 
fully. As it was he had a pair in the race 
that did something no other two green trot- 
ters in one stable ever accomplished im May. 


. Zephyr Bred on the Coast. : 

Zephyr, who went the 2:12 mile, is a young 
mare, bred in California, who is owned by 
J. C. McKinney of Pennsylvania. She is 
bred to trot as fast as any horse, her sire 
being Zombro, 2:11, a son of McKinney, 
2:11%, while her dam, Gazelle, has a record 
of 2:11%, and is by Gossiper, 2:14%; he by 
Simmons, 2:28, a son of George Wilkes, 2:22. 
Zephyr’s best mile in her work last year was 
2:14%, and that she is already capable of a 
heat in 2:12 shows great improvement, and 
indicates that the M. and M. this season will 
be, as usual, a hard battle, probably of five 
pr six heats. 

Two green pacers that Geers showed at the 
Memphis matinée were Direct Hal and 
Dandy Chimes. The former went a mile in 
2:06% at Memphis last fall, so that a heatiin 
2:14% at the matinée was easy for him.

than 2:20, but he is a grand specimen of the 
trotting-bred pacer and will certainly beat 
2:10 before the season ends.

Allerton Heads the List. 

Of those alive and in active service Allerton 
is clearly the best, as the records show, in 
the matter of siring standard speed at the 
trot, but while he has been marvelously 
successful in this regard it should also be 
mentioned that he does not stand particu- 
larly well as a sire of high-class racehorses. 
Nelson, who was the opponent of Allerton 
when those two, with Palo Alto and Stam- 
boul, were trying for the stallion record, has 
mot accomplished much in the way of siring 
epeed, although in his case the fact that he 
has stood in Maine should be taken into 
account, the climatic factor having a great 
deal to do with the success or failure of cer- 
tain horses, as illustrated by Electioneer and 
George Wilkes. Neither was apparently of 
the slightest account as a sire when he stood 
in New York State, yet one went to Kentucky 
and the other to California and each made 
a reputation that is world wide. 

Kremlin, who. held the stallion champion- 
ship a short time, had for his sire a brother 
of Maude 8., champion trotter of the world 
in her day, but Kremlin has not shown bril- 
liantly in the stud. Directum has not, up to 
date, done what his admirers expected of 
him in the stud, although he has certainly 
had every opportunity, and when the above 
list is carefully scanned it would seem that 
Arion stands next to Allerton. The son of 
Electioneer was unquestionably the greatest 
2-year-old trotter the world has ever seen, 
his record of 2:10% to high-wheel sulky at 
that age. being still unapproached, although 
all other champion performances of that 
time have gone down before the “ bike.’”’ 
Arion has had the best mares in the world 
at his court, and his initial fee of $2,500 has 
never been approached by any other trotting 
stallion. With the exception of 1900 he has 
been continuously in the stud since 1894, but 
in the opinion of many-he has been handi-

Kentucky Climate Is Better. 


A year or so ago Arion was sent ‘ 
tucky, and the chances are that, woe Ae 
Wilkes, he will sire more speed in the Blue 
Grass than in the East. Arion is a small 
horse, although a beautifully made one, and 
it is almost a certainty his foals will have. 
an average better growth in Kentucky than 
in bleak Massachusetts. Directum has been 
peculiarly handicapped by climatic condi- 
tions. He has spent the best part of his 
stud life Way up in northern New York 
alongside the Adirondack Mountains, and 
when taken from there a few months ago on 
account Of the death of his owner it was only 
to be shipped to Minnesota, the climate of 
which State is certainly not ideal for the 
raising of fast horses or the development 
of early speed. 

William Penn was a colt wonder, and asa 
matured horse one of the gamest race nags 
that ever looked through a bridle. For that 
matter, so was his sire, Santa Claus, yet 
neither of them has taken what looks to be 
his proper place in the way of siring speed. 
Santa Claus was campaigned until he was 
well along in years and then presented to 
his driver, John Turner, who had no interest 
in breeding, so that the horse got few mares 
of quality and not a great many in num- 
bers. William Penn has probably fared 
better, but his chances have been none of the 
best. B. B, P. was racing as late as a couple 
of seasons ago, so that he cannot have done 
much in the way of siring colts. Lockheart 
has had a good chance in Iowa, but is not 
noted as a sire, while Early Bird and Wiiton 
have done well, although, as a rule, the Wi. 
tons are inclined to be frailin appearance.

STARS A THE POLO GAME 


AMERICAN PLAYERS’ CHANCES IN 
ENGLAND CONSIDERED GOOD. 


Belief That the Team Now in England, 
Headed by Foxhall Keene Jr., 
Which Will Meet the Britons the 

Latter Part of the Present Month, 
Has an Excellent Chance to Bring 
Back the Trophy Carried Away by 
the Englishmen in 1886—List of Men.

Before the end of the month all eyes will be 
turned toward a little group of five of the 
highest type of American sportsmen now in 
England, getting on edge for an international 
contest for what might almost be termed 
the polo championship of the worl 
the real object of their expedition fs the re- 
covery of the trophy, known as the America 
Polo cup, which an English team won in an 
international polo match at Newport in 1886. 

That was the first and only international 
polo match between England and America, 
and the English team won easily by 10 goals 
to 4 through its superior team play, which 
was a revelation to Americans and wrought 
a great change in the game played in this 
country. The Englishmen’s superiority as 
exponents of perfect polo was humbly ac- 
knowledged, and it has remained unques- 
tioned for the long period of sixteen years. 


fully in this country, more particularly in the 
East, and at last our best players have come 
to the conclusion they are good enough to 
make a worthy effort to bring back the long 
lost trophy. 

Makeup of the Team. 

The American team now in England con- 
sists of Foxhall Keene (Captain), Lawrence 
Waterbury, John E. Cowdin, and J. M. Wa- 
terbury, with a first-class substitute in 
Rudolph Agassiz; and, with the Captain tem- 
porarily kept out of the game by a serious 
accident while riding to hounds across coun- 


try, the team has won one of its two 
trial matches played» to date. Mr. 
Agassiz is a Bostonian and Cap- 
tain of. the Myopia polo team, the 


four others are New-Yorkers, and when at 
home they play together as the Lakewood 
team, last year winning the national cham- 
‘pionship cups. 

Foxhall Keene played on the team that de- 
fended but lost the America cup In 1886, the 
three other players being Thomas Hitchcock 
Jr., W. K. Thorn Jr.,and Raymond Belmont. 
Mr. Keene has been playing the game for 
nineteen years, and for the last decade he 
has been regarded unanimously as the best 
all-round polo player in the United States. 
Perhaps he is still, but there are not a few 
good judges of the game who think the other 
members of the team abroad are now quite 
as good polo players as “‘ Foxy ” Keene. 


Keene a Great Captain. 


However, there is no argument about Mr. 
Keene being the best polo captain in the 
pcountry, for his generalship is, if anything, 
superior to his individual play, and that is 
saying a good deal. Of late years he has 
‘generally played No, 3, and in this position 
he probably has few equals the world over. 
With ample means to maintain a stud of the 
best polo ponies procurable, a skilled horse- 
man in al] that the word implies, riding at 
a nice’ weight, strong and quick, accurate 
of stroke, with an eye like a hawk’s, and 
plenty of nerve, he puts up a game good 
enough to play against the best in the 
world, for no matter how tight a place his 
opponents may get him into ,his codiness, 
born of long experience, always stands him 
in good stead. 

Of the Waterbury brothers it is impossible 
to say which is the better, and their combi- 
nation play is often truly marvelous. They 
seem to know instinctively what the other 
is going to do or expects to be gone, and as 
they have their own private signals they 
appear to place the ball for each as though 
possessed of some uncanny knowledge. 
Larry Waterbury plays back, and when his 
goal is threatened bya fierce attack no play- 
er can outgeneral him. He is famous for 
his charges through exciting mélées, work- 
ing the ball away into his brother’s terri- 
tory, fearless riding when in desperate 
straits, and carrying on the ball when ap- 
parently hemmed in between two adver- 
saries. 

Monty Waterbury is the youngest of the 
American team abroad. He is a dashing 
rider with a wonderful knack of picking the 
ball out of a scrimmage and breaking away 
with it for his opponents’ goal line, despite 
all efforts to ride him off. He possesses the 
faculty of swinging his mallet with accu. 
racy on the off or near side, in front of or 
behind his pony, and he seems to be able to 
drive as hard from one position as another, 


Cowdin’s Tremendous Drives. 


John E. Cowdin, before George Gould or- 
ganized the champion Lakewood team, wore 
the dark biue of the Rockaways in scores 
of hard-fought games, and he and Foxhall 
Keene have long been regarded as a com- 
bination invincible in this country. He has 
long ago forgotten what it is to have the 
“rattles,” is cool and steady under ali cir- 
cumstances, makes tremendous drives. is 
unusually skillful at oblique cuts for the 
boards or from the corners for goal, and his 
flights of speed around the field or along 
the boards are remarkable. It is a treat to 
see him and Mr. Keene work the bal] rap. 
idly down the field until one or the other 
from a well placed pass, makes an unerring 
shot for goal. 

Rudolph Agassiz has long been recognized 
on the polo field as an extraordinary com- 
bination of speed, cleverness, and coolness. 
Always well mounted, sure of stroke, quick 
to get going at any moment, never acknowl- 
edging defeat, and full of resource ifn all 
emergencies, he is a formidable opponent for 
any team, and none knows it ‘better than his 
present teammates, against whom he has led 
the Myopias year after year. 

Such, in brief, are the players who wil] 
uphold the honor of “Old Glory” in the 
coming international polo contest. Three of 
them, Messrs. Keene. Cowdin, and Agassiz,

CAGO WILL COMPETE HERE. 


First of the Intersectional Regattas 
Likely to Be Held This Fall—Twé 
Cities Will Be Host on Alternate 
Years—Several Boats Building for 
Local Owners, Which Are Depended

in Connection with Olympian Games 


A yacht race between the East and the 
West is a probability this summer if plans 
of the Yacht Racing association of Massu- 
chusetts and the Columbia Yacht. club of 
Chitago materialize. : 

The race, if held, will be for the twenty-one 
foot cabin class of craft, and will practically 
be for the championship of the world for 
that class of boat. Negotiations have been 
under way for some time to arrafhge such a 
match, and such headway has been made 
that there is now little doubt but what the 
races will be sailed. 

It is planned by those who are in charge of 
the arrangements to have the fizet series of 
races held at Chicago some time next fall, 
under the auspices of the Columbia Yacht 
club. On alternate years the races wiii be 
sailed at Boston. In having the races here 
in the fall the local yachtsmen are looking 
ahead to 1004, in order that fhe event can, be 
held at the same time as the Olympian 
games. 

That Chicago. will be well represented in 
the twenty-one foot class for such an event 
there is little doubt. With such yachts as 


George R. Peare’s La Reta, Oscar Daniel's 


Privateer, and J. H. Cameron’s Arab II. the 
Easterners would experience considerable 
cifficulty in gaining a victory. All three of 
the above named yachts are now on their 
way to Chieago and the yachtsmen are anx- 
jously awaiting the arrival of the boats, in 
order that they may have an opportunity 
to see how th@y act in the water. But it will 
be over a week and possibly two weeks be- 
fore the weather will have settled to such 
an extent that the yachts can venture out. 

There are other boats which will be a fac- 
tor of no mean importance in the coming 
races of the club this season. Dr. Pinckard’s 
new Lipton cup defender, Sprite, which was 
designed by A. G. Cuthbert, and which is 
now being constructed by its designer, may 
be a winner. Cuthbert says it is a fine craft 
and will be ready in time for the annual 
Michigan City race of the Columbia Yacht 
club, which is to be held on June 14. Sprite 
is a combination of the keel and centerboard 
type and is being bullt especially for the 
Lipton cup race. 

La Reta, Privateer, and Arab II. will all be 
ready for the Decoration day races. La 
Retais an out and out keel type of yacht, and 
was designed and. built by Lawrence Jensen 
of Gloucester, Mass. The Lipton cup was 
the incentive for its construction. 

Privateer is a Henley creation of the cen- 
terboard type. Its races have been, for the 
main part, in the East, where it won many 
events. Considerable interest is attached to 
the advent of Arab II. The yacht is of the 
Crosby cat type and has been raced only 
one season. Arab II. will be handled in all 
its races by its owner, J. H. Cameron.

HOLLAND'S PATE IN DODBE 


FUTURE OF KINGDOM DEPENDS 
ON WILHELMINA. 


Uniess an Heir to Throne Is Born 
Strife Between Powers of Europe 
Is Likely to Begin—Germany Has 
Long Felt That Country Is Hers Be- 
cause It Carries Rhine to Sea— 
Russia and Austria May Act as Safe- 
guards.

LONDON, May 10.—The daily bulletins in 
regard to the condition of Queen Wilhelmina 
which are issued from Het Loo are favorable, 
snot over. 
ye Of tie successiowto the Dutch 
throne is still the minds of, Bs 
ropean Statesmen. Wilhelmina, who Is ‘the. 
last in a direct line, though not tn race, acts 
byiPedson of her pedigree as a barrier to all 
dyfmstic pretenstons, but as the Spectator 
says today, *“‘ Holland will never really be 
safe until the Queen has an heir.”’ 

There is no doubt that the German people 
look towards Holland with a longing only 
equaled by the detestation and fear with 
which the Dutch regard the Germanization 
of their country.. Nor is the prospect vague 
or illusory. The German people want their 
‘‘free born German Rhine’’ from its source 
to the sea, and they consider that owing to 
the configuration of the empire they have a 
natural right to it. This has been the favor- 
ite theme with German writers for many 
years. 


Saxe-Weimar Next in Line. : 
According to the arrangements made in 
1830: the Dutch throne, failing, Wilhelmina 
and her possible children, passes to the 
Grand Duke of Saxe-Weimar. He, of course, 
is a vassal of the German Emperor, and as 
such the Dutch people would not tolerate 
him as King. It is generally assumed, how- 
ever, that the Grand Duke has renounced 
his claims to the Dutch throne, which would 
prove a thorny heritage for himself and his 
heirs. 

Assuming that hts renunciation is true, the 
next successor is Prince Albrecht of Hohen- 
gollern, Regent of Brunswick, to be taken 
into consideration. 

He is no more pleasing to the Dutch, who 
fear that he would naturally govern Holland 
for the advantage of Germany and the Ho-* 
henzollern dynasty. 

The Spectator, commenting on the situa- 
‘tion, says: “‘ The drift of Holland to Ba- 
varia’s position in the empire, of which it 
would be a maritime arm, would be almost 
irresistible. The Dutch would detest this 
prospect and might reject it. _Then the 
foreign offices of Europe would quiver with 
excitement and alarm.” 


Russia and Austria Guarding. ~ 


The independence, then, of Holland, is 
protected only by Austria and Russia. The 
former does not desire to see any further 
aggrandizement of the Hohenzollerns,. or 
for Germany to become, without expense, 
a maritime power that would be able to 
dominate the Mediterranean. 

Similar feelings obtain in Russta, which, 


land might be permitted to settle at once 
its own fate. The Dutch feeling would al- 
most certainly favor a reversion to a com- 
monweadlth or a republic,.to which the 
powers would probably object, thus forcing 
the selection of a King and leaving the way 
open to renewed danger. 
Holiand’s safety lies in the Hfe af th 
young Queen and the birth of an heir.. The 
former, at the present moment, is in a pre- 
carious condition, the bulletins admit.

‘FEAR AGITATION IN AMERICA. 


Vatican Officials Deem Loss of Arch- 
bishop Corrigan a Severe Blow 
to the Church.

ROME, ‘May 10.—The death of Archbishop 
Corrigan of New York has caused anxiety as 
well as sympathy at the Vatican. There ap- 
pears an idea that the late prelate was a 
powerful factor in minimizing the unreast in 
the Catholic Church in America, and there 
is a fear that his death will be the signal 
for a recrudescence of the agitation. 

It was with ‘the greatest regret that the 
Pope finally agreed with the protocolists of 
‘the Vatican that precedent forbade the re- 
tention of Mgr. Martinelli as Apostolic Dele- 
gate at Washington after his elevation to the 
‘Cardinalate. He’is credited with restoring 
religious peace in the United States and it is 
admitted that it will be difficult to find a 
worthy successor to him. . 

The apostolic delegation at Washington is 
now regarded by the Vatican as even more 
important than the nunciature, a fact which 
proves how the world in general and the 
United States in particular has been moving 
in the last thirty years. It % regarded as 
probable that the Pope persomaily will solve 
the difficulty by selecting a prelate from 
outside the orthodox diplomatic circie. 

There are excellent reasons for stating 
that the Pope has decided to promote Bishop 
McDonnell of Brooklyn to the Archbishopric 
of New York. Bishop McDonnell is well 
known at the Propaganda Fide and isgreat- 
ly esteemed at the Roman Curia for his 
piety.

Historie Landmark in @ante Clara, 
Cal., Replaced—Has Been There 
‘More than 100 Years, | 


San José, Cal., May 10.—[Special, ]—The an- 
elent cross which for more than a hundred 
years has stood as a landmark in Santa 


Clara has been replaced with great cere- | 
mony. It was blown down by a wind-storm | 


in March last. The fragments were carefully | 
saved and fastened together so that the cross 
now is stronger than it was before. 

Father Kenha, who conducted .the exer- 
cilses, told briefly the history of this great 
mission, one of the most successful, if not 
the fairest, of them all. 

The firet fouhdation, Jan. 12, 1777, was. 
near where now stands the residence of 
Peter Donohoe, on the Laurelwood farm. . 
Here, after the first mass celebrated in this 
valley, Father Pena planted the great mis- 
sion and began an adobe church, which 
was ruined by the flood of 1779. The un- 
daunted men at once chose a second site, 
where in 1781 rose thé secon® mission church. 
Thie was badly shaken by the great earth- 
quake in 1818, and again the devoted friars 
sought another and better site, the one on 
which the present one now stands. 

Here in 1822 the venerable Dr. Serra came 
to bless and open the church on Aug. 11, the

It is from the sale of cigars, how- 
ever, that the big organizations taking 
up the machine have discovered a new 
and intensely practical way to raise 
their great funds for hospitals, build- 
ings and all sorts of benevolent pur- 
poses. 

First of those fo become interested 
were the typographical unions, which 
have long had plans afoot for substan- 

hospital funds and for funds out 


to erect association buildings. 


All printers smoke, From the purchage 
of cigars they realize no returns except 


ithe satisfaction of the smoke. 


When, ‘a Doremus machine sells a 
five-cent cigar there is a profit of two 
cents. When it sells a ten-cent cigar 
there is a profit of four cents, The 
Doremus company’s plan is to divide 


this profit evenly between the person 


furnishing the location for the ma- 
chine and the company.

It is the beginning of a revolution in Ger- 
many, which, unlike other great popular 
movements of the same kind, will contribute 
to strengthen the foundations of the throne, 
instead of destroying them. For the policy 
of the Emperor will, in the first place, bring 
about the disappearance of those barriers of 
caste that have so long divided the aristoc- 
racy from the middle and lower classes. It 
will likewise tend to open the doors of the 
commissioned ranks of the army, of the mag- 
istracy, and of the government administra- 
tion to the bourgeoise, instead of being re- 
stricted, as heretofore, to the nobility, while, 
on-the other hand, it will not only encourage, 
but even compel, men of birth to turn their 
attentions to trade and to industry, and to 
give up that foolish belief according to which 
there are no other callings open toa noble- 
man than the service of the crown. | 
In one word, Emperor William's policy will 
have the effect of democratizing the German 
Empire. A shrewd and singularly wide- 
awake observer of the progress of events, he 
has been clever enough to realize that the 
ever rising tide of democracy cannot be 
stemmed, oreventurned. So he has made up 
his mind to ride with it and on it, and if 


spared is likely to go down to history as the 
ikeat democratic sovereign of the twentieth 
century. 


Emperor’s conversion to 
his present way of thinking 
was inevitable. When ‘he 
came to the throne he had 
been taught to believe that 
his nobles were blindly obedi- 
ent to their sovereign’s will, 
that they cared nothing for 
popular rights or for consti- 
tutional forms of govern- 
ment, in fact, that they re- 
sented the pretensions of the 
common people to have any 
voice in the administration of 
the empire. This impression 
had been carefully fostered in 
the Kaiser by the late Prince 
Bismarck, who was never 
tired of publicly expressing 
his contempt for Parliament, 
and for its political factions, 
invariably describing himself as the *‘ Em- 
peror’s man ’’—that is to say, as having no 
other policy. than the will of his monarch. 

For a time nothing occurred to modify 
these relations between the Emperor and his 
nobles, or to impair his belief in their sub- 
serviency to his views. But then the time 
came when he became alive to the necessity 
of introducing certain reforms, which the 
nobles believed would injuriously affect their 
financial interests. It was the canal Dill 
which first brought about the conflict be- 
tween the Kaiser and the aristocracy.’ The 
interests of the latter are almost wholly agri- 
cultural, and, convinced that the elaborate 
system of inland navigation devised by the 
Emperor partly for military and partly for 
economic purposes, would have the effect of 
reducing the cost of foreign, grain by dimin- 
ishing the freight charges, they opposed the 
project tooth and nail. 

This was the first phase of a conflict that 
has been raging ever since with increasi 
intensity between the crown and the nobility. 
The latter are determined to subordinate 
everything to their agricultural interests, be- 
coming more and. more alarmed by the 
growth of foreign competition In agricultural 
produce. The Emperor, on the other hand, 
has realized that the claims of Germany's 
trade and commerce are fully equal to those 
of its agriculture, that it is folly to neglect 
and even obstruct the former for the sake 
of the latter, that the economic welfare of 
the empire depends far more upon the de- 
velopment of its commercial and manufac- 
turing interests than upon the mere protec- 
tion of the landed proprietors, and finally 
that if the aristocracy—that is to aay, the 
minority of his subjects—are identified with 


agriculture, the vast majority of his people 
are identified with Germany’s trade and in- 
dustry. 
This does not, however, mean that he is 
completely neglecting the welfare of his 
nobles. In spite of their persistent opposi- 
tion to all his plans and his projects, he is 
broad minded enough to have their future at 
heart, and it is largely with this object in 
view that he is devoting so much time and 
energy to securing the adoption of spirits dis- 
tilled from potatoes for motive power, hop- 
ing in this way to secure a new market and 
a new source of revenue for the sadly dis- 
gruntled ‘* Ritterguts-besitzer.”’ If the 
Kaiser is successful in this, much of the land 
hitherto given up to the growing of bread 
stuffs will in future be devoted to the cultur 
of the potato. 


MPEROR WILLIAM, who 
singled out for manifesta- 
tions of apecial friendship 
those relatively few German 
nobles who are engaged in 
industrial pursuits, such, for 
instance, as Count Douglas, 
Count Dohna, Prince Henc- 
kel Donneremark, etc., has

Especially is this the case in Italy, where 
young King Victor Emmanuel hes place 
the control of the foreign affairs of the na- 
tion in the hands of a business-man, whose 
principal title to fame is the success which 
he has achieved as the leading bicycle and 
sewing machine manufacturer in Italy, and 
who is descended from a long line of mer- 
chant ancestors. The result has been that 
Italy’s foreign policy is now subordinated to 
her commercial and industrial interests, the 
tariff war with France having been brought 
to a close, and the profitable French mar- 
kets reopened to Italian trade and manu- 
factures. Moreover, on the persona] Initia- 
tive of the King, numerous laws have been 
enacted destined to better the condition of 
the working classes and to improve the re- 
lations between labor and capital. 

In fact, King Victor Emmanue!] is, like his 
ally, Emperor William, devoting himself 
above everything else,to furthering the busi- 
ness interests of his people, and, as at Berlin, 
a great manufacturer or merchant finds it 
far easier to obtain the ear of his sovereign 
than a mere noble.

but of not much use to the commonwealth 
and to the throne unless he falls into line 
and goes into business with success. 

It.is the same in England, in Belgium, in 
Scandinavia, and, in fact, throughout Eu- 
rope. The captain of industry and of trade 
is growing to be regarded by every monarch 
in Europe as an infinitely more important 
factor in the welfare of the empire than the 
mere noble, no matter how blue the latter’s

Change in Nature of Alliance. 

The Siecle points out the immense change 
in the character of the triple alliance since 
the death of Bismarck and the fall of Crispi, 
and says that, owing to the present under- 
standing between France and Italy, 
clauses of the triple alliance agreement 
which, under certain conditions, would re- 
quire from Italy military action against 
France are now absolutely annulled. 

Gulochowski's timely and friendly allu- 
sions to the peaceful nature of the Franco- 
Russian alliance, both in Europe and abroad, 
produces an excellent effect here. Alto- 
gether the declaration of the Austro-Hun- 
garian Minister of Foreign Affairs is greeted 
in France as the most pithy and authorita- 
tive guarantee of the peaceful relations | 
among the European powers uttered since | 
The Hague arbitration conference.

THE ANTHRACITE MINERS. 

The industrial prosperity, which it was 
hoped would have no setbacks during this 
year, will be seriously affected if the men in 
the anthracite mines, who are to quit work 
tomorrow, shall vote on Wednesday to re- 
main out indefinitely. The abandonment of 
work by the 180,000 men engaged in an im- 
portant industry cannot fail to exercise a de- 
pressing influence in many directions. The 
closing of the mines will lead to an advance 
in the price of coal in regions where anthra- 
cite is the principal fuel. Manufacturing of 
all kinds will be carried on at greater ex- 
pense. This is outside of the fact that 180,- 
000 miners, and the women and children 
who are dependent on them, will suffer 
acutely if the strike shall be a protracted one. 
The national organization to which they be- 
long will find it impossible to minister to the 
necessities of this great army of unemployed. 
| The miners ask for an advance in wages, 
| a shorter work day, and the weighing of coal 
where practicable. The operators have re-. 
fused to accede in whole or in part to the 
wishes of the miners, but they have not ex- 
plained why they refuse. They have not 
| given as a reason that the conditions of the 
trade are such as to make concessions of any 
kind economically impossible. They have 
had ample time in which to state their case 
had they desired to doso. The miners made 
their demand over a month ago, and have 
not been unduly importunate in their efforts 
to get an answer. They waited a month in 
order to give Senator Hanna and his col- 


“| leagues of the Conciliation committee of the 


National Civic federation an opportunity to 
arrange matters if possible. The committee 
failed in its efforts. The miners have asked 
the operators to arbitrate the question at is- 
sue, “en the operators have given a curt re- 
fusal. . 

The operators are the coal roads, which are 
acting as a pnit. In the event of a strike 
they will be sufferers, even though they will 
be able to dispose at an advanced price of 
stocks of coal on hand. Their freight earn- 
ings will-deerease and the value of their se- 
curities will decrease also. If they alone 
were the sufferers the public would view 
their mishaps with comparative unconcefn, 
but the public will not view with indifference 
either the distress which will prevail in the 
mining communities or the effect on national 
prosperity of the crippling of a great pro- 
ductive industry. 

The householder in the parable said, “ is 
it nét lawful for me to do what I will with 
mine own”? There are individuals and cor- 
-porations who assume today with less jus- 


. | thee than the man in the parable that they 
are accountable to nobody as to, what tliey | 


do with their own. The coal operators as- 
sume as much when they refuse to give the 


a matter in which the public is vitally in- 
‘terested. If they have what they consider 
valid reasons for refusing to make conces- 
sions to their employés the public should 
know.the reasons, so as to be enabled to pass’ 
jud t on them. ? 

At present the people are chiefly interested 
in the beef trust. If there shall be a great 
coal strike and the public is denied the infor- 
ymation which would enable it to decide 
whether the operators might not have 
averted it without pecuniary loss or sacrifice 
of principle, there will be an immediate and 
urgent demand for the prosecution of the 
coal trust and the punishment of the nien 
who conduct it. The managers of the coal 
roads and the financial interests which stand 
behind them court disaster when they fail 
to display a conciliatory spirit and to give 
their case to the public. They have no right 
so to deal with their properties as to endan- 
ger American prosperity. 


THE USES OF THE LODGING-HOUSE. 

Huddersfield,, England, - established a 
municipal lodging-house in 1853. Chicago, 
Illinois, did the shme thing in 1901. In 
Huddersfield, as in most English towns, 
the lodging-house was intended to be a 
place for residents. In Chicago it is in- 
tended to be a place for transients. Ob- 
servation has shown that some provision 
must -be made for men out of work. A line 
must be drawn, however, between the man 
out of work and the man who won’t work. 
It is the business of the municipal lodging- 
heuse to draw this line. Codperation be- 
tween the police and the lodging-house | 
will clear Chicago of that undesirable 
class of men called gagabonds, vagrants, 
or tramps. The result of the clear- 
ance will be [1] a purifying of politics 
in certain wards, [2] a stopping of a 
drain upon the financial resources of 
the city, and [3] a preventing of many 
crimes. It is evident, therefore, that the 
lodging-house is something more than a 
charitable enterprise. It is also something 
more than a sociological laboratory. It is 
a careful, well-considered attempt to benefit 
the city as a whole. 
_ The route by which it is hoped that this 
end may be reached is clearly marked. The 
municipal lodging-house will give any man 
out of work a supper, a bed, and a break- 
fast. The first step in the process, there- 
fore, is to send every such man to.12 South 
Jefferson street. There is no reason why 
he should solicit private charity. In fact, 
there are many reasons why he should not. 
To give to a deserving man with whom one 
is acquainted is a good deed. To give to 
a stranger about whom one knows nothing 
is in nine cases out of ten a bad deed. The 
scope of charity is not undesirably restricted 
by this principle. Indiscriminate giving is 
not charity. It is foolishness. The men 
who support themselves on indiscriminate 
giving are a danger to the community. If 
instead of receiving alms they are sent to 
the lodging-house they are there given an 
opportunity to support themselves by their 
own exertions. They are given work either 
on the streets for the city or in ordinary

industry for private employers. If they 


refuse to work they become proper subjects 
for police supervision. It is not tolerable 
that in a city like Chicago any man should 
be a “ floater.” If he insists upon being a 
“floater” he should come to grief, The 
vagabondia of Bliss Carman and Richard 
Hovey is well enough, The vagabondia 
of the hobo is not well at all. It ought to 
disappear. The municipal lodging-house 
will help it to disappear. That house can be 
used as a sieve through which the deserving 
will pass into honest labor, but in which 
the undeservi ill be retained for further 
treatment. It has been reported, both by

Chicago cannot support him unless he goes 
to the bridewell and works for his keep. 

This seems harsh doctrine, It is. But 
the conditions to which it is applied de 
mand it. Chicago has been overrun with 
men of leisure who are without the means 
for leisure. Those men are not good for 
the tov’n. What they need now, besides 
the lédging-house, is a combined effort on 
the part of the police and of private citizens 
to make’ it impossible for them to continue 
in their idleness. The system of begging 
on the streets and from back doors and then 
loafing in barrel-houses is bad for every 
one concerned. The money spent on the 
tramp would save many wo persons 
from destitution. Let the public remem- 
ber this. The right treatment for the man 
one does not know is to direct him to the 
lodging-house provided for him by the city 
authorities. He will here be helped to a 
self-respecting ition in society. Giving 
him a piece of pie and a nickel does nothing 
toward that end.

Judge Seaman has thrown out of his court 
the suit begun to establish the validity of 
the ninety-nine-year law. He decides that 
thé matter is not one for the federal courts 
to handle, for tworeasons. The first reason 
is technical. The second is the important 
one. The Judge holds that no federal 
court will asbume jurisdiction in such a 
case as this until the city shall have passed 
an order to forfeit the franchises of the 
street railroad companies. Action to that 
end has been proposed in the Council, but 
says the Judge: “ No judicial interference 
with proposed or pending legislation, State 
or municipal, is tolerated.” 

The street car companies do not show 
any inclination to go into the State courts 
to ascertain their views concerning the 
ninety-nine-year law. It follows that there 
will be no light thrown on the subject by 
any court prior to the expiration of the 
privileges now enjoyed by the traction com- 
panies. If the city shall make a satis- 
factory arrangement with the companies 
for the. extension of their privileges for 
another. term of twenty years there will 
be no oceasion for them to take the ninety- 
nine-year law into the courts, and the ques- 
tion as to its validity will remain unsettled, 
perhaps to come up again twenty years 
later. To prevent this it may be desirable 
for the city to ask the traction companies, 
if terms satisfactory in other respects can 
be made with them, to waive all rights under 
the ninety-nine-year law. 
| Thanks to Judge Seaman’s decision, the 
question of the force and effect of that law 
will not be under consideration in the 
United States courts at a‘ time when the 
' city is negotiating with the traction com- 
panies. The municipality will not be ham- 
-pered in its dealings, as it would have been 
it the federal courts had assumed juris- 
diction at this time. The city authorities 
ghould treat the ninety-nine-year law as 
a negligible quantity, and make no con- 
cessions to the companies because it is 
on the statute books.

METHODIST AMUSEMENTS. 
While the Presbyterians are trying to 


souls to salvation and foreordains others 
to destruction, the Methodists are, still 
engaged in their favorite amusement of 
trying to decide what amusements are law- 
ful. A prominent Chicago Methodist gave 
4 dinner the otheg night at the Union League 
elub, There were present some sixty-five 
prominent members of the Methodist 
churches of Chicago. The Banquo of dan- 
cing and card-playing arose_and took its 
place at table. The result was a general 
discussion. The upshot of the discussion 
was that so far as Chicago is concerned it 
seems likely that at the next General Con- 
ference there will be a determined effort to 
make a change or two in the Discipline. 

It will be remembered that at the last Gen- 
eral Conference a committee recommended 
that the rules condemning “ dancing, play- 
ing of gates of chance, attending theaters, 
horseraces, circuses, dancing parties, or 
patronizing dancing schools” should be re- 
moved from the paragraph on conduct for 
which punishment is appropriate to the 
paragraph on “ special advices.” The plan 
‘was therefore to make the amusement rules 
admonitiOns rather than enactments, pious 
opinions rather than articles of faith.’ It 
became clear, however, that there was 
violent opposition even to a removal of the 
rules from one paragtaph to another. Nor 
can any one deny that there was vena for 
such opposition. There was no Goubt that 
the removal meant that the rules would 
lose most of their force. The conclusion 
reached by the conference was that for the 
time being it was best to take no action. 
Accordingly, the question is deferered till 
1904. The present is a period of truce. 
Despite the truce, however, preparations 
are being made for hostilities, 

The Chicago dinner seems to have been 
a kind of council of war. The persons who 
were present at the dinner were most of 
them inclined to regard dancing and the 
other amusements forbidden by the Dis- 
cipline as matters which should be left to 
the individual conscience. In this they were 
in agreement with the rising opinion of the 
church. If they succeed in accomplishing 
their wishes they will have recovered to the 
Methodist Church the personal liberty of 
which it should never have been deprived.

THE TARKINGTON DOUGHNUT FACTORY. 
Booth Tarkington, the Indiana novelist; 
ds in the courts, all on account of doughnuts. 
Tarkington is the owner ofa lot in Indian- 
apolis which he has recently leased to one 
Dougherty, who has set up thereon a dough- 


material assistance. He has put in two 
ovens for the making of doughnuts, which 
are within a few feet of a neighbor’s house. 
The neighbor promptly complained of them 
as a nuisance, but Tarkington replied that 
Dougherty’s doughnuts were excellent onés; 
that doughnuts are a necessity; and hence 
that doughnuts must be made somewhere. 
Not content with this ethical satisfaction 
and not being able to convince Tarkington 
that doughnut ovens within five feet of 
one’s house are a nuisance, the neighbor has 
brought suit against “ The Gentleman From 
Indiana” and his tenant, Dougherty, for 
$2,000 damages. 

As to the merits of the case or its pos- 
sible issue there will be little curiosity, nor 
is it essential to inquire too nicely into the 
excellence of these particular doughnuts. If 
the case should go against Tarkington he 
can easily pay the damages and get his 
doughnuts elsewhere, and as to the merits 
of his doughnuts they are probably just 
as good and digestible as the ordinary 
doughnuts, which is not saying much. There 


is much more interesting. 

The Tarkington doughnut factory throws 
a flood of light upon the prolific results of 
authorship in Indiana. It is well known 
that there is a subtle but none the less un- 
mistakable connection between certain 
forms of food and literary production which 
grows out of the deep sympathy between 
the stomach and the brain. Boston, for 
instance, was made the literary center by | 
beans, showing that leguminous food is 
the highest stimulus of the intellect. Many 
have been inclined to give codfish the chief 
place, but experience shows that the fish 
ball, instead of developing culture, tends 
to develop conceit, pig-headedness, and 
pharisaism, as is shown in the case of the 
“ aunties ” who live almost exclusively upon 
fish balls and the New salt’ fish 
dinner. “The stimalus for the intellect in 
Portland is ted herring, in Philadelphia 
scrapple, in New Orleans prawlins, in San 
Francisco crayfish, in Milwaukee the. 
wienerwurst and the sthnitzel, in St. Louis 
sauerkraut. Bach locality has its own food 
which is essential to intellectual develop- 
ment. 

It has not been known until now, with 
reference to Indiana, “ upon what meat doth 
this our Ceesar feed that he hath grown so 
great.” Indiana has more authors than any 
other half dozen States. They are numerous 
enough to have banquets and hold congresses 
and conventions. The books which ther 
produce each year, if put together, would | 
reach “ from here to kingdom come.” There 
has been great curiosity to know what has

worker lives better than his European brother; he has a better home, and 
sees less of squalor and want; he has more of the comforts and even the 
elegancies of life; he has a voice im public affairs, and his position as a 
citizen is one of dignity and power.

But the European laborer, through bis union, has gone on the 
theory that his best interests were served, by limiting production, with the 
result that the introduction of the most modern machinery has been pre- 
vented. Apparently the American method has been most favorable to the 
condition of the workman. d

Helena, Mont.,.May 10.—[Special.]—Gold

, make widely boomed riches of Thunder 
Mountain pale into insignificance in com- 
parison. 


. The manner in which the first discovery 
i Was made is peculiar. Mr. E t was work- 
hing in the drift when he noticed a little 
' piece of brownish-looking rock dangling to 
‘the roof of the tunnel as if suspended by a 


Nugget Hangs by Golden Thread. 
Curiosity led him to investigate the rea- 
. pon of its dangling in such a manner and 
when he put his candle up to it he found 
that it was suspended by a thread or wire 
lor gold. He bnoke off the piece of ore and 
‘found that it was literally bound together 
} | with wire gold, signs of silver and tellurium 
also in evidence. ~ 
_ In close proximity to where the rich piece 
of ore was found hanging, two sacks of ore 
‘ were taken out, in all of it. the wire gold, 
tetturtum, and silver being plainly in evi- 
} dence. - Quite a large number of dssays 
| have been made and values all the way 
{ from $1,500 in gold and 1,200 ounces in silver 
to $8,000 in gold have been secured. 
; After the two sacks of rich ore were ex- 
‘tracted the vein pinched and a lean streak 
'came in. The miners then abandoned the 


: tunnel and began tracing the rich float on- 


; the surface, quite a large amount of‘rich 
> ore being picked up. The float is thought 

to have come from a contact vein which ‘lies 
‘between the blue’ lime and the porphyry. 


This ledge is at a considerable distance up 


the hill from the tunnél and a drift is now 
being run to tap this contact at a moderate 


Rich Find Is Expected. ’ 


When the contact is‘encountered it 


thought that the rich ore-will be found again. 
It is generally conceded that the ore first 
‘found in the tunnel is aslide and that, in all 
‘probability, it has been. broken off from the 
vein for which the boys are now drifting. 

The Daniel B. is one of the oldest mines of 
the camp and had been relocated only a few 
months ago by Mr. Erhart. Little work, 
however, had’ done upon it until within 
the last month: It is in close proximity to 
both the Anaconga and the Brownell—mines 
which have been. worked extensively in the 
past—and the fact that»such rich float has 
been walked over time and again by pros- 
pectors creates no little comment among the 
miners of the camp. . 

On more than one rich gold ore 
has been found in yoy camp, although, gener- 
ally speaking, the district is a lead and silver 
producer. 


Mexican Makes Rich Strike. ' 


Tierra Amarilla, Mex., May 10.—[{Special.]} |} 


~—Placido Mirales, a Mexican, has set this 
place wild with excitement by exhibiting 
four great nuggets of pure gold, which he 
claimed to have obtained from the bed ofa 
emall stream twenty miles west of Tierra 
Amarilla. Being pressed for the particulars 
of his fortunate 90 ip Placido told the 
following story: 

He was on his. “way” from Durango to Es- 

ola to visit- his family. _He works in 
Durango, where he has been employed sev- 
eral years, and makes periodical- visits by 
horseback. 

About twenty miles west of this place 
he camped for the night on a small stream 
running out of a little box cafion. The next 
morning, leading his horses down to water, 
he observed a shining object nearly buried 
Digging it out he 
was astonished and delighted to find that it 


1 Was a large nugget of pure gold. He looked 


for more, naturally, following the stream 
up into the little box cafion, which was sur- 
rounded by high walls of rock. The little 
stream gushed out of the cliff at the mend of 
the cafion. 


» Four Lumps of Pure Gold. 

Placido’s search was rewarded by find- 
ing three more large nuggets of the pre- 
cious metal, about the same size as the 
first.. All except one are, apparently solid, 

“Sure gold, each weighing over two ounces. 
In one of the nuggets a small piece of 
white quartz is embedded. 

The lucky*Mexican refused to give any 
directions so that the place could be found 
by others, saying he had staked several 
claims and was going back there as soon 
as he could go to Espanola and return. 
He was reticent about the matter, exhibit- 
ing the nuggets at first only to Manager 
Lewis of Burns’ store, an acquaintance of 
mary years, whom he took to the rear of 
the store and with an air of great mys- 
tery carefully unrolled his handkerchief 
ord turned out the big uuggets. Lewis es- 
Ege the four nuggets worth at least 


Former Finds. Are Recalled. 

The news spread and little knots of men 
were: soon discussing the matter all over 
the town, and old residents told of other 
rich finds made years ago. It has long been 
delieved that large deposits of precious méet- 
gis exist in Rio Arriba County, but this is the

Platido Mirales will be fortunate, indeed, 
af he succeeds in getting to the scene of his 
rich discovery unobserved and’ unfollowed, 
for many eyes are watching his every move~ 
ment, and already there have been mysteri- 
ous flittings of adventurous citizens, and 
figures of men looming. up ghostly in the 
bright moonlight have been observed riding 
silently and swiftly to the west. Their 
bulging saddle pockets and subdued tinkle of 
metal against metal are strongly suggestive 
of hard rations and umpepecting tools.

TUNNEL SYSTEM WILL BE 
EXAMINED BY ENGINEER. 


Council Committee in Charge of Illinois 
“Telephone Ordinance Takes Step for 


* Protection of City’s Subway Interests 


For the protection of the city’s subway 
‘interests the Council committee having 
charge of the Illinois Telephone company’s 
tunnel ordinance has decided to employ an 
engineer for an investigation of the system 
@s it now stands and of the plans which the 
company want to carry out. The object is 


. to discover whether the twenty-seven feet of 


lgpace left above the crown of the telphone 
funnel will be enough for a subway. 

It has been practically decided that the 
company shall not be allowed to extend its 
work close to the river. No street nearer to 
the river than Market street is to the South 
Branch, it has been decided, shall be used 
for the conduit. The purpose in this is to re- 
serve room for subway approaches to the 
river. 

Aldermen Patterson, Foreman, Werno, and 
Whemann have the investigation of the ex- 
tension ordinance in charge. President 
Wheeler insisted at yesterday’s meeting of 
the committee that the terms offered in the 
ordinance as drafted by ex-Alderman Gold- 
zier for the company are sufficient. He also 
objected to the provision of the Foreman 
amendment, which gives the city the right 
to buy the system after ten years. 

The committee decided that compensation 
to the city should start at once instead of 


‘ after ten years, as in the present measure. 


‘This is to be 10 per cent of the gross receipts 
for the firet ten years, 15 per cent for the 
next, and 20 per cent thereafter. 

“Tf the company is allowed to dig its tun- 
nels too near to the river they will embar- 
vase the city in the building of the subways,”’ 
Chairman Patterson said. “We want to 
keep the space open so that the subways 
can begin the descent far enough back from 
the river to allow of an easy grade. There 
‘ie no reason why the company and the city 
should not get together. The ordinance we 
Seport will, we hope, be satisfactory to every- 
body. We do not want to discourage capital 
seeking investment, but we have to be par- 
tHoularly careful that we do not give away 
anything the city should retain”

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HOW THE KAISER WORKS 


WILLIAM OF GERMANY HAS A 
REGULAR SCHEDULE. 


No Business-Man Is More Careful in 
His Attention to Details than Head 
of the Great Teutonic Empire—His 
Immense Correspondence—A Coun- 
terpart of Napoleon in His Capacity 
for Labor—Takes Much Open Air 
Exercise. 


Whether in sovereign or subject, it is work 
that wins the world; and if even the apparent 
spontaneity of art is in general the con- 
cealment of labor, it is certain that no state 
ever yet was greatly governed by unaided 
inspiration. Whatever may be said about 
the German people—and they have the faults 
of their qualities, like every other race—they 
retain to the full the indomitable vitality 
which has always been the secret of their 
strength. With all their differences of class, 
creed, and interest, never more pronounced 
in many ways than today, they bring the 
game methodical enthusiasm to bear upon 
the most various and even the most an- 


.tagonistic purposes, and whatever they find 


to do they do it.with all their might. This 
was what Bismarck meant when he re- 
marked, in one of the vivid sallies of his 
Shakspearean table talk that if Germans 
were only united—the power of the Prussian 
crown, on the contrary, being the one and 
iron bond which clamps them together to 
this day—they could grapple lustily with the 
rest of mankind. Bringing to every pursuit, 
intellectual and practical, the ardor that the 
American burns up in business, the Kaiser’s 
subjects are the most comprehensive nation 
of workers in existence. And among the 
nearly sixty millions of such a people the 
greatest worker of all is the monarch at 
their head. Unless thig stern and strenuous 
fact lying behind all the protean pageant 
of the Kaiser’s external activity is properly 
grasped, the mastering characteristic of this 
electric personality will be missed 


Is Forty-three Years of Age. 


On Jan. 27 the German Emperor attained 
his forty-third birthday. Within a few 
months he will have reigned fourteen years. 
The novelty of his sudden and almost start- 
ling apparition upon the European stage has 
long since passed away. Speculation has 
been followed by appreciation, and while 
the Kaiser, with his inexhaustible versatil- 
ity’ and love of the unexpected, has not 
ceased to astonish, the surprises he ex- 
cites are those of admiration instead of 
alarm. The old Emperor, Bismarck, Moltke, 
and every notable figure among their coad- 
jutors have disappeared. He hae not only 
maintained their work single-handed, he has 
developed their achievements. Under his 
stimulating leadership the prosperity of Ger- 
man trade and commerce, before the present 
depression, had increased with a swifter 
impetus than ever before. He has provided 
with unremitting care for the perfection of 
the military machine as vigilantly as any 
Hohenzollern of them all. But he has be- 
come at the same time the founder of the 
fleet, as distinctly as the Great Elector and 
his immediate successors were the creators 
of the Prussian army. In this respect Kaiser 
Wilhelm’s separate and remarkable place in 
history is: already secure. 

Above all the earlier fears excited for the 
peace of the world by the devouring energy 
of the German Emperor, in the first flam- 
buoyant phase of his reign, have been long 
since dissipated. In one of his cartoons the 
imperial idealist represented himself as a 


Knight, standing mailed and weaponed be- 
fore the portals of the Palace of Peace. Be- 
hind him the light streams as from a dome 
upon some gracious festival in the halls 
within. Before him all the spirits of anarchy 
are rising from the dark welter of the outer pit 
with torches in their hands, but recoil from 
that calm warder. The sincerity of this char- 
acteristic conception has won gradual but 
complete recognition, and the tranquillity of 
Europe is at the least as secure after four- 
teen years of the Kaiser’s reign as it ever 
was at any time before it. Yet the Emperor 
has made a more brilliant stir upon the 
scene of things than any crowned figure had 
done before him consistently with the same 
success in preserving peace. He comes into 
contact with distinguished persons of all na- 
tionalities and acquirements, and he amazes 
them all by his suggestiveness of thought, 
eloquence, and force of expression, and the 
sheer extent of his information. But we need 
not multiply lJllustrations of the Kaiser's 
versatility. Some such summary as we have 
given is almost inevitable when we realize 
that this extraordinary being is only 48 years 
old, and with such a reputation already made 
is in the unabated vigor of his physical and 
mental powers. But the average man, fa- 
miliar with the prodigy of all that the Kaiser 
manages to do, wonders chiefly how he man- 
ages to doit. Genius may exist without the 
infinite capacity for taking pains, but it is the 
indefatigable application added that distin- 
guishes the doer from the dreamer. We shall 
understand the Kaiser better when we fol- 
low him through a ‘specimen day”’ of his 
existence. | 

The Kaiser attacks the morning at the 
outset with cheerful and vigorous alacrity. 
He is often up with the lark, and alWays 
before the postman. He not seidom rises as 
early as 5 o'clock, and is in any case sure 
to be astir before 7. When he has braced 
himself with a cold bath he invariably dons 
uniform, and then goes straight to break- 
fast. 

In the circumstances of the meal is found 
the keynote of the way in which Kaiser 
Wilhelm combines a tranquil and charm- 
ing family life with all the conspicuous en- 
ergy of his public career. It is the pride of 
the German Empress, and, indéed, of her 
husband, that she regards herself in the 
good old Teutonic fashion a8 being the 
first housewife as gel) as the first lady in 
the land. She herself supervises the prepa- 
ration of breakfast, which, to suit the taste 
of the Emperor, who abhors complex and 
insubstantial kickshaws, is a rather plain 
and robust meal, consisting of tea, bread 
and butter, cold meat, and eggs. In this 
as in other things there is quick dispatch, 
and before the Kaiser quits the table the 
younger children come in to bid their father 
a brief and brisk “‘ good morning.” They 
are brought up with a-keen discipHne, but. 
they probably know that the Kaiser carries 
their photographs with him wherever he 
goes, and there is possibly no household tn 
the world whose members are on more lov- 
ing terms. But there is no time in the 
morning for dalilance, and after these 
pleasing little interviews all separate for 
work. 

His Majesty goes straight to his study, 
where he confronts a mass of correspond- 
ence as immense and miscellaneous as 


comes in all probability before any living 


person. The letters are usually several 
hundred in number, and with the assistance 
of his staff Kaiser Wilhelm works his way 
rapidly through. Petitions he puts aside to 
be examined and reported upon by others. 
When there is something familiar about an 
envelope the Emperor cuts it open himself, 


passing on the letter with the necessary. 


comment to his secretaries; occasionally— 
though, of course, the case is rare—reserv- 
ing some favored communication to be an- 
swered with his own hand. To the few 
whom he counts as intimates, whether on 
account of friendships formed in old college 
days or made since, the Kaiser is known 
to have sometimes written letters of ex- 
traordinary frankness, sincerity, and inter-

The Kaiser receives his Ministers, distin- 
guished naval and military officers, and 
other experts of the public service. Great 
persons arrive, the Ambassadors of foreign 
powers present themselves, and various 
able and remarkable men, whether subjects 
of the Emperor or visitors from other coun- 
tries, are seen by invitation. It is typical 
of the mind of Wilhelm II. that no subject 
is too difficult for his strong and intense 
intelligence to cope witn, and nothing is 
too minute to excite the lively suggestive- 
ness of his lighter talents. While he knows 
the German fleet through and. through, for 
instance, and better in all probability than 
/any single person in his service; so that his 
personal decision counts for much in the 
special development of its material and 
personnel, quite another side of the Kal- 
ser’s interest comes out in his dealings with 
the municipality of Berlin.' His speech upon 
art, a few weeks ago, will be remembered, 
and that which appeared on the morning of 
his birthday was also noted with interest. 
Of “art for art’s sake’’ a monarch who 
takes his moral mission so earnestly will 
have nothing. He rejects the pestilent 


the painter, the sculptor, or the architect 
must have, either directly or indirectly, an 
elevating influence. His insistence, there- 
fore, upon the importance of symbolism is 
emphatic. He suggests subjects for pic- 
tures, plays, operas. If he is not satisfied 
with an architect’s design for a palace ora 
gardener’s plan of a parterre, he points out 
where he wants the alteration made and for 
what reason.

An éven 
more typical instance of this amazing at- 
tention to detail occurred still more recent- 
ly, when the Kaiser detected something un- 
suitable in the smaljl carved emblems pro- 
posed to be placed over the piers of a new 
bridge, and ordered quite a different deco- 
rative symbol to be adopted. ‘It, of course, 
goes without saying that all this activity is 
not packed into the morning’s work alone. 
The Emperor goes on receiving reports and 
holding audiences throughout a large part 
of the whole day, and between visits he 
turns over important papers and concen- 
trates his mind for a few fruitful seconds 
upon a topic which has engaged something 
or another in his unlimited interests. 

But the imperative orders of the doctors 
reinforce the Kaiser’s own healthy tastes, 
and insure a sufficient daily allowance of 
the constant physical exercise which keeps 
his complexion brown and maintains his 
vigor. When he hunts or holds a review 
he is, of course, abroad with the sun. 


Drives with the Empress. 


But in the ordinary course of the routine 
we have sketched the Emperor leaves his 
study about 9, and rides or drives or walks, 
usually accompanied by the Empress. The 
latter, indeed, has many glimpses of him 
throughout his busies¢ days, for although he 
detests the idea of the interference of women 
in politics, he knows, like a wise man, the 
value of a wife’s instinct, and likes to con- 
sult it upon many matters other than the 
issues of high policy. Upon returning from 
the airing in the forerfoon the work of the 
Cabinet is resumed and continued up to lunch- 
eon. This meal is taken, in the ordinary 
course, at about, 2 o’cltck in the afternoon, 
when the imperial children frequently join 
their parents, and a special guest sometimes 
appears. But’m the sphere of social! inter- 
course the evening ushers in the brightest 
and by no means the least valuable hours of 
te Kaiser’s day. Guests are always invited 
to the 6 o’clock dinner, where the courses 
are generally few, though the imperial table 
is splendidly set out with beautiful flowers 
and precious plate. This is the rule, wheth- 
er the company be small or large. Supper 
is served at 9, when there are more guests. 
The interval between the two evening meals 
is often spent by the Kaiser with the Em- 
press and their children, and to judge by 
the hilarious shouts which are often heard 
from the apartments where these little re- 
unions are held, they must represent the sim- 
plest and happiest moments which this tre- 
mendous worker allows himself.

All 
these things run through the Kaiser's conver- 
sation, and’no one who has once listened to 
it forgets the experience. oa

Her home 
frequently is thrown open for receptions in 
the name of charity, and she has taken great 
interest in the Maurice Porter Hospital. 
Another favorite philanthropy with Mrs. 
Palmer is the Business Woman's league, es- 
tablished and maintained for working women 
and girls in the down-town district. 

‘The Chicago Home for the Friendiess is 
the pet idea of Mrs, W. H. Mitchell. She is 
one of the directors of the institution and 
has been one of its active supporters for a 
long time. 

Mrs. Harold F. McCormick devotes her- 
self to charity of a somewhat different type. 
She is interested particularly in the Consum- 
ers’ league, whose prime object is to brand 
Sweat shop goods with a stamp showing 
under what conditions they are produced. 

While all of these women have ** pet 
ideas '’ of charitable work they do not foster 
them to the complete exclusion of everything 
else charitable.

Mystery of Tom Paine’s Grave. 
. Bones May Rest in France, England, or America. 


Hickory tree which has grow 
N the suburbs of New Rochelle, N. Y., 
stands a granite obelisk inclosed by a 
stone fence and overshadowed b¥ trees. 
It is a picturesque spot, yet outshining 
the scenery—itself is the historic lore 
with which the neighborhood breathes. This 
tather unpretentious obelisk marks the first 
grave of Thomas Paine, the patriot, and 
euthor of “ The Rights of Man,” “‘ Common 
Sense,” and “The Age of Reason.” The 
ehaft stands on farm land presented to 
Paine by the State of New York in 1785 
fm recognition of his services to the cause 
of freedom during the revolution, yet it 
does not mark the resting place of his per- 
secuted body, for that probably always will 
remain matter of wide historic speculation. 
* The closing years of Thomas Paine’s lifc 
were filled with many trials and much men- 
tal torture. Near New Rochelle the farm- 
house which Paine occupied afiter his re- 
turn from France in 1802 still stands. It 
was here that the stern Huguenots gave 
vent to their religious convictions and treat- 
<a him practically as an outlaw because of 
his book, “The Age of Reason,”’ written 
while he was a prisoner in Luxembourg, 
*‘ where he had been sent for voting against 
the sentence of death at the trial of Louis 
XIV. Patne was then serving as a mem- 
ber of the National Convention for the De- 
partment of Calais and had taken an active 
part in the French revolution. 


| Ostracized for Agnosticism. 

' Jt was upon his return from France that 
the courageous patriot went to live on his 
farm near New Rochelle, yet he enjoyed 
little comfort there. He lived a life of strict- 
est seclusion, for his attacks upon religion 
had greatly narrowed his circle of friends 
and rendered him an object of aversion to 
his neighbors. Under the leadership of the 
clergy residents of the town began a cru- 
gade with a view to driving him from 
mmong them, but he continued to dwell 
at his country Wome until several at- 
tempts to assassinate him compelled him to 
Jéave and take up his residence in New 
York. Several times while sitting in his 
study absorbed in work he was shot at 
through the window, and believing his life 

fo be in danger he left his farm never to 
return. 

His last days were spent at 203 Bleecker 
street, New York, and his brilliant career 
had a melancholy ending. Stffering from a 
complication of disorders’ brought on by hie 
habitual intemperance he dragged out the 
Jast hours of his life propped up in a chair 
by a window poring over the pages of a book 
and drinking at frequent intervals from a 
bottle of brandy that stood on a table at his 
elbow. As death approached the noise of 
the busy street caused him excruciating 
agony, and he was removed to a house in 
Grove street, where he died on June 8, 1809. 


Seeking a Grave for His Bones. 

Then it became a question of where to bury 
-him. He had been born among Quakers in. 
_-Eingland, so permission was asked to bury 
: his body in the cemetery of the Society of 
Friends. This was refused on account of 
his atheistical writings. At last permis- 
sion was obtained to bury the body in the 
graveyard of Trinity Episcopal Church in 
New Rochelle and the vestrymen ordered 
a@ grave to be prepared for its reception. 
The funéral procession started from New 
York and proceeded along the old Boston 
post road. As it passed by several churches 


n out of Paine’s first grave. 
along the road the few mourners were greet- 
ed with demonstrations of intolerance diffi- 
cult to understand at the present time. 

On arriving at New Rochelle the procession 
went to the little cemetery of Trinity Church, 
where the gravediggers were awaiting its 
arrival by the side of the grave they had 
prepared. The coffin was lifted from the 
hearse and lowered into the excavation; 
but as the gravediggers were in the act of 
covering it with earth, the Rev. Mr. Bayard, 
the réctor, came nning to the spot in 
great excitement and ordered them to stop, 

“Who ordered that grave to be dug?” he 
asked. ' 

“The vestrymen of the church,” replied 
the chief gravedigger. 

“For whom?’ demanded the rector. 

* For Thomas Paine, the patriot,”’ answer- 
ed a friend who had accompanied the body 
from New York. 

Mr. Bayard was indignant. 

“What, bury an infidel in hallowed 

und?” hecried. ‘“‘ Asrector of this church 
I forbid it.” 


Buried in Right of Way. 


Then he turned to the gravediggers, and 
commanded them to raise the coffin. Paine’s 
friends now remembered that in his will he 
had reserved for himself twenty square feet 
on his farm as a place of burial; but, unfor- 
tunately, he had omitted to name a location. 
They proceeded to the farm to carry out his: 
last wish, but Nehemiah Purdy, who had ac- 
quired possession, refused to allow them on 
the premises. In this dilemma they were 
obliged to bury Paine’s body in the right of 
way to his farm. 

The present monument is supposed to mark 
the ‘spot where the body was buried, but 
those who raised the shaft made an error 
as to the exact location. About thirty feet 
south of stands a flourishing hickory tree, 
and near it are the stumps of two locust 
posts. Years ago, the father of Henry M. 
Lester, of New Rochelle, placed these posts, 
with two others that have long since rotted 
away, at the four corners of Paine’s grave, 
and subsequently the hickory tree sprouted, 
from the mound. 

Several years after its burial the body was 
taken from its resting place by William Cob- 
bett, the celebrated political writer who at 
the time was an exile from England and who 
had been one of Paine’s most ardemt admir- 
ers. He secured possession of the body at 
night. After a sensational ride he escaped | 
from the authorities, who learned of the grave 
robbery when it wastoolate. Although Cob- 
bett’s motive in exhuming Paine’s body was 
@ generous one the act was regarded with 
horror by most people. He went about the 
act in such a mysterious way that he was 
charged with desecrating a grave. 


May Be in England or France. 

Numerous theories have been advan 
to Mr. Cobbett’s of 
The corpse is supposed to have been taken to 
England, Mr. Corbett intending to demand 
its interment in Westminster Abbey. But 
the people of England refused to receive it, 
and Mr, Cobbett, it is said, to avoid arrest, 
threw it into the Thames. Others say that 
the body was exhibited in a museum, and still 
others that it was taken to the East Indies. 
The most probable story of all, however, is 
that which credits Cobbett with having given 
the body decent burial in a remote English 
churchyard, although some authorities say 
it rests in France. . 
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WO adcenturous Germans, Max Cudell 
and Dr. Lehwess, started from Lon- 
don in a specially constructed auto- 
mobile on April 23, on a trip around 
the world, which has a double purpose. 

The two travelers have undertaken the 
journey not only for the purpose of gratify- 
ing their ambition as sportsmen but also 
with a view of collecting valuable material 
regarding the agricultural and commercial 
conditions and possibilities of the countries 
which they shall traverse during their ride. 

The automobile in which they are traveling 
and which bears the proud name of “ asse- 
partout,” is a gigantic vehicle buildt in Paris 
after designs furnished by Mr. Cudell. It 
has a box-shaped front part, containing a 
twenty-five horse-power benzine motor. The 
motor has four cyclinders of the Daimler 
pattern, which are arranged to act alternate- 
ly. The reservoirs, large enough to hold 
120 gallons of benzine, are stowed away on 
both sides of ‘the vehicle, underneath the 
seats. Mr. Cudell expects that the amount 
of fuel will be sufficient to enable them to 
travel 620 miles without refilling the reser- 
voirs. The large wheels are supplied with 
pneumatic tires, and every detail of the 
running gear is of the best material and 
made with special care, so as to insure the 
safety and comfort of the travelers. 

The coupe or cabin of the automobile, 
which contains the living and sleeping room 
of the yelers, is arranged with remark- 
able ingenuity. The comfortably uphols- 
tered seats, running lengthways along the 
_pides. of the coupe, are so constructed that 


they can easily be transformed into sleeping 
berths at night. 

The route which the travelers have chosen 
leads them from London to Havre, and from 
there, via Paris, Berlin, Warsaw, Moscow, 
Kasan, Djeljobinsk, Omsk, Tomsk, Krasno- 
jarsk, Irkutsk, Kiachta, Urga, and Pekin 
to Tien Tsin. There they will embark and 
continue their trip on board of ship, via 
Kuechow, Shanghai, and Hongkong to Yo- 
kahoma, Hawali, and aSn Francisco. The 
route through the. American continent has 
not yet been definitely settled. 

Particularly the journey through Asia 
which leads through the heart of Siberia, is 
considered by the travelers of great indus- 
trial and commercial importance. The com- 
pletion of the eastern China branch of the 
great Trans-Siberian railroad a short time 
ago has attracted the attention of the entire 
civilized world to the enormous extent and. 
wonderful resources of Siberia. Considering 
the fact that Siberia covers nearly one-ninth 
of the entire dry surface of the earth its 
importance as an economic factor cannos 
be overrated. Notwithstanding its enormous 
extent, its wonderful fertility, and its wealth 
of mineral and vegetable resources Siberia 
has a population of only 8,000,000. It is 
true the immigration to Siberia is increasing 
every year, and has aggregated 2,000,000 
during the last ten years, causing awonderful 

boom of the cities along the route of the 
Trans-Siberian railroad, but the country is 
still undeveloped and offers a valilable mar- 
ket for the products of Western industry and

But while normally he must take 
advantage of the powers of others, he should 
certainly make a point of being able to shift 
for himself whenever the need arises; and 
he can only be sure of possessing this ca- 
pacity by occasionally exercising it. It ought 
to be unnecessary to point out that the wil- 
derness is not a place for those who are de- 
pendent upon Wxuries, and above all for 
those who make a camping trip an excuse 
for debauchery. Neither the man who wants 
to take a French cook and champagne on a 
hunting trip, nor his equally objectionable 
though less wealthy brother who is chiefly 
concerned with filling and emptying a large 
whisky jug, has any place whatever in the 
real life of the wilderness,”’ 


_ Rapid Destruction of Game. 


Mr. Roosevelt laments the rapidity with 
which big game has vanished in this coun- 


try. As early as 1880 large animals were 


disappearing, and within a year one of the 
greatest of living -hunters has stated that 
it is no longer possible to find any American 
wapiti bearing heads comparable with the 
red deer of Hungary. The President sounds 
the note of warning on his hunter's horn, 
and it is to be hoped that it will not only be 
heard but be acted upon. 

** While it is necessary to give this word 
of warning to those who, in praising time 
past, always forget the opportunities of the 


present, it s a thousand-fold more necessary ~ 


to remember that these opportunities are, 
nevertheless, vanishing; and if we are a sen- 


sible people we will make it our business to 


see that the process of extinction is arrested. 
At the present moment the great herds of 
caribou are being butchered as in the past 
the great herds of bison and wapiti have 
been butchered. Every believer in manli-' 
ness, and therefore in manly sport, and 
every lover of nature, every man who appro- 
ciates the majesty and beauty of the wilder- 
ness and of wild life, should strike hands 
with the far-sighted men who wish to pre- 
serve our material resources, in the effort to 
keep our forests and our game beasts, game 
birds, and game fish—indeed, all the living 
creatures of prairie, and woodland, and sea- 
shore—from wanton destruction. 

“ Above all, we should realize that the ef- 
fort toward this end is essentially a demo- 
cratic movement. It is entirely in our power 
as a nation to preserve large tracts of wilder- 
ness, which are valueless for agricultural 
purposes, as playgrounds for rich and poor 
alike, and to preserve the game so that it 
shall continue to exist for the benefit of all 
lovers of nature, and to give reasonable op- 
portunities for the exercise of the skill of 
the hunter, whether he is or is not a man of 
means. But this end can only be achieved 
by wise laws and by a resolute enforcement 
of the laws.

Al- 
ready there have sprung up here and there 
through the country, as in New Hampshire 
and the Adirondacks, large private pre- 
serves. These preserves often serve a most 
useful purpose, and should be encouraged 
within reasonable limits; but it would be a 
great misfortune if they increased beyond a 
certain extent, or if they took the place of 
great tracts of wild land, which continue as 
such, either because of their very nature or 
because of the protection of the State ex- 
erted in the form of making them State or 
national parks or preserves. 


Mustn’t Be Rich Man’s Sport. 

“It is utterly foolish to regard proper 
game laws as undemocratic, unrepublican. 
On the contrary, they are essentially in the 
interests of the people as @ whole, because, 
it is only through their enactment and 'en- 
forcement that the people as a whole can 
preserve the game and can prevent its be- 
coming purely the property of the rich, who 
are able to create and maintain private pre- 
serves. The very wealthy man can get 
hunting anyhow, but the man of small means 
is dependent solely upon wise and well- 
executed game laws for his enjoyment of 
the sturdy pleasure of the chase. In Maine, 
in. Vermont, in the Adirondacks, even in 
parts of Massachusetts and on Long Island, 
too, people have waked up to this fact, par- 
ticularly so far as the common whitetail deer 
is concerned, and in Maine as regards the 
moose and caribou. The effect is shown in 
the increase in all these animals. Such 
game protection results, in the first place, 
in securing to the people who live in the 

neighborhood permanent opportunities for 
hunting; and, in the next place, it provides 
no small source of wealth to the locality be- 
cause of the visitors which it attracts. A 
deer wild in the woods is worth to the peopie 
of the neighborhood many times the value 
of its carcass, because of the way it at- 
tracts sportsmen, who give employment and 
leave money behind them. 

“True sportsmen, worthy of the name, 
men who shoot only in season and in modera- 
tion, do no harm whatever to game. The 
most objectionable of all game destroyers js, 
of course, the kind of game butcher who simp- 
ly kills for the sake of the record of slaughter, 
who leaves deer, and ducks,and prairie chick- 
en to rotafter he has slain them. Such a man 
ie wholly obnoxious; and, indeed, so is any 
man who shoots for the purpose of estab- 
lishing a record of the amount of game killed. 
To my mind this is one unfortunate feature 
of what is otherwise the admirably sports- 
manlike English spirit in these matters. The 
custom of shooting great bags of deer, 
grouse, partridges, and pheasants; the keen 
rivalry in making such bags, and their pub- 
lication in sporting journals, are symptoms 
of a spirit which is most unhealthy from om 
every standpoint. It is to be earnestly hoped, 


that every American hunting or fishing club \ 


will strive to inculcate among its own mem- 


bers. and in the minds of the genera! public, mot to dismount save at of the 


Market Hunter Shortsighted. 


“But, all, this kind. of perverted 
sportsman, unworthy though -he is, is not 
the chief factor in the destruction of our 
game. The professional skin or market 
hunter is the real offender. Yet he is of all 
others the man who would ultimately be 


most benefited by the preservation of the 


game. The frontier settler, ina thoroughly 
wild country, is certain to kill game for his 
own use. As long as he does no more than 
this it is hard to blame him, although if hets 
awake to his own interests he will soon real- 
ize that to him, too, the live deer is worth far 


more than the dead deer, because of the way. 


in which it brings money into the wilderness. 
The professional hunter, who kills game for 
the hide or for the meat, or to sell antlers 
and other trophies, and the rich people who 
are content to buy what they have not the 
skill to get by their own exertions—these are 
the men who are the real enemies of game. 
Where there is no law which checks the mar- 
ket hunters the inevitable result of their 
butchery is that the game is completely de- 
stroyed, and with it their own means of livell- 
hood. If, on the other hand, they were will- 
ing to preserve it, they could make much 


more money by acting as guides. In north-: 


western Colorado, at the present moment, 
there are still blacktail deer in abundance, 
and some. hundreds of elk are left. Colo- 
rado has fairly good game laws, but they 
are indifferently enforced. The country in 
which the game is found can probably never 
support any but a sparse population, and a 
large portion of the summer range is prac- 
tically useless for settlement. If the people 
of Colorado generally, and above all the peo- 

le of the counties in which the game is 


located, would resolutelf codperate with 


those of their own number who are already 
alive to the importance of preserving the 
game, it could, without difficulty, be kept 
always as abundant as it now is, and this 
beautiful. region would be .a permanent 
health resort and playground for the people 
of a large part of the union.” 
| 
Roosevelt’s Own Adventures, 
Mr, Roosevelt's accounts of his hunting 
adventures are not only interésting but in- 


spiring: . 
“ To: my mind there is a peculiar fascina- 


tion in hunting the mule-deer. By the time. 


the hunting season has arrived the buck is 
no longer the slinking beast of the thicket, 
but a bold and yet wary dweller in the up- 
lands. Frequently he can be found clear of 
all cover, often at midday, and his habits 


at this season are; from the.hunter’sstand- 


point, rather more like those of the wapiti 


chau etail; but each band, though ther in Rorse- 


continually shifting its exact position, stays 


permanently in the same tract of country,’ 


whereas wapiti are more apt to wander. 
“In the.old days, when mule-deer were 
plentiful in country through which a horse 
could go at a fair rate of speed, it was com- 
mon for the hunter to go on horseback and 


-

shot. _In the early .’80s,. while on my ranch 
on the Little Missouri, this-was the way in 
which I usually hunted. When I first estab- 
lished my ranch I have often gone out in the 
fall, after the day’s work was over, and 
killed a deer before dark. If it was in Sep- 
tember, I would sometimes start after sup- 
per. Later in the y I would take supper 
when I got back. Under such circumstances 
my mode of procedure was perfectly simple. 
Deer were plentiful. Every big tangle of 
hills, every set of grassy coulles winding 
down to a big creek bottom, was sure to con- 
tain them. The time being short, with at 
most only an hour or two of light, I made 
no effort! to find the tracks of a deer or to 
spy one afar off. I simply rode through the 
likely places, across the heads of.the ravines 
or down the winding valleys, until I jumped 
a deer’ close enough up to’give me a shot. 
The unshod hoofs of the horse made but 
little noise as he shuffled along at the regular 
cow-pony fox trot, and I kept him close into 
the bank or behind cover, so’as' to come 
around each successive point without warn- 
ing. If the ground -was-broken and rugged, 
I made no attempt to. go fast. If, on the 
other hand, I struck a smooth ravine with 
‘gentle curves, I would often put the pony to 
a sharp canter or gallop, so as to come 
quickly on any deer before it’ could quite 
‘make up its mind what course was best to 
follow. 
‘“ Sooner or later, as I passed a thick clump 
of young ash or buck brush, or came abrupt- 
ly around a sharp bend, there would be a 


snort, and then the thud, thud, thud of four | 


hoofs striking the ground exactly in unison, 
and away would go a mule-deer with the 
peculiar bounding motion of its kind. The 
pony, well accustomed to the work, stopped 
short, and I was off its back in an instant. If 
the deer had not made out exactly what I 
was, it: would often show by its gait that it 
was not yet prepared to run straight out of 
sight. Under such circumstances I would 
wait until it stopped and turned round to 
look back. If it was going fast I took the 
shot’ running. Once I thus put up a young 
buck from some thick brush in the bottom of 
a winding washout... I leaped off the pony, 
gtariding within ten yards of the washout. 
The buck went up a hill on my left, and as 
he reached the top and’ paused for a second 
on the sky line I fired. At the shot there 
was a great scrambling and crashing in the 
washout below me, and another and ‘larger 
buck came out and tore off in frantic haste. 
I fired several shots at him, finally bringing 
him down. Meanwhile the other buck had 
disappeared, but there was blood on his trail, 
I found: him lying down'in ‘the next 
coulfe, and finished him. ' This was not much 
over @ mile from the ranch-house, and after 
dressing the deer I put one behind the saddle 
and one on it, and led the pony home. . 
“ Such hunting, though great fun, does not 
imply any particular skill either in horse- 


knowledge of the animal’s habits; and it can 
. of course be followed only where thegume 
~ 4g plentiful. Ordinarily the mule-deer must be 
killed by long. tramping. among the hills, 
skillful stalking, and good shooting.” 

Mr. Roosevelt discourages fire-hunting for 
deer. He was guilty of it once when a boy, 


but the experience was never repeated. As 
‘the story of a famous hunter's first deer his 
story of this experience is worth telling. 

“Two or three of us, all boys of 15 or 16, 
had been enjoying what was practically our 
first experience in camping out, having gone 
out with two guides, Hank Martin and Mose 

Sawyer, from Paul Smith’s on Lake 8t. 
Regis. My brother and cousin were fond 
of fishing and I was not, so I was deputed to 
try to bring in a deer. I had a double- 
barreled 12-bore. gun, French pin-fire, with 
which I had industriously collected ‘“‘ spec- 
imens.’’.on a trip to Egypt and around Oyster 
Bay, Long Island; except for three or four 
enthralling, but not oversuccessful, days 
after woodcock and quail, around the latter 
place, IT-had done no.game shooting. As to 
every healthy boy with a taste for outdoor 
life, the northern forests were to me a veri- 
table land of enchantment. We were en- 
camped by a stream among the tall pines, 
and I had enjoyed’ everything; poling and 
paddling the boat, tramping through the 
woods, the cries of chickaree, and chipmunk, 
of jay, woodpecker, chickadee, nuthatch, 
and cross-bill, which broke the. forest still- 
ness; amd, above all, the great reaches of 
somber woodland themselves. ‘The heart- 
shaped footprints which showed where the 
deer had come down to drink and feed on the 
marshy edges of the water made my veins 
thrill; and the nights around the flickering’ 
campfire seemed filled with romance. 

“My first experiment in jacking was a 
failure. The jack, a bark lantern, was placed 
upon a stick in the bow of the boat, and 
I sat in a cramped huddle behind it, while 
Mose Sawyer plied the paddle with noiseless 
strength and skill in the stern. I proved un- 
able to respond even to the small demand 
made upon me, for when we actually did 
come upon a deer I failed to see it until it 
fan, when I missed it; and on the way back 
capped my misfortune by shooting at a large 
owl which perched on a log projecting into 
the water, looking at the lantern with two 
glaring eyes. 


Hunting in the Darkness. 


“ All next day I‘was miserably conscious 
of the smothered disfavor of my associates, 


and when night fell was told [| would have 


another chance to redeem myself. This time 
we started across a.carry, the guide carry- 
ing the light boat, and launched it in a quiet 
little pond about a mile off. Dusk was just 
turning into darkness when we reached the 
edge of the little lake, which was perhaps

At last, while crossing the 
mouth of a bay, we heard a eplashing sound 
among the Liles inshore, which even my un- 
trained ears recognized as different from any 
of the other noises we had yet heard, and a 
jarring motion of the paddle showed tiat 
the paddler wished me to be on the alert. 
Without any warning the course of the boat 
was suddenly changed, and I wasaware that 
we were moving stern foremost. Then-we 
ewung around, and I could soon make out 
that we were going down thelittlebay. The 
forest covered banks narrowed; then the 
marsh at the end was lighted up, and on its 
hither edge, knee-deep among the water

It was my first deer, and I waB glad to get if;

The paddler in such a case de- 
serves considerable credit, but the shooter

@manhy cases such shooting results in the 
killing of nursing does. Ne matter how 
young a sportsman is, if he has a healthy 
mind, he will not long take pleasure in any 
method of hunting in which somebody else 
shows the skill and does the work, so that 
his share is only nominal. The mmute that 
sport is carried on on these terms it becomes 
a sham, and a sham is always detrimental 
to all who part in it.”’ 


Hunt Health, not Game. 


” Mr. Roosevelt. reminds us that the preser- 
vation of game is by no means merely the 
affair of the sportgman. ‘“‘ Most of us,” he 
gays, “as we grow older grow to care rela- 
tively less for the sport itself than for the 
eplendid freedom and abounding health of 
outdoor life in the woods and on the plains, 
and among the great mountains, and to the 
true nature lover it is melancholy to see the 
wilderness stripped of the wild creatures 
which gave it no small part of its peculiar 
charm.” 

Mr. Roosevelt cannot speak too positively 
of the advantages of big game hunting and 
out-of-door life in the formation of character: 

*“ There are many sides to the charm of big 
game hunting, nor should it be regarded as 
being without ‘its solid advantages from the 
standpoint of national character. Alwaysin 
our modern life, the life of a highly complex 
indystrialism, there is a tendency to soften- 
ing of the fiber. This ig true of our enjoy- 
ments, and it is no less true of many of 
our .business occupations. It is not true of 
euch work as railroading, a purely modern 
development, nor yet of work like that of 
those who man the fishing fleets, but it is 
preéminently true of al occupations which 
cause men to lead sedentary lives in great 
cities. For these men it is especially neces- 
eary to provide hard and rough play. Of 
course, if such play is made a serious busi- 
ness the result is bad, but this does not in 
the least affect the fact that within proper 
limits the play itself is good. Vigorous 
athletic sports carried on in a sane spirit 
are healthy. The hardy out ef door sports 
of the wilderness are even healthier. It is 
@ mere truism to say that the qualities de- 
veloped by the hunter are the qualities need- 
ed by the soldier, and a curious feature of 
the changed conditions of modern warfare 
is that they call to a much greater extent 
than during the two or three centuries im- 
mediately past for the qualities of in- 
dividual initiative, ability to live and work 
in the open, and personal skill in the man- 
agement of horse and weapons, which are 
fostered by a hunter’s life. 


Life Valuable as Training. 


“No training in the barracks or on the 
parade ground is as good as the training 
given by a hard hunting trip in which a 
man really does the work for himself, learns 
to face emergencies, to study country, to per- 
form feats of hardihood, to face exposure, 
and undergo severe labor. It is an excellent 
thing for any man to be @ good horseman 
and a good marksman, to be able to live in 
the open and to feel a self-reliant readiness 


in any crisis. Big game hunting tende to , 


produce or develop exactly these physical 
and ‘moral traits. To say that it may be 
pursued in a manner or to an extent which 
és demoralizing is but to say what can like- 
wise be said of all other pastimes and of al- 
most all kinds of serious business. That it 
can be abused either in the way in which it 
is done or the extent to which it ts carried 
does not alter the fact that it is in itself a 
gane and healthy recreation.”’ .

Delights of “Roughing it.” 

“ All life in the wilderness is so pleasant 
the temptation is to consider each particular 
variety, while one is enjoying it, as better 
than any other. A trip through the 
great forests, a trip with a pack train among 
the mountains, a trip on snowshoes through 
the silent, mysterious fairyland of the woods 
in winter—each has Mts peculiar charm. To 
some men the sunny monotony of the great 
plains is wearisome, Personally, there are 
few things I have erijoyed more than jour- 
neying over them where the game was at all 
plentiful. Sometimes I have gone off for 
three or four days alone on horseback, with 
a slicker or ollskin coat behind the saddle, 
and some salt and hijrdtack as my sole pro- 
visions. But for comfort of a trip of any 
desirable to have: a 
wagon. My regular ogtfit consisted of a wag- 
on and team, driven by one man who cooked, 
together with another man and four riding 
ponies, two of which we rode, while the other 
two were either driven loose or led behind 
the wagon. While i¢ is eminently desirable 
that a hunter should be able to rough it, an@ 
should be entirely willing to put up with the 
bare minimum of necessities and to undergo 
great fatigue and hardship, it is yet not at 
all necessary that he should refrain from 
comfort of a wholesome sort when it is ob- 
Aainable. By taking the wagon we could 
carry a tent to put up if there was foul 
weather. I had a change of clothes to put 
on if I was wet, two or three books to read— 
and nothing adds more to the enjoyment of 
a hunting trip—as well as plenty of food; 
while having two men made me entirely 
foot-loose as regards camp, so that I could 
hunt whenever I pleased; and if I came in 
tired I simply rested instead of spending 
two or three hours in pitching camp, cook- 
ing, tethering horses, and doing the innumer~ 
able other little things which in the aggre- 
gate amount to so much. 

“On such atrip, when we got Into unknown 
ccuntry, it was, of course, necessary to stay 
near the wagon, espe@ally if we had to hunt 
for water.. But if we knew the country at 
all we would decide in the morning about 
where the camp was to be made in the after- 
noon, and then I would lope off on my own 
account, while the wagon lumbered slowly 
across the rough prairie sward straight to- 
ward~-its destination. Sometimes I took the 
spare man with me, and sometimes not. It 
was convenient to have him, for there are 
continually small emergencies in which it 
is well to be with a companion. For in- 
stance, if one jumps off for a sudden shot, 
there is always a slight possibility that any 
but a thoroughly? trained horse will gét 
frightened and gallop away. On someofmy 
horses I could absolutely depend, but thére 
were others, and good ones, too; which 
would, on rare occasions, fall me; and few - 
things are more disheartening than a long 
stern chase after one’s steed under such cir- 
cumstances, with the unpleasant possibility 
of seeing him leave the country entirely and 
strike out for ghe ranch, fifty or sixty miles 
distant. If there is a companion with one 
all danger of this is over. Moreover, In gal- 
loping at full apeed after the game, it is im- 
possible now apd then to avoid a tumble, as 
the fhosse may put his leg into a prairie dog 
holé or badger burrow, and on such acca- 
sions a companion may come in handily. On: 
the other hand, there Is so great a charm in 
absolute solituge in the wild, lonely freedom 
of the great pfiains that often I would make 
some excuse ay fi go off entirely by myself. 

** Such rides ad a fascination of their own. 
Hour after hoyr the wiry pony shuffled on- 
ward across the sea of short, matted grass. 
On every side the plains stretched seemingly 
limitless. Sometimes there would be no ob- 
ject to break the horizon; sometimes across 
a score of miles there would loom, through 
the clear air, the fantastic outlines of a 
chain of buttes, rising grim and barren. Ooc- 
casionally there might be a slightly marked 
watercourse, every drop of moisture long 
dried; and usually there would not be as 
much as the smallest sage brush anywhere 
in sight. As the sun rose higher and higher 
the shadows of horse and rider shortened, 
and the beams were reflected from the short, 
bleached blades until in the hot air the land- 
scape afar off seemed to dance and waver, 
Often on such trips days went by without 
our coming across another human being, and 
the loneliness and vastness of the country 
seemed as unbroken as if the old vanished 
days had returned—the daye of tho wild wil- 
derness wanderers and the teeming myriads — 
of game they followed, and the scarcely 
wilder savages against whom they warred.” 

I have found President Roosevelt's book 
so fascinating, so exhilarating, that I have 
felt tempted, while reading it, to give up my 
proposed trip to the effete monarchy beyond 
the seas and spend my summer on the back 
of a mustang, with rifie over my shoulder,

IN GREAT DEMAND.

Employment Bureaus Unable to 
Fill All Applications from’ 
Employers. 


NSKILLED Jabgrers are in greater de- 
mand in Chicago than workmen with 
a trade or specialty. This does not 
mean that the so-called common 
laborer is gtven precedence over 
skillful mechanic or trained workman when 
these qualifications are taken into considera~ 
tion by employers looking for help. It does 
mean, however, that of two men out of work, 
one skilled and the other unskilled, and 
looking for positions, the common laborer 
is practically certain to “ land ” first. 

It is a physical impossibility to secure a 
-pufficient number of ordinary laborers to sup- 
ply. the demand for them existing in Chicago 
at the present time. Tradesmen and special- 
4sts are scarce, too, for thaténatter, but the 
@carcity in these lines is not to be compared 
‘to that existing in the field of common | 
labor. 

At the South Side office of the Illincis Free 

ployment bureau 350 applications for 

laboring men were received in one 

and although Superintendent George 

Geary went over every name on his lists 

of applicants and scoured the city for men, he 

Was able, after hard and persistent work, to 

eupply only about 200. Every railroad com- 

pany in_the city has a standing order with 

the bureau for laborers, yet a comparatively 
emali number can be secured. 

Letters come into the office of the em- 

nt bureau every day from Chicago and 
~the territory surrounding the city asking 
Wor laborérs. Almost without exception good 
Wages are offered with other alluring induce- 
Snents, but scores of offers go a-begging. 
he demand for carpenters, molders, brick- 
layers, and machinists also exceeds the avail- 
@bie supply, yet the stringency in this direc- 
tion is not so great. 

“ There is absolutely no need of any able- 
bodied man going without work in Chicago,”’ 
paid Superintendent Geary. ‘ Especially is 
this true of common laborers. We could find 
places for 100 or more of them every week 
than we are able to lay our hands on. In 
some instances a trade or specialty is an 
actual hindrance to men looking for work. 
,They hold out hoping and expecting that 
‘gomething will turn up in their respective 
Mnes while unskilled workmen step in ahead 
of them and get places at good living wages. 

peculiar thing about'the condition of affairs 

that the demand for common laborers 
@eems to increase every day. Every railroad 
‘Company in the ctiy has placed a standing 
order with us for men, yet we can’t begin to 
Gnd enough to come up tothe requirements.”’ 

Next to common laborers the greatest help 
Shortage is to be found among domestics. 
Bivery week between 150 and 200 valid appli- 
eations for servant girls are received at the 
South Side office; ard if fifty giris can be’ 
found who are willing to take up housework 
the management considers that it has been 
exceedingly fortunate. 

“We have plenty of girls on our waiting 
lists,” said Mr. Geary, “ but only a small 
mumber of them are qualified or desire to 
become domestics. We have little trouble in 
getting girls to work as chambermaids in 
hoteis, but a majority of them object to 
entering a private family in the capacity of 

About 400 men and women apply at the 
South Side office of the bureau every day for 
work. Of this number only fifty or sixty 
are women and girls. “The average number 


of positions for those who apply is 
about 450 a week.

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ENETRATING the earth with rays of 
light so powerful that they will reveal 
to human eyes the results of centuries 
upon centuries of formation and trans- 
formation, seems as an idea to surpass 


even the possibilities of the wildest kind of 
scientific speculation. Yet if the scheme 


fostered by a young man living in Carthage, 
Mo., is promulgated to the extreme which 
he considers practicable, the idea of looking 
beneath the surface of the earth and survey- 


ing its secrets with the human eye may 
prove an entirely feasible one. 


The name of the young man who ts elab- 
orating upon this unique scientific theory is 
William McMahon. He has been studying 
and experimenting on the project for several 
years, and after considering the question 
from every standpoint is firm in the belief 
that before the present generation passes 
away it will be possible to place an X-rey 
machine on the earth, and by its aid pene- 
trate to unfathomable depths with as much 
ease as the interior workings of the human 
body are revealed at this time.

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PODS ANP 
WINGED SEED OF 
CATALPA. 


HERE are winged seed in profusion, 
but among the best known is the com- 
mon little dandelion of the yards and 
lawns. Every child learns what won- 
derful wings these seed have, for he 
uses them “to tell the time.’”’ Who has not 
plucked one of the tiny white spheres and, 
after asking the time of day, blown it three 
times and then counted off the hour by the 
seed remaining on the fat, white cushion? 
These little seed are allowed to fly away 
to make a place for 
as they are ripe, as is the case with most 
seed. But there are other winged seed which 
the parent plant cares for and holds until 
it is time for e 
winter the boys find what they call ‘* cigars 
hanging on the catalpa trees. They , are 
long, slender pods, which remain in clusters 
during the whole winter. Unlike peas and 


shut during the wet and cold weather. 


Although a few pods open, 
majority are impervious 
til it is the proper time for the seed to 
shift for themselves. If any one will ex- 
amine these soft, flat seed with their thin 
frill or wing about the sides and out some 
distance from each end, he will understand 
that such a seed could not withstand much 
bad weather.

Gradually they get ready 
for their spring ride, and the ball goes to 
pieces and each seed sails away under its 
individual parachute, leaving only a little 
hard ball which forms the center of each 
cluster of seed. The photograph .shows ea 
solid ball and one which has begun to break 
down in the spring time. The picture also 
shows some of the seed as they appear when 
ready for their final journey with their flying 
apparatus spread. 

The title, winged seed, is used because al- 
most every one speaks of these seed as 
“ flying ’’ or winged seed, when, as a matter 
of fact, they are not winged nor flying seed 
in any sense of the word. They would more 
properly be called “ sailing”’ seed, or seed 
with parachutes. 

Those who watch carefully may see many 
wonderful things about them in ovr work- 
aday world. Trees and plants bloom; then 
grow small plantlets on the end of the stems 
where the flower has fallen. But before they 
liberate them for their fight for life they 
pack food about them for their growth be- 
fore they are able to care for themselves. 
Then some trees, like those mentioned, keep 
the seed out-of danger until it is the proper 
time for them to be sown, and then they are 
dropped. But their parents are even more 
careful of thelr safety, so they give them 
the means of being blown far away from

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VERYBODY in the vicinity of Marble 
Falis, Tex., and all strangers who 
visit the town, eagerly seek to make 
the acquaintance of Glory O’Shane,

Ym rescuing an aged and helpless old woman 
from death in raging flames when a dry 
cedar brake was burning. The fire broke 
out suddenly about 2 o'clock in the great 
cedar forest which covers the mountains of 
the Colorado a short distance north of the 
Hitie Town of Marble Falls.

The 
wind was blowing a gale at the time, and all 
familiar with the destructive power of forest 
fires were greatly alarmed. Cedatgroves are 
thick in that region, and the country ts only 
traversed by narrow trails and a tangle of

one side of the forest. On the roadside a 

rapidly spreading fire, fanned by the wind, 
might reach the dwellings of the farmers, 


but the fields offered a refuge for the people, 


and their stock. 


Women Alone When Fire Broke Out. 


When the alarm was given and it became 
evident that the fire was beyond all control 
those whose lives were in danger thought of 
the public road and the adjacent open 
ground.

other year. This does not seem like such 
@ surprisingly large number, but when the 
fact that all of the work must be done in less 
than a month is considered it becomes evi- 
t that the telephone man is a pretty 

y fellow along about May 1. 

To change this number of telephones and 
eircumvent the scores of troublesome inci- 
Gents that are bound to crop out in such a 
general shift of location, is a problem that 
requires not a little cool calculation and un- 
tiring observation. In the first place the 
service of a patron of the company cannot 
Be cut out until the “‘ mover” is established 
im new quarters.

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PINGPONG RACQUETS 
FOR UNRULY WIVES. 


President of Humane Society De- 
clares That Wife-Beating Is 
Not Always a Horror. 


IFE-BEATING was by no means 
the chief of cruelties in the mind of 
John G. Shortall, President of the 
Illinois Humane society, when he 
voiced for that organization the 
jdea of flogging as a preventive of certain 
ruelties. 
oe In certain cases and under certain condi- 
tions wife-beating may be a horror,” said 
Mr. Shortall, “‘ but as a matter of fact it iq 
anything but that in most cases. Juries 
have recognized, always, that there may be 
extenuating circumstances in a case of wife- 
beating. It is never a pretty exhibition, but 
in a good many cases it has occurred to me 
that when the present pingpong craze is over 
the racquets might well be preserved for just 
such emergencies.”’ 
And at the idea of the parchment covered 
“ paddles”’ being used for such a purpose 
the President of the Illinois Humane society, 
incorporated for the purpose of preventing 
cruelties to man and beast, laughed a mel- 
low, hearty laugh that put a good many 
tases of wife-thrashing into a catalogue of 
semi-virtues. 


Cruelty to Animals Comes First. 


‘In the eyes of the society generally cruel- 
ties of man kinds perpetrated against 
adult individuals are secondary to those cru- 
elties practiced upon the lower animals. A 
man in a passion, gouging out the 
eye cf a horse or starving a dog to death, 
or setting a rat on fire after its body had 
heen soaked in kerosene, becomes a subject 
for inquisition far more readily than if he 
simply had given his wife a little “ dress- 
ing Gown” in a way that has not maimed 
her. There is a reason for this, too, based 
on the fact that most women who come to 
the society complaining of the treatment 
of their husbands are almost certain to take 
it all back .before the society can get ac- 
tion against the husbands in the courts. 

“ The trouble is that a woman who makes 
complaint is nearly always in a fighting 
mood when she comes to us,”’ sald Secretary 
Forbes, “‘and she believes she is willing 
to eat him up when ehe gets in here. At 
one time we were willing to go to a magis- 
trate and swear out the warrant in the 
name of the society. But we found that 
in nearly every case the wife got around 
to the point where she was willing to go 
out in search of bail for her husband, and 
that when the case came to trial she would 
not appear. Now, if a woman should come 
in here with her eyes blacked and her nose 
out of joint in more senees than one, I would 
not go near a magistrate for her under any 
circumstances: 

“ With such women as these we listen to 
‘the complaint and tell the woman to go to 

the nearest justice and swear out her own 
warrant. Then we say to her that when 


the case comes to trial we will have a rep- 


resentative there if she will only notify us 
of the hour and the day. In nearly all such 
cases this is the last we ever hear of the 
complaint. The woman simply goes back 
to her husband and makes it all up with 
him as if nothing had happened.”’ 


Few Horrifying Examples of Cruelty. 


‘Considering the opportunities for cruelty 
that exist in a great city the examples that 
come to the attention of the Humane society 
are not of the most horrifying type. . Occa- 
sionally some unspeakable crime is com- 
mitted and is uncovered by the society; in 
the main, however, the complaints that are 
filed would not be material for a sensational 
novel of the newest type. In fact, few wife- 


- beaters are capable of administering a whip- 


ping in a way to impress the case upon the 
memory of the society’s officers. One of 
the most striking cases of the year occurred 


~ @bout six months ago, when a laborer on 


the West Side was complained of by a boy 
about 18 years old. 

The boy’s story was that his mother, for- 
merly a widow, had been whipped in brutal 
fashion by her second husband, to whom she 
had been married a short time before. The 
boy said that he was abié to support his 
mother, and that if the society would bring 
about a separation he would be glad to make 
her comfortable. 

“We went to see the woman,” said Secre- 
tary Forbes, “and as a matter of fact she 
had been beaten to a jelly, literally. Her 
eyes were nearly closed and her face was 
cut and bruised almost beyond recognition. 
The surroundings were awful, and we told 
the woman to swear out the warrant. She 
was not only a Pole, ignorant of the lan- 
guage, but, in common with other women, 
she was indisposed to send her husband to 
the police station. We told the boy to let 
us know the next time his mother was 
whipped and that we would take the initia- 
tive. 

**He came back soon afterward, telling 
us of more brutal treatment, and we had 
@ patro!] wagon go for the whole lot of them. 
The wife's face was a good copy of what it 
was the first time we saw her, and as no 
one could speak the language somebody had 
to be sent out to find an interpreter. This 
left the and the husband alone for a 
few moments, and when the officer came 
back with the interpreter the man and wom- 
an had disappeared. 

**We heard nothing more from them until 
a few weeks ago, when an agent for the Re- 
Hef and Aid society came here to tell of the 
cruel treatment of this same woman. You 
may imagine that the Relief and Aid society 
is not worrying about the case at the present 
time.”’ 


Father Throws Hot Rice in Child’s Face. 


A case attracting attention within the 
year was that of a father who in a fit of 
anger at his wife threw a-bow! of boiling 
rice into the face of his infant child. To 
g@ome extent it was an accident, as the wife 
was the cause of the provocation, causing 
him to throw the rice at her; but in spite 
of this the child was frightfully burned. 

, “We haled that fellow into court,” said 
Secretary Forbes, ‘‘and we would have 

got him a good long sentence for the act, 
only that the wife put in her little plea to 
the jury, with the result that he was fined 
only, to the extent of $25.’’ 

According to a schedule that may be made 
up from some of the reported cases of last 
year, the Humane society, with the justice 
courts, has established cruelties in about 
this‘relative position:

Cruel Treatment of Young Child, 


This last named case was one of the most 
marked of the year. The child was a girl, 8 
yeats Old, whose mother had died when the 
little one was 8 years old. Her father had 
put the child out to board, and when com- 
plaint came to the society it was found that 
the girl's body was a mass of livid welte made 
by the heavy, improvised whip. 

Within a few days the report of the society 
for the last fiscal year will be made. It will 
show that within the year 137 cases of crueity 
to animals were prosecuted in Chicago, with

even with boards through which wire nails 
were driven.

Greatest Printing Office. 


Nearly 4,000 Employes; Pay Roll - $3,000,000. 


Box 


HE new government printing office is 

approaching completion, and will be 

a gigantic affair. It will cost $2,000,000 

and will provide a total floor space of 

over fourteen acres—more than two 

and a half times the floor area available in. 

the present establishment. As yet the build- 

ing is entirely covered with scaffolding, but 

it is substantially finished except for the 
interior woodwork and painting. 

It will be the greatest printing shop in the 

world, employing the services of nearly 4,000 

people. Accurately speaking, 3,889 persons 


of them being women and girls. Each year 
it will expend the enormous sum of $4,000,000, 
nearly three-fourths of it for labor, and in 
its main composing-room 824 printers will 
be engaged in sticking type. Eight hundred 
and eighty-five employés will be occupied in 
binding the books and documents produced, 
and an additional 665 will do nothing but 
fold the printed sheets. | 

Figures like these give a notion of the 
gigantic scale on which the shop will be con- 
ducted. Each twelve-month it will consume 
for bindings the skins of 36,000 sheep and 
11,000 goats, in addition to 75,000 square feet 
of “‘ Russia leather,”’ made from cowhide. 
It will use up in a like period 8,000 tons of 
white paper, 40,000 pounds of printing ink, 
and 37,000 pounds of glue, together with 7,000 
pounds of thread for sewing books and 
pamphlets, and 4,000 packs of goldieaf for 
the titles of volumes de luxe. 


Where 127 Presses Work. 


One hundred and twenty-seven presses will 
be constantly in operation in the great build- 
ing, their total output in a working day of 
eight hours being just about 1,000,000 im- 
pressions. These presses are of every con- 
ceivable kind, one of them being capable of 
printing cards on both sides from a web of 
bristol board at the rate of 65,000 cards per 
hour, while four other machines turn out 
40,000 printed envelopes every sixty min- 
utes. The quantity of type actually em- 
ployed will be approximately 1,500,000 
pounds, or 750 tons. 

No other government spends anything like 
the amount of money on pubiic printing that 
is squandered by Uncle Sam. In this partic- 
ular Congress is always disposed to a reck- 
less and hence the huge size 
of the plant required. Public documents are 
an*important perquisite of Senators and 
Representatives, who scatter them broadcast 
among their constituents. One hundred tons 
of a single report now in press will be issued 
and distributed in this manner, and the total 
number of volumes of various kinds of litera- 
ture turned out by the office in a twelve- 
month is about 1,000,000, representing a total 
cost of more than $1,000,000... 


Costly Illustrations Made. 


Nowadays government books, like other 
kinds of publications, require illustrations, 
and the cost of these ran up tg about $200,000 
last year. It is safe to say that ten years 
from now Uncle Sam’s printing shop will 
spend pretty nearly $500,000 annually for 
pictures. The most costly illustrations are 
for the reports for the Department of Agri- 
culture and the bulletins of the Bureau of 
Ethnology, many of these being in colors. 
Bach bureau furnishes its own pictures, but 
the printing office has them reproduced by 
firms in Boston, New York, and elsewhere. 
These firms print the illustrations and re- 
turn them to Washington ready to be bound 
with the text. 

The most important job the big shop has 
to execute is the printing of the Congres- 
sional Record. This daily newspaper, which 
records nothing but the doings of the na- 
tional Legislature, is written from beginning 
to end by the official reporters of the House 
and Senate, who take down in shorthand 
evéry word that is safd at either end of the 
Capitol. They dictate from their notes to 
typewriters, and the material, thus reduced 
to typescript, is sent over to the printing 


to come in about 6 p. m., at which hour the 
compositors come on duty, and all of it is 
likely to be delivered by 11 p. m. unless there 
is a night session. 


Printing Congressional Record. 

In any event, the Record is ready for dis- 
tribution early next morning. One hundred 
compositors are employed exclusively in the 
. business of setting type for it, one depart- 
ment of the printing office being devoted ex- 
clusively to this publication, which is “ set

offices in batches by messengers. It begins 


up ’’ and sent to press just like any newspa-~- 
per, being delivered every day to about 9,000 
subscribers; Each Representative in Con- 
gress gets twenty-two copies daily, while a 
Senator is entitled to forty-two. Anybody 
may subscribe, the price being $1.50 a month; 
but the paper is not directly profitable to 
Uncle Sam, inasmuch as it costs $125,000 a 
year. 

The printing of bills is another important 
feature of the work of the establishment. 
Though only a few hundred of the measures 
submitted to Congress in a year become 
laws, millions of copies of them have to be 
printed. A bill must go through a great 
many phases before it can become a law, 
and during the process of its evolution it 
has to be printed again and again—perhaps 
dozens of times. If finally passed, a single 
copy*of it is printed on the finest parch- 
ment, and this goes to President Roosevelt 
for his signature. Having received that au- 
gust autograph, it is law and is handed over 
to the Department of State, to be filed away 
in the nation’s archives. . 


Magnificent Blank Books. 

No such blank books are manufactured 
anywhere else in the world as are produced 
in this printing office. Nothing is too ex- 
pensive to be put into some of them, andthe 
lettering on their backs is of pure gold. 
Three blank books are made each year for 
the use of Congress at a cost of $65 each. 
They are designed to contain the names and 
addresses of Senators and Representatives 
and their accounts with Uncle Sam. Each 
of them weighs eighty-five pounds, contains 
1,200 pages, and is composed of the finest 
imaginable paper. In fact, the paper alone 
for the three books costs $60 and the mate- 
rials‘for the bindings come to $48. No fewer 
than 350,000 blank books of all kinds are 
turned out every twelvemonth, 

The paging of the blank books Is done by 
an ingenious machine which enables a single 
operator to page a book of 600 pages in ten 
minutes. Women do this work, as well as the 
stamping of titles in gold letters, which is 
performed by hand. For the sake of econ- 
omy, however, a mixture of brass and.Jead 
called *“‘German metal’’ is used for most 
of the books instead of gold. Hand sewing 
is chiefly employed in the binding of volumes. 
There are about 200 sewers, all of them 
women.

One of the most striking illustrations of 
the capabilities of the establishment for ex- 
ecuting hurried orders was the printing of 
the message of President McKinley trans- 
mitting the report of the naval court of in- 
quiry upon the destruction of the United 
This publication 
consisted of 208 pages of text, twenty-four 
full-page engravings, and one lithograph in 
colors. Although the originals of the illus- 
trations were not in the possession of the 
office until 8 o’clock p. m. of March 28, and 
the manuscript of the text was not received 
until 6 p. m. of the same day, complete print- 
ed copies, in paper covers, were placed upon 
the desk of Senators and Representatives by 
10 o'clock the following morning. 

The annual messages of the Chief Execu- 
tive to Congress are always nightmares to 
the Government Printing Office, and until 
they are formally received by the National 


Legislature there is no sound sleep for the. 


officials in charge. Their task is like the 
guarding of a treasure. Once, and Only once, 
was the message stolen. It was one written 
by President Hayes, and was not obtained 
from the Government Printing Office, but 
from the printing shop of the Treasury, to 
which it had been confided for greater se- 
crecy. 

When Mr. Roosevelt's last message was 
delivered at the Government Printing Office 
a few picked compositirs were chosen to put 
it into type. While they were at work on it 
they were held under the watchful eye of the 
foreman. The copy, delivered in typescript 
by a trusted messenger from the White 
House, was cut up into “ takes,’’ so small 
that no individual could make head or tail 
of his own. No one was allowed to see a 
proof of other takes than those which he 
himself handled. The galleys full of type, 
as fast as they were made up, were placed on 
shelves in an iron room built like a safe. 
Two proofs were taken finally of the com- 
pleted message, one for the office and the 
other on fine paper for the President.

MODJESKA may believe that stage 
fame is like the Dead Sea apples, but 

I do not agree with her. There is 
something great, elevating, and satisfying 
in fame, be it the fame of anactor, a painter, 
a sculptor, or a writer. I cannot understand 
how one who has tasted fame, as Mme. Mod- 
jeska undoubtedly has, can say that it is not 
worth striving for, that it is not worth the 
years of hard work and the many disappoint- 
ments and hardships with which she had to 
contend with on her way to fame. I cannot 
see much difference between the fame of an 
actor and that of a writer or artist. All 
fame is more or less evanescent, and no one 
can become famous without working hard 
for it and without undergoing untold disap- 
pointments and discouraging difficulties; I 
believe fame would not be worth striving 
for were it not for all that. Only things 


the overcoming of great obstacles are really 
worth our appreciation and our,most serious 
éfferts. Look at men like Forrest, Edwin 
Booth, Kean, and Garrick; have they not 
been great, and do not their names still live 
in the memory of the people, although many 
decades have passed since those men trod 
the boards meaning the world? Their fame 
will live, perhaps not forever, but, does not 
the fame of painters, sculptors, and writers 
also fade away in the course of time?

HOW MARK TWAIN 
-OFFENDED FRIEND. 


| He Secured the Appointment ofa 


Fire Insurance Agent and Got 
.. Into Serious Trouble. 


been active in the appointment of a 

fire insurance agent is almost as funny 

as some of the things printed in his 

books. But a Chicago man tells a 
story in which the humorist acted as sponsor 
for a Chicago agent, years ago, and came 
near to severing an old-time friendship as a 
consequence. 

It came about in the summer of 1879, when 
news became public that the Phoenix Assur- 
ance company of London would begin busi- 
ness again in the United States after a lapse 
of nearly fifty years. At that time the 
strength of the company was not known, 
but as it had just settled a big loss in Ham- 
burg competition for the Chicago agency was 
sharp. Companies generally had not recov- 
ered from the fires of 1871 and 1874, and 
when the Pheenix opening was made certain 
there were forty-four applications for this 
agency, the letters going to A. D. Irving, 
manager for the United States at New York, 
most of the letters accompanied by every 
possible reference available to the candidate. 

One of the most insistent of these ap- 
plicants, having discovered that Manager 
Irving was a nephew of Washington Irving, 
thought perhaps a literary string might be

of service, but in casting about him he found | 


that his lterary friends of note were not 
numerous. Then it was that Mark Twain, 
by devious ways, came to his mind. When 
the applicant was a small boy he had been 
the pupil of a Sunday school teacher named 
Church, who then wads a resident of Cin- 
cinnatil. This man Church had been one of 
the pilgrims on the celebrated ‘‘ Quaker 
City’ excursion to the old world, as de- 
scribed in “‘ Innocents Abroad,” and, seizing 


‘| On this slender thread of acquaintanceship, 


the Chicago applicant wrote to Church, ex- 
plaining that he needed such a letter from 
him to Mark Twain as would cause Twain 
to indorse the applicant to the nephew of 
Washington Irving. Incidentally, as a re- 


‘minder of what Church should know of him, 


the applicant recalled to his former Sunday 


school teacher the fact that he had not been 
a bad pupil. 


Twain’s Indorsement Was Good. 

Soon after this letter was written the ap- 
plicant got a letter from Church, saying 
that he had written the letter to Twain, and 
expressing the h that it would be effec- 
dive. Later, the New York agent wrote to 
the applicant, making him the Chicago agent 
of the company, and saying that one of the 
reasons for the appointment was because 
of the “ letter of indorsement received from 
Mark Twain.” 

For some reason the newly appointed agent 
saw fit to write to Manager Irving to key thas 
he had not written to Twain, and to this 
Irving wrote, saying that Twain's, letter said 
of the agent: “‘ While I am not well ac- 
quainted with the applicant, I am thoroughly 
well acquainted with Mr. Church, and any- 
thing he says I am willing to swear to.” 
Manager Irving explained that all the letters 
received from applicants had been referred 
to London, and that_the London office had 
laid special stress in deciding upon the note 
from Mark Twain. 

Thus it occurred to the Chicago agent that 
ihe owed gome little mark of recognition to 
the humorist, and it being the height of win- 
ter shooting in Illinois the agent went to a 
South Water street friend, asking him to 
send to Samuel L. Clemens, express prepaid, 


a dozen of the finest prairie chickens to be 


found in the market. .The birds were sent 
at once, and not till the next day did the 
agent write the letter to accompany them. 
A week later the agent received the following 
jetter from the humorist: 


A Mistake That Proved Serious. 


* Dear Sir: Here’s fun and more of it. I re- 
ceived your letter of Dec. 21. It got here after 
the chickens did, and‘as our mutual! friend, 
Robert Law, had been in the habit of sending 
me a Christmas present of prairie chick- 
ens for a great many years I jumped to the 
conclusion he had done it again, and so 
I went to the telegraph office and wired him 
my thanks for your chickens. I want you 
to see Law and tell him I don’t take back 
any of the thanks I wired. I want him to 
add those to the old account, but I want to 
Say to you that those chickens were fine 
and came just in time for Christmas dinner, 
and I am glad you got that agency.”’ 

Soon afterward the agent met Mr. Law 
and proceeded indirectly to compare notes 
with his friend. 

‘I didn’t know till the other day that 
you were an old friend of Mark Twain's,” 
said the agent. | 

“O, yes; at least I mle been, but I’ve 
been reminded in the last few days that he 
may have entirely too much: gall to keep 
us in that category for a great many years 
longer.”’

APRIL BUILDING OPERATIONS. 


Reports from Twenty-two Cities Show 
Large Falling Off from a Year Ago— 
to Bncreased Cost of Material. 
Evidence is at hand to prove that man 

building projects for which plans.are pre- 

pared have been shelved, temporarily, at 
least. Unquestionably the unreasonable 
prices of mate have resulted in numerous 
improvements throughout the eountry being 
deferred until next fall. The figures fot last 


month show that there has been a decided 
cessation of the activity which characterised 


the various building d ments of the lead- 
ing cities Aine the the first three ménths 


However, there is some constriction work 
going on and were it not that all building 
materials have bounded to exalted heights 
there would be many other structurés of all 
kinds in process of erection. The enormous 
rise in the cost of construction has seriously 
militated against the complétion of contem- 
piated structures, many of which are ofiera- 
tions involving the expenditure of millions 
of dollars. This extraordinary advance in 
the prices of all materials has been accom- 
panied with an advance in wages to higher 
levels than have been reached for a decade, 
or perhaps ever before. This rise in wages, 
like that in the price of materials, is due, of 
course, to the pressing demand for skilled 
labor in-all the building trades, but it has 
not yet reached its limit, for it is announced 
that in some branches of the building trades 
the workmen are about to insist on’ still 
higher wages. 

Statistics, specially compiled for Con- 
struction News, show that during April, 1902, 
there were 8,980 permits issued in twenty- 
two cities for the erection of buildings, in- 
volving an expenditure of $29,778,129, as 
against 9,299 operations last year for the 
same month, a loss of 819 permits. The April, 
1901, operations called for an outlay of $54, - 
261,768, making those of this year show a 
Geficit of $24,483,634, or a percentage of loss 
of 48.

RAINS NORTHWEST SUGGEST A 
DECREASED WHEAT ACREAGE. 


Certainty of Further Delay in Seeding 
Starts Some Covering by Shorts— 
Cash Demand Fair—Rains and Cold 
Snap Give Corn an Early Spurt— 
Onts Are Strong, May Up the Most— 
Heavy Realizing Feature in Pro- 
visions. 


There was a strong wheat market from the 
start, and it kept getting gradually stronger 
until there had been an advance of %c, a'- 
though the volume of trade was not heavy. 
General though light rains and snows in 
the Northwest, with the heaviest fall in the 
Red River Valley, and with unseasonably 
low temperatures, were taken as conc!usive 
proof that the claims of a reduced acreage 
would be verified.

Shippers Take Wheat. 

A shipping demand which was unusually 
good for Saturday was a strengthening fac- 
tor; about 325,000 bu of all grades taken 
here. Seaboard exports were 72,000. bu. 
Clearances were 491,427 bu. Press dis- 
patches reported two inches of snow in the 
Red River Valley. Oklahoma claims were 
for the largest and finest crop on record. 
There was some evening up in anticipation of 
the government report. The Northwest had 
160 cars, compared with 179 a year ago, and 
local arrivals were only 14 cars, as against 
104. Total primary receipts were 292,569 bu, 
compared with 341,317 bua year ago, and 
for the week the figures were 1,629,000 bu, 
compared with 1,758,000 bu the week before 
and 2,383,000 bu a yearago. The estimated 
decrease in stocks at Minneapolis and Du- 
luth was‘raised to 1,200,000 bu, and local 
shipments for the week were 925,000 bu and 
receipts only 288,000 bu, suggesting a de- 
crease of 500,000 bu here. The visible supply 
is expected to show a decrease of 1,500,000 bu. 
Liverpool futures were %-\4d higher, spot 
unchanged to 4d higher for hard Kansas. 
English farmers’ deliveries showed a further 
advance of 3c for the week to 93c, or 10%c 
more than a year ago. Paris was weak, ic 
lower to unchanged.

Corn Shorts Cover.

Cold weather, considered by pit farmers as 
-unfavorable for corn planting and growing, 
had a bracing effect on that market. There 
were few selling orders at the opening and 
some demand by shorts and traders who 
banked on the recent buying of September by 
the bull interest to keep prices going higher, 
caused a quick advance. At their best prices 
were up %-%c, but there was little outside 
support, and on local realizing much of the 
gain was lostinthelasthour. July sold from 
61%c to 62\c, but dropped back tothe bottom 
figure, a net gain of Ke. May gained \c to 
6ic, September %-\%c, and December %c. 
There was a good deal of buying of September 
by traders who bought July and sold the 
later delivery as a hedge on the theory that 
there was to be manipulation in the nearer 
future. There was a good shipping demand 
and cash prices firmer on the light receipts, 
No. 2 corn %-4c over July, free on board and 
No. 3 corn, July price on track. Shipping 
sales were 150,000 bu. Clearances were 21,533 
bu. Local receipts for the week were nearly 
as large as the shipments, 815,000 bu and 
909,000 bu respectively. The arrivals were 
emall, 87 cars, with No. 2 contract, and 90 are 
estimated for. Monday. 
bu withdrawn for shipment. Prima re- 
ceipts. were 254,700 bu, compared with A387 
bu, and for the week were 2,057,000 bu, com- 
pared with 1,952,000 bu the week before and 
3,464,000 bu a year ago. Cables were indif- 
ferent, Liverpool futures %d higher, and spot 
unchanged. 


May Oats in Demand. 


The cold weather in the Northwest and 
through the East retarded growth of grains 
and pasturage, the fair shipping demand 
and décreased receipts made a strong oats 
market. May had the best advance on buy- 
ing by shippers, presumably as hedges 
against recent sales East, which the emai! 
receipts make it difficult to fill. There were 

les of nearly 200,000 bu at 43c, the low 
point of the day, but a scattering demand 
put the price up to 43%c, where it closed, a 


net gain Of %c. Other deliveries made net ' 


gains of %-%e. There was a good general 
trade, with old style futures in as much 
demand as the new. The Continental bought 
old July. Waite-Thorburn and Fow!er took 
May, Bartlett-Frazier were the leading 
sellers. Cash prices were firm, No. 3 whites 
up to lc, as high as 45%c paid. Some 
shippers reported it a little harder to sell 
oats East, others had the more difficulty in 
getting oats to fill their orders. Sales of 
150,000 bu were made. Local receipts for the 
week Were.1,617,000 bu and shipments 1,533,- 
000 bu. There were 150 cars on_the inspec- 
Yon sheet, including 25 contract, and 130 are 
estimated for Monday. Clearances were 
16,000 bu. 


Broader Market in Pork. 


There was a generally firm market in the 
provision list,’ but pit corfditions were not 
particularly active, and at times realizing 

e lower prices. Opening prices were 


relatively higher on pork than on other, 


products. This was due to light receipts of 
hogs—only 14,000, with 35,000 estimated for 
Monday and 145,000 for next week, and an 
advance in prices of 5c. Western packing 
points were reasonably well supplied, report- 
ing 37,300, as compared with 27,300 the pre- 
vious Saturday and 38,500 a yearago. Liver- 
pool was 9d higher on lard, but unchanged 
on other products. Packing March 1 to date 
is reported at 1,209,00U, as against 1,156,000 
@ year ago. When July pork reached $17.50 
there was a disposition on the part of some 
local longs to realize, which broke the mar- 
ket back to $17.22%. Interests which have 
recently been accumulating products were 
Jargely out of the market, leaving the day's 
business to scalping interests. Lard and ribs 
were steady and firm, without being quota- 
bly active. Cash trade in product was only 
fairly active, the outward movement show- 
ing a falling off. Shipments of cured meats 
were 1,689,000 Ibs, against 2,599,000 Ibs a 
year ago, making 14,865,000 Ibs for the week, 
against 15,970,000 Ibs last year. Lard ship- 
ments were 992,000 lbs, compared with 1,- 
226,000 Ibs a year ago, making 6,971,000 lbs 
for the week, against 8,582,000 Ibs the pre- 
vious year. At the close pork and lard were 
i2%c lower, and ribs 10c off from Friday. 
Rye prices hung closely around those of 
the day before, May and July again selling 
at identical prices, 614%@61\%c, and closing 
at S6%c bid, with 61%c asked. There were 
no receipts, while withdrawals were 10,250 


bu. 

Conditions in barley were little changed. 
Receipts were only 15 cars, which made the 
market barren of offerings to amount to any- 
thing. In screening grades there was prac- 
tically nothing done. Nominal quotations, 
however, on a basis of the higher grades. 
were about unchanged. Most anything 
would have brought 63c. Even the malting 
grades were lightly offered, the price range 
being 66c to 68c for common to good, and 
about G9@7Tic for good to choice. 

Sales in flaxseed were confined to South- 
western at $1.64 and September at $1.48. The 
latter closed at $1.49 bid and-Orctober $1.44 
bid. No. 1 Northwestern was $1.77 flat, and 
May $1.66 asked.

Rules Are Amended... 


The amendment to the rules giving the 
directors more authority in scrutinizing the 
financial responsibility of co rations using 
the clearing-house and barring them from 
its privileges if-their capital stock should at 


any time be impaired was adopted by the 


Exchange yesterday by a vote of 382 to 60. 
The amendment calls for annual statements 
of financial condition of each corporation, 
and for statements at any time.on the ap- 
plication of twenty-five members. One of 
the. directors, who is also an officer in a 
corporation, thinks this is a good idea and 
proposes to extend its application to firms 
using the clearing-house by offering another 
amendment to the rules providing fora simi- 
lar rigid scrutiny of the financial condition 
of partnerships and requiring reports from 
them, in the same manner, on the petition 
of twenty-five members. Such an amend- 
ment.would probably have the hearty sup- 
port of the corporations. 

The amendmefit providing that misstate- 
ments or suppression of facts by an appli- 
cant for membership #hall be ground for ex- 
pulsion was adopted a vote of 408 to 30. 
The amendment providing that one member- 
ship shall not entitle more than one firm nor 
more than one corporation to members’ rates

Wheat Acreage Northwest, 


Advices to the Peavey Grain 
from one of their managers, he Tie gro 
back from the Red River Valley are tha* 
conditions there are not as bad as they 
have been painted, and the decrease in acre- 
age will not be more than 15 per cent. Van 
Dusen-Harrington of Minneapolis, on re- 
ports also, of course, received before yes- 
terday’s rains, say: ‘In the Red River 
valley north of Fargo and Moorhead. con- 
ditions are éxtremely bad. The territory is 
about 150 by, &! miles in extent and com- 
prises the richest wheat raising ground in 
the world, and up to date little wheat, prob- 
ably not to exceed 20 per cent of the usual 
acreage, has been sown, and it is feared 
that some of that seed has rotted in the 
ground. In view of the general belief among 
the farmers that it is not profitable to sow 
wheat later than May 15 and of the ex- 
tremely wet, cold, soll conditions there, men 
of good judgment now anticipate a sma!! 
wheat acreage, and believe also that some 
of the ground will not be used for any crop 
this season. 

A leading house in the barley trade says: 
“ The situation in barley is becoming inter. 
esting. Not in years have conditions been 
as strong for both malt and barley. Locally 
the lack of barley will compel the shutting 
down of a number of malting plants that 
usually alm to run throughout the summer 
months. Roughly estimated, about 1.000.000 
bu to 1,500,000 bu of barley will have to be 
purchased to fil requirements that would 
permit malting through the summer, but 
it is doubtful whether half this amount 
will be forthcoming between now and the 
new crop. All barley offered in this mar- 
ket is promptly taken at fuil prices, the 
highest in many years, and more Is wanted. 
Offerings to arrive have dwindled down to 
small parcels of 5,000 or 10,000 bu, and ever 
these little lots are few and far between.

Rack, German biologist, who 
has recently made interesting 

investigations regarding these mysterious be-

Antipathy alone has imbued certain harm- 


Jess animals with poisonous sécretions. Of 
these are certain scorpions, spiders, and 
toads, and many snakes. It is also wrong 
to regard as poisonous certain animals 
which have the power of discharging 
venomous liquids according to their need. 
In such cases the» poison is a secondary 
feature of the animal's body and may be 
the work of certain foreign bacteria which 
jhave invaded the sy$tem. For that reason 
no one has a right to speak of certain fish, 
oysters, mussles, and crabs as poisonous. 
Poisonous is applied properly only to those 


animals which during their life are pos-- 


sessed of a particular characteristic poison 
situated in a certain receptacle, especially 
the fang r tooth, whereby they protect 
themselves from harm or,kill their ene- 


mies. 


The poison must also be part and parcel of’ 


the animal’s body. It cannot be a foreign 
substance which the animal has imbibed 
elsewhere and transmits to another. 
The latter is the case with the poison flies. 
They take their poison from carrion after 
lying upon it, so that whoever is bitten 
by them is poisoned. However, since the 
flies did not produce the poison themselves 
they cannot properly be classed as poisori- 
ous creatures. 
wt 
Variations in Poison. 

Poison as it is generated in the truly poison- 
ous animal can vary greatly in.its capacities 
for injtry. Many times the ahimals have a 
substance at their command which imparts 
only a slight irritating stimulation where 
they bite, or upon the skin whitch they touch. 
This is the case with ants, which give out 
a certain: acid substance which they use for 
bait. 
“ A similar weapon is employed by thé bee 
and the wasp in their familiar sting. The 
irritation that follows is a pol#ohm so far as 
it is not a mechanical frruption purely, as 
the result of the insertion of the finé hair of 


the animal into one’s skin. The bee, never- 
theless, has true poison in her sting, as re- 
search long ago made patent,,but it is pol- 
sonous to eo slight degree that it carries 
no danger to larger beasts. . : 
Ta the innermost circle of poisonous ani- 
mals stands the serpent, which bears a 
poison periious above that of all others, pe- 


_ cullarly strong and able to serve its owner 


in several ways. 

Poisonous snakes are most conspicuous in 
the warmer genes of the earth, where they 
become a most fruitful source of frightful 
plagues. In India alone about 20,000 people 
die every year, victims of poisonous snake 
bites. 

Poisonous serpents. appear under {Wo dis- 
tinct categories. The elaphides are fur- 
nished with &@ number of fangs wherewith toe 
accomplish their deadly work, while the vi- 
pers or otters and crotalides have but 3a 
solitary fang placed on their upper jaws. 

The poison itself is supposed to reside in 
the venom, which is secreted at the base of 
the gum and which escapes by means of the 
fang through an open channel or through a 


closed tube. When the'’serpent’ bites the 


pressure of the gums acts upon the venom, 
releasing it so that it fills the wound made 
by the fang.

In the Serpent’s Fangs. _ 


In some serpents one can see two double 
fangs with double extremities. They are 
on the upper jaw. Below lies the tongue 
studded with fine little hooks. In other 
snakes one perceives a single double fang 
showing two minute plummets in a tiny 
tube.

In Europe the most mortally 
venomous snakes are the vipers, particular- 
ly the asp of Italy. 

Thanks to prolonged and most careful re- 

search some most interesting and important 
facts have been brought to light regarding 
the poison of these various animals. 
, The processes of snake poison consist in 
an exceptionally swift and intense expulsion 
of the breath in a desired direction, there- 
upon the paralyzation of the nerves. Death 
follows frequently after a short time, even 
but a few moments. ‘The poison works from 
the blood out. 

A close examination of the substance 
venom discloses the fact that in every case 


it bears an intimate resemblahce to the . 


poisonous principles of several bacteria, es- 
pecially those of the toxin of diphtheria and 
tetany. It is apparently a substance with 
@ nature similar to the white of an egg. 
This is demonstrated by an extraordinary 
susceptibility toward heat, light, and many 
chemicals, and above all a supreme poison- 
ousness. The two hundredth part of a milli- 
@tam of tetany poison kills a man. Pure

five-tenths of a milligram. 


Inoculation Against Poison. 

The most important feature of the discov- 
eries pertaining to endke poison is that 
which pertains to rendering people immune 
from the toxin of serpents, just as they 
ere rendered immune from the toxin of 
diphthefia. With carefully increased doses 
eh animal may be made secure against 
pcisoning, and its blood serum is then a 
specific against the natural workings of 
the poison. The serum was first tried in 
India, and was followed by most gratifying 
results when it was administered directly 
after the bite had been inflicted. Every 
other remedy offered against the fatality of 
srake bites has proved vain. 

Most recently a similar poison has been 
discovered in other animals. The scorpion 
holds a similar venom in its glands, and, 
apparently, can produce serious poisoning}

We asked once why they were so slow in, 
gathering, and were informed that they wait 
until the churches are out, as the Christians 
were at their own services and could not get 
around earlier! ; 

However that may be, soon after 9 enough 
are present for service to begin: The Onon- 
dagas were the central tribe of the old con- 
federacy. One of their chiefs bore the title 
Dodotarho, and was the head chief of the 
great league of the Six Nations. The present 
Dodotarho is a conservative of the conserva- 
tives; he is tall, thin, slow in speech; he never 
appears to be excited; other Indians on the 
rservation have their “‘ best clothes,’”’ worn 
on special occasions; but he ever appears in 
the same common, simple, patched, but clean 
garments; he has a native dignity and se- 
riousness that are impressive. When he de- 
cides the proper time‘has come he knocks the 
ahes from his pipe, and, rising, makes an 
opening address and gives thanks. Stepping 
to the stove he drops an offering of tobacco 
on the coals, repeating a prayer; this is done 
four times. The singers, a dozen men, then 
take their, places on two benches, two 
sixes facing each other. Shaking their 
rattles, which are large gourds containing 
pebbles, they burst into song. The time is 
perfect and the rattling is accompanied with 
beating with the feet and by movements of 
the body. The song may consist of one word 
er several, or may have no meaning, but it 
is repeated again and again. The rattling 
becomes more vigorous; the singing louder. 
Dancers take posétion and circle around the 
benches of singers with the curious, shuffling 
movement characteristic of Indian dancing 
generally. One dance after another follows 
—the fish dance, the dark dance, the great 
feather dance. A long list of ancient dances 
is still in vogue among the Iroquois. 


Professor Starr’s New Name. 


My new name was “ announced ’ one night 
inthe council-house. This name, Hai-ye- 
siit-ha, nad been given me by my Indian 
brother a year before. My brother is of the 
Turtle clan, so I tooama Turtle. My brother 
is named Twan-a-doga.. He picked out a 
sponsor for me who knows the ritua: and who 
has a band of dancers. I had to buy corn, 
salt pork, and plug tobacco for the feast. 
The women at my sponsor’s house made 
corn soup and boiled the pork. About 100 
persons gathered at the council-house. The 
Dodotarho went through with the usual in- 
vocation, offering of tobacco, etc. The sing- 
ers took their places and the opening dance 
was given. - The. Dodotarho then made an

address in which my Indian name and my 
residence were announced. Taking my hand, 
my sponsor led me slowly up and down the 
council-house, singing or chanting the words 
of the ritual proper to the occasion, After 
I had ‘“ been walked’’ and my name an- 
nounced, all the Turtles present—men, wom- 
en, and children—shook my hand and gave 
me greeting. Our band of dancers then 
danced a war dance for the entertainment 
of the company: Other dances and singing 
followed. Now and then some one pounded 
with a heavy stick upon the floor. Singing 
and dancing at once ceased and the person 
who had caused the interruption rose and 
made a speech, apparently spontaneous, 
abounding in jocularity or wisdom. A plug 
of tobacco would then be given to the speak- 
er, or to any one whose name he might call, 
or to some dancer whose performance had 
pleased him. Near midnight a great wash- 
boiler full of corn soup and a kettle of salt 
pork were brought in and set down in the 
middle of the room. To each dancer or other 
participant in the performance his share of 
these delicacies was dished out into a tin 
pail. With pails in hand the company broke 
up and went home. aA 

Many old customs are gone, but here and 
Baby boards are 
not common, but some old-fashioned grand- 
mas like to see the infant cared forin the old 
way. A flat board forms the bed; at the 
lower edge there is a foot rest; near the top 
is an arch from which toys or ornaments 
may hang, and by means of which, some- 
times, the board is lifte@. The baby, tightly 
wrapped in blankets, with its arms at its 


_ sides, is laid upon the board and held in place 


by long strips of cloth decorated with bead- 
work or other ornamentation. Formerly 
they often cut the baby’s birth date and its 
clan totemi on the under side of the board. 
One such was sold us by a woman who had 
been herself cradled upon it; it was made in 
1847 and had that date and a beaver cut 


into it.

Weird Indian Dance. 

Dance time is beaten with rattles, of which 
four kinds are still in use, each having its 
appropriate usage. The great gourd rattle 
appears to be used only by members of the 


** medicine society.” Most used is the tuftle 


shell rattle. The wooden handle is neatly 
and firmly attachedi to the shell and the skin 
of the neck head is ingeniously 
stretched over it. The little rattles made 
from a section of horn, neatly plugged at 
top and bottom with thin board, are com- 
mon, and fifteen or twenty may be shaken at 
once. Bark rattles are still common among 
Senecas, though rare at Onondaga. A piece 
of sappy bark is cut ané folded so asto form 
a cavity, within which pebbles or fruit pits 


may be placed. When dry this bark rattle 


retains its shape well. 

Women in dancing let down their hair and 
loosen their. garments at the waist. Some 
wear a special “‘dance dress,’ which is 


-usually merely a white woman's dress of 


the style of fifty or sixty years ago, with 
some crude ornamentation. At Tonawanda 
the Indian women make heavy collars and 
cuffs of beadwerk, which are sold to women 
on other reservations and which are worn 
in dances, 

The False-Face society still exists and 
dances at New Year and on such other occa- 
sions as may demand its services. The masks 
are mostiy of basswood, which, taken in 


_ springtime, when full of sap, cuts easily. 


Many of these mask types are old and one 
sees them over and over again. The position 
of the lips and tongue varies intentionally. 
Some masks, with curiously down sloping, 
projecting lips, forming a crescentic mouth, 
are good portraits of a facial type still to be 
seen at Onondaga. When used these masks 
are mostly supplied with long streaming 
hair (from horses’ tails). In one type the lips 
protrude in a cone with a smal opening; 
such are worn by fire-blowers, who take 
handfuls of glowing coals from the fireplace 
and blowing through them force the ashes 
upon the face of the sick man, for the func- 
tion of the false-face dancers is to cure dis- 
ease. | 
Outside of some houses stands a great mor- 
tar hollowed out of a tree trunk. In it corn 
is pounded into meal with long wooden 
pestles, the narrow central handle of which 
swells above and below into great pound- 
ing heads. These pounders are used in pairs 
and a man and a woman, or two women, work 


together, beating the corn to meal by alter- 


nate blows.’ The corn bread made from this 
meal fs eaten hot and is delicious: it is a 
dumpling loaf, stuffed with boiled beans.

Queer that we should go to Onondaga to 
learn how to wear nose rings! Of thirty In- 
dian tribes and more which we have visited 
none was seen to wear these ornaments 
until we found them here. Not that they 
wear them always; far fromit. But several 
have them, and ‘“‘ when they dress up as 
Indians’’ wear them. Almost any ring will 
do, but white babies’ teething rings appear 
favorites. Old “‘ Sycamore Ike” knows Chi- 
cago well and is not particularly unsophisti-, 
cated. At his house we found old dice made 
of deers’ horn instead’ of bone. Bight flat, 
round pieces, burned on one side and plain 
on the other, are thrown. Should all fall 
alike five counts are made; if all but one 
are alike, two counts; if all but twoare simi- 
lar, one count is scored. All other combina- 
tions are zeros. 

Morgan's ‘“‘ League of the Iroquois” was 
written more than halfacentury ago. Much 
that he describes is gone forever. But all 
the games he mentions still survive. Not 
only the bone dice but the peach pit game, 
javelin, suow snakes, and lacrosse continue. 
The game of peach pits is played mostly by 
women. The game forms part of the New 
Year ceremonial, and the women of one clan 
or group of clans play against those of an- 
other clan or group of clans. The game con- 
tinues for hours, with great excitement and 
high stakes. For, of course, all these games 
give chance for gambling. The p'ayers 
kneel and shake six pieces cut from peach 
Stones and blackened on one side in an old 
wooden bowl. 

The game.of javelin is a fine one, and is 
played with slender, pointed wooden shafts 
and a little hoop a few inches in diameter. 
The hoop is polled by one player or party, 
and the other player or side tries to transfix 
it. There is an elaborate series of rules re- 
garding throws and countings. Snowsnake 
is a fine exhibition of skill and during its 
season bands of young men from one Iro- 
quois tribe visit other towns to contest with 
the local. players. When there are some 
inches of snow on the ground a course is 
prepared. This is a narrow path, produced 
by the players treading, one foot close before 
the other. The course is little more than a 
foot’s breadth in width, but may be a quar- 
ter of a mile or morein length. The snow- 
snakes are carefully shaped, slender shafts 
of ironwood, beautifully smoothed; they are 


flattish below and the tip is shod witha head 
of lead; the shaft is six or eight feet long 
and less than an inch wide. These snow- 
snakes are sent gliding along the icy track 
and go with wonderful rapidity to remark- 
able distances. 

The magnificent wampum belts, so long 
preserved at Onondaga, are no longer there. 
As the central tribe of the great confederacy, 
the Onondagas had a commanding position. 
The chief council fire was located among 
them and not only the dodotarho but the 
“keeper of the wampum ” was chosen from 
amcng them. These belts, made of white 
and purple beads, fashioned from clamshell, 


were evidences of compacts, witnesses of.

In all complexion ills there is nothing 
quite as easily cured as the blackhead. 
There is really no need for having even 
one on the face and the remedies are sim- 
ple and within the reach of every one. 

For the blackhead the treatment is clean- 
liness. The black spot.is caused by a set- 
tling of dust in the open pores of the skin. 
Take away the dirt, and keep it away, and 
the speck is gone. . 
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To go back to the beauty prescription, be- 
gin your treatment for blackheads by get- 
ting into a-glow. Exercise. Get that sim- 
plest of all gymnasium implements, a 
wand, and go to work with it. Try lift- 
ing it high with the arms spread wide 
apart. Then lower it and, putting it over 
your head, see how far you can spread 
out your arms upon it and how beautifully 
it exercises your lungs and chest.

The soft, delicate, 
rashy skin must not be scrubbed nor must it 
be irritated in any way. Its treatment must 
be all of a soothing nature. 

Begin then by anointihg such a skin every 
night with a cream whose basis is the old- 
fashioned mutton tallow. Nothing has ever 
quite équaled this as a skin food. Let your 
cream be soft and scented with rose or lav- 
ender. Do not use camphor in it, for you do 
not want an irritant, but a soother. 

Such a skin should be perfectly clear, for it 
is the sort which will take on the “ peach 
blow ”’ hue in time. And the reason why it 
is not like a peach now may lie internally.

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ILLING six elephants in four 
minutes is the “record” of 
elephant slaughter just es- 
tablished by the Viscount du 
Bour de Bozas in Abyssinia, 
as against the record estab- 
lished by Superintendent of 
Keddars Sanderson, working 

in the Garrow Hills of India, when he 

captured 136 of the great creatures in one 
drive. But between the wanton killing of 

geix such creatures and the capture of 15% 
for military and other purposes, there is a 

wide gap toward humanity, which the 

Frenchman probably has not considered. 
Finding six elephants at a water hole to 
which they had been obliged to come for 
drink, the Frenchman, waited upen by 
coolies carrying his express guns loaded to 

his hand, fired at an average range of 
twenty-five feet, knocking over the great 

brutes .with more than the ease that the 
man with a target rifle shoots rabbits. 

-And yet, trained to domesticity, any one 

of these animals might have been given 

charge of a babe, keeping flies off it, keep- 
ing it‘in bounds of its out-of-door nursery, 
gentle with it as ever was the child’s mother. 

And one of them could have been set to pil- 

ing teak, working as men would not have

‘I was not left long in doubt as to the 
number of elephants in the group after this 
shot. Three of them seemed to rise out of 
the horizon. With the brilliant rising sun 
at their backs and magnifying their size un- 
til they looked like mammoths, they charged 
at me, making strident cries and trumpet- 
ing madly in their rage. 


Fall of the Great Beasts. 


“In this unearthly chorus they were joined 
by the two elephants I had struck.” The 


earth seemed full of elephants; but the two -

This is elephant slaughter—a “ tableau ” 
arising out of man’s lust of blood. In con- 
trast to it is Sanderson’s record as govern- 
ment elephant hunter for India in 1887. 


Army of 300 Hunters. 


It was in the Garrow 
year that Sanderson, from 1,000 coolies ap- 
plying for position in the great hufit, selected 
300 men, chose his leaders for them, and sent 
them on into the jungles. He followed later, 
with rations, noise equipments, and tHe tools 
for constructing the mighty “‘ keddar ”’ into 
which the big beasts, then ravaging the rice 
fields of the settled section, wePe to be driven. 
In the woods a second examination of men 
caused the turning back of the inefficients, 
and with a small regiment of picked men hoe 
pushed on to'the Garrow Hills. 


Hills in that 
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The keddar, as constructed, was a giant 
corral, built of tree trunks, braced and inter- 
twined with saplings, having a drop-gate 
suspended by a rope which one. blew of an 
ax would sever. From this gate wide wings 
built of heavy trees spread outward, the 
jungle inside of them left unmarked by any 
sign of man. Beyond the ends of these wing 
walls, however, trees in line with them for 
many yards were hacked and the jungie 
brush broken and trampled. This for the 
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reason that a herd of elephants fear such 
signs almost as much as they fear man him- 
self. 

Inside this wide angle of heavy walls con- 
verging to the corral gate cross lines of dry 
grass were stretched and covered with the 
natural green of the jungle, the purpose 
being that when the herded creatures should

For, given a commercial product 
shich requires hand work for the making 
of the model, the mechanical engineer is op- 
Wmistic enough to assert that with money, 
ulent, and time in sufficient quantities he 
ag take that product and assemble a ma- 
shine that will perfect every part of the 
mechanism and drop it, finished, into a ship- 
sing box without its having -been touched 
by the hand of man. 

And it Was somewhere between the begin- 
ging Of this work and the present that the 
siround mechanic dropped out of existence, 
javing only a smal! boy to sit watching the 
machine that was doing a hundred times 
more Work than he could do, and at a hun- 
dredth part of the cost. 
his the age ofmutomatic machinery. One 
machine may @iaplace fifty men in a manu- 
fetuting plant. It may destroy, half a 
doen semi-trades in a moment. But some- 
iow the industrial equilibrium is main- 
ined, and United States census figures still 
sow the drift of population to the cities, 
ghere more and more this population is call- 
ing for the products of automatic machinery. 


Machines Do Everything Needful. 


“Twill say this much of automatic ma- 
said Walter S. McKinney, a con- 
wrvative mechanica! engineer. ‘‘ There is 
niling Mechanical, capable of being pro- 
inced By hand, that cannot be produced by 
momatic machinery, The question to be 
ieided always is whether or not it will pay 
Wee ahead and design and build the auto- 
malic Machinery necessary tu the making of 
parts of a product. For instance, the 
Sivement in an alarm clock that sells for 
@cmils is all made in automatic machines; 
Mi ile parts aretall assembled by hand, 
Sis being especially expert at the work. As 
i iiete clocks, now, I should say that the 
Oem Market easily will stand a retail price 


of 75 cents apiece. Then, with girls assem- 
bling the mechanism of them, there is no 
necessity for a machine that would do the 
work, for such a machine might cost $100,000 
to perfect. It is nearly always at this point 
where automatic machinery stops — the 
*manufacturer must decide when handwork 
is cheaper than a machine, with its wear and 
tear and its first cost and interest. 
“ Frequently a man has a patented articie 
for which $500 worth of machinery only is 
necessary for the making of nine-tenths of 
its parts. He finds that a contrivance for do- 
ing the rest of the work might save him, say, 
10 cents on the article. This man, now, has 
to consider several! things. First, will be the 
extent of his future market; second, the cost 
of the perfecting machinery, and lastly, 
whether the difference of 10 cents on each 
article will offset interest, wear and tear, and 
insurance. Perhaps such a man, with only a 
$500 machine, can afford to pay $5,000 for the 
perfection of the one point that is incomplete 
_in his machine. 

** But even then there may be doubt as to 
what this final cost will be. Some details of 
manufacture are so complicated amd so 
many unlooked for emergencies come up 
that in beginning a machine a man cannot 
tell with certainty where it is to end.’’ 

In general, when a certain mechanism is 
to be produced, the modelmaker brings out 


- its details at a cost that may be ten prices 


above the cost of a handmade product of 
working size. Then the inventor goes to the 
mechanical engineer asking for a machine 
that will turn out the article for consump- 
tion at the least possible cost. 
| 
* Lathe Can Do Anything. 

To the engineer, two great fields in man- 
ufacturing have been covered pretty thor- 
oughly. They are die stamping and lathe 
turning. If a part of the object to be made 
can be etamped, that portion of the work 
may be dismissed to the last; if lathe work 
be necessary, the turret lathe, with its four 
to six separate tools working from acircular 
turret, will meet any difficulty. If the ob- 
ject be of several pieces, probably the as- 
sembling of the various parts, the riveting, 
and the final shaping will be hardest to over- 
come. But with money enough behind such 
an invention, the engineer will design the 
automatic machinery that will put almost 
any commodity upon the market and leave it 
within reach of any consumer. 
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Then, provided an article be of such sta- 
ple use as to justify the using of many ma- 
chines in many places, the mechanical en- 
gineer—having built the machine to manu- 
facture the product—may turn around and 
design an automatic machine to build the 
automatic machines that will manufacture, 
automatically, the first desired product. 

There is no end to the process, just as 
there is no end to the demand for certain 
products of these machines. For instance, 
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even with a match trust, one receives a 
bulky package of the product for a quarter, 
whereas, twenty-five years ago, he could 
have put 25 cents’ worth of matches in éne 
trousers pocket. Not only has the match- 


making machine done away with hand labor 


in the manufacture, but the old-fashioned 
housewife’s “lamp lights’’ of folded paper 
have gone forever from the wall. 

‘* Speaking of the work of automatic ma- 
chinery,”’ said Mr. McKinney, ‘‘I know of 
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no place where its results have been more 
sharply shown than in the manufacture of 
bicycles. ‘Take the bicycle chain as one 
part of it. It was regarded as great work 
when the first automatic machine made 
sixty links a minute; now the chain machine 
will make 9,000 links in an. hour, with on'y

jJawe of it: 

“Years ago, before I left the machine 
shop, I had seen one instance of the practical 
saving of automatic machinery. A certain 
brass head for piston rods was necessary 
in the shop work. They had been passed 
through half a dozen hands in manufacture, 
the men using perfected tools, even, in the 
several parts of their work. Finally some 
one conceived a machine that would do this 
work in one operation, and this machine in 
that first year cut the cost of this one item 
more than $10,000, - 

“Twenty years ago, looking at the socio- 
logical side of machine-made goods, the 
workman saw ruin. He is more reconciled 
today. He has seen one trade die and three 
more take its place. Suppose machinery has 
made metal working automatic; it has in- 
creased the consumption of such metals a 
hundred fold; it has made the production of 
metals a giant industry in itself; it has made 
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even the loading and shipping of such metals 
of a magnitude necessitating the building 
and operating of railroad and steampship 
lines, where otherwise only waste places 
would have existed. 

‘There is no problem involved in any of 
it. It works out in the way of all evolution. 
keeping in balance everywhere. It has made 
armies of clerks instead of craftsmen and 
it has made captains of industry instead of 
captains of armies. 

**Not only this, but it has putdnto the 
hands of the working people things that, 
without labor-saving devices, would have 
been beyond their reach. For instance, look 
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at this ¥ (pulling off a cuff) “ here’s a cuff- 
holler, for lengthening or shortening the 


sleyve @t will. Without machinery to have 
magle it automatically ttwould have cost as 
much jj a shirt; as it is, one may buy a pair 
of therm for a nickel.”

This is done by granulating the loaves until 
the chicle resembles sand. In many fac- 
tories this process is still carried on by hand, 
but in others improved machinery has been 
invented for the purpose. After the chicle 
has been thorough’y cleaned—and this is 
one of the most delicate steps in the manu- 
facture of gum—it is stowed away in barrels 
and is allowed to cure. The curing process 
consumes from seven to fifteen days, de- 
pending upon the condition of the raw ma- 
teria] when it is received. 


How Chewing Gum Is Made. 


After the chicle has been properly seasoned 
the real work of gum making begins. The 
granulated material is taken from the stor- 
age barrels and deposited in large kettles. 
There it is cooked under a fixed temperature 
and is churned and stirred by heavy ladles 
operated by steam or electricity. While in 
these kettles powdered sugar and the desired 
flavors are added and the sticky mess is 
kept in motion by the paddles until it has 
been reduced to the proper consistency for 
working. 

When gum in the rough is taken from the 
steaming kettles it is not unlike unpulled 
taffy in appearance. Aproned workmen 
scrape it from the sides and paddles of the’ 
heated receptacles, and it is carted away in 
the form of a large ball. Then for the first 
time it begins to assume shape and to look 


like gum. 


The balls of sticky material are fed into 
a roller machine called a “‘ brake,’’ and here 
the sticky material, with the aid of flour, is 
rolled down to the thickness of the ordinary 
stick of gum. It comes out of the “ brake" 
in sheets, which are carted away to a mark- 
ing machine. There the lines are deeply 
traced in the pliable stuff for the girls whose 
duty it is to break it up into sticks for pack- 


ing. 
Wrapped by Machinery. 


This practically completes the process of 
manufacture. After the sheets have cooled 
and hardened-for a brief period they are 
taken to the wrapping-room, where the most 
tedious part of the work is done. For many 
years the sticks were wrapped entirely by 
hand, but automatic machines are now in use 
which lighten this work on certain brands. 
There are many styles of package which re- 
sist these machines, and such are put up by 
girls whose nimble fingers handle on an av- 
erage 6,000 sticks in a single day. 

At the plant of,the Zeno Manufacturing 
company a machine has recently been put in 
operation which turns five sticks at a time 
into the hands of a girl whose sole duty is to 
encircle the package with a rubber band and 
tuck it away intoa fancy box. This machine 
has a capacity of 400 boxes a day. The av- 
erage wrapping machine can grind out 140,- 
000 sticks in a day, while 10,000 is an ex- 


ceptional record for a girl working with her 
hands alone. ~ 

After the tiny sticks have been carefully 
wrapped they are made into packages, and 
when placed in pasteboard boxes are ready 
for the trade.
